STEEL STRIKE 
NEARING ITS END. 


Morgan Receives Shaffer in a 
Secret Conference — Negotiations 


Fortend Early 


Settlement. 


EW YORK, July 27.— Formal nego- 
N for a settlement of the 
great steel strike were opened here 
today at a conference between Presi- 
dent Shaffer and Secretary Williams 
of the Amalgamated Association, and 
J. Plerpont Morgan and a group of his 
associates of the United States Steel 
Corvoration. The conference and the 
movements of the conferees were se- 
cret, and no intimation of the result 
of the deliberations has come from 
anyone in authority. It is believed, 
however, that substantial progress to- 
ward an agreement was made, and that 
formal announcement of the compact 
for peace will come within a few days. 
There has been much speculation as 
to the terms of peace, but much of ft 
has been pure conjecture. It was said 
that the strike would be called off, and 
that there would be a resumption of the 
negotiations on general labor questions 
at the point where they were broken 
off at the Pittsburgh conference. In 
financial circles, however, the opinion 
was genera! that the prospective agree- 
ment would go further than that, and 
in itself dispose of the serious ques- 
tions at issue. The conference of today 
resulted from several days of prelim- 
inary discussion, all of which was kept 
secret. 


STRIKERS AT A LOSS.

The McKeesport situation is consid- 
ered grave.

Strikers were exceedingly vigilant last 
night, and no man who looked like 
a stranger passed the Dewees- Wood 
plant without a challenge. 

The attempt of the National Tube 
Company to induce the welders in its 
employ to sign individual five-year 
contracts is exciting much hostility 
among both strikers and non-union 
men.

The mill 
could not be run at all without them. 

President Holloway has issued a 
proclamation upholding Mayor Black's 
stand against the importing of non- 
union workmen. 

The Wellsville plant will close down 
at noon today, and will resume oper- 
ations at 3 o’clock Monday morning. 
Superintendent Brockman says he 
does not expect a full complement of 
men by that time, but that he will 
soon have the gntire works in opera- 
tion. He denfed the rumor that rep- 


resentatives nad gone to Lisbon in the 


interest of getting out injunctions 
against the strikers. 

This was pay day, and the mill of- 
ficials were busy paying off the strik- 
ers and non-union men.

Mysterious circulars have been passed 
around Wall street by the syndicate. 
One is unsigned, and was mailed in 
Brooklyn. It says: “Buy Erie for 80 
and Southern Railway for 40.“ This 
is put out as a basis for “short” sales. 
The success with which the Moores 
forced Morgan to buy their steel prop- 
erties for the trust is 
inspired their selection, the present 
work.

WEEKLY BUSINESS REVIEW. 

QUEER CONDITIONS PREVAIL. 

{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

NEW YORK, July 27.—({Exclusive 
Dispatch.] The weekly business re- 
view of the New York Sun says that 
what Wall street designates as “crop” 
markets are nearly invariably unsatis- 
factory from every point of view. 
Permanent investors are but little dis- 
turbed by varying developments inci- 
dental to the progress of every agricul- 
tural season, but speculators who must 
perforce shape their course by the 
weather map find themselves in more 
than usualy difficult positions. For 
the past fortnight Wall street has hung 
upon reports from the West as to de- 
velopments in the corn belt. Its in- 
formation in this respect has been de- 
rived from newspapers, from the gov- 
ernment weather map, and more di- 
rectly from reports furnished by brok- 
erege houses having private wire con- 
nectio..3; with Chicago. 

Wall street has been deluged 
with a volume of absolutely confilict- 
ing and contradictory reports as to the 
extent of the damage already inflicted, 
and for that matter it has been well- 
nigh impossible for anybody in Wall 
street to reach a definite conclusion as 

to whether rains have fallen in the 
corn belt, or whether clear skies still 
prevail there. On the face of it, it 
would seem to be @ matter very read- 
ily determined, but When one source of 
information reports that soaking rains 
have fallen and another that a hot sun 
is shining over the same quarter, it is 
natural that judgment should become 
clouded. It was largely on account of 
this semingly unnecessary uncertainty | 
that the price movements in the week's 
stock market have been exceptionally 
uncertain and erratic, and occasionally 
violent in both directions. It is unfor- 
tunately the case, however, that at 
least four weeks more must elapse be- 
fore it will be possible to form any ac- 
curate judgment as to actual out-turn 
of corn and spring wheat crops. 

In the mean time, every one inter- 
ested in financial affairs is hard at 
work figuring out what the first ex- 
tent of loss the conceded 
crop damage will be.

Dispatch.} Twelve hours’ reduction 
in time between Chicago and San 
Francisco is the goal toward which 
the management of the Union Pacific 
is rapidly working. Within the next 
three years, fully half the daytime, 
possibly more, will be taken off the 
overland: journey between the oceans, 
and the two coasts of the Western 
Continent will be brought that much 
nearer together. 

It is with this end in view that the 
management of the Union Pacific has 
expended more than 315,000 000 on 600 
miles of its line between Buford and 
Ogden. To supplement the grand un- 
dertaking in the way of time annihi- 
lation, the Central Pacific board has 
just authorized the expenditure of $25,- 
000.000 on its line between Ogden and 
San Francisco. These two gigantic 
engineering undertakings are to be 
supplementary. Work on the Central 
Pacific is not to be begin until all 
improvements planned by the South- 
ern Pacific, to cost in the neighborhood 
‘of 340.000. 000 have been completed.

Lake Cities Have Been Unfairly 
Treated in the Past in This Respect, 
and Congress Will be Asked to Remedy 
the Matter.

CHICAGO, July 27.%The Chronicle 
says that warships not only for the 
United States, but for foreign coun- 
tries, may be built on the Great Lakes 
in the near future. To accomplish this 
the shipbuilders located on the lakes, 
supported by manufacturers and con- 
cerns that cater to the shipbuilding 
business are combining in a movement 
to demand the abrogation of the treaty 
with Great ‘Britain, which excludes 
warships from the lakes. 

Congressman Boutelle, who will look 
after the campaign at the coming ses- 
sion of Congress, said: The existence 
of the treaty is manifestly unfair to 
the people of the lake cities. In 1895 
Congress appropriated $126,000 to begin 
the construction of a vessel on which 
the neval militia of the lakes might be 


trained, but it was found that the 
treaty stood in the way.

The result of 
these observations established the fact 
that the reports of heavy guns Were 
clearly audible at the extraordinary 
distance of 140 miles inland, while at 
a distance of 84 miles the reports were 
so loud that laborers in the flelds 
put down their spades to listen, and 
at 61 miles from the guns windows 
were shaken. 

These statements bear upon the 
Sampson-Schley controversy insomuch 
as Admiral Schley’s statement, made 
May 23, 1898, concerning the hearing 
of guns forty miles away, which he 
believed were the Spanish fleet, was 
received by many persons with con- 
siderable incredulity. | 

“God grant that before long you 
may be able to find a cure for cancer

NEWS FROM CHINA. 
WASHINGTON HIGHLY PLEASED. 
(BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.] 
WASHINGTON. July 27.—Confir- 
mation of the amplest kind of the en- 
couraging news that has come to the 
press from Peking relative to the set- 
tlement of the financial problems that 
have engrossed the attention of the 
ministers there for many months, has 
just come to hand from Special Com- 
missioner Pockhill. Moreover, he adds 
to the general items already reported 


ready to sign a protocol within 
weeks that will result in the speedy 
withdrawal from China of all foreign 
troops, except the legation guerds and 
those who will occupy the certain stra- 
tegic points to be held under the treaty 
to safeguard the road between Peking 
and the sea. 

The advice is in substance as fol- 
lows: The Russian government has 
signified its intention of not further 
pressing the question at present of the 
eventual increase of the import cus- 
toms duties beyond 5 per cent. (the 
present figure.) It is agreed that in case 
the revenues of China are not sufficient 
for the payment of interest and prin- 
cipal, the powers are to examine the 
revenues and determine what. changes 
are necessary in order to supply the 
deficiency. The Imperia! maritime cus- 
toms are to be included in this arrange- 
ment. The British Minister is satisfied 
with this arrangement, and the whole 
question of financial measures is there- 
fore settled. 
The 450,000,000 taels constituting the 
indemnity, are to be converted into gold 
at the equivalent of the tael value on 
the first of last April. In case the im- 
port duties are subsequently increased, 
the free list will have to be abolished, 
except for cereals, but it is understood 
that compensation will in that case be 
asked for, probably the financial par- 
ticipation of China in improving the 
water approaches of Shanghai and Tien 
Tsin. All the principal points of the ne- 
gotiations are now settled, and it is 
expected that the results will be sum- 
marized in the final protocol within two 
weeks, and that all the powers will be- 
come signatories. 

In connection with the Indemnity pay- 
ments a question has arisen whether 
the United States government will take 
its share of the bonds to be issued by 
China in American gold, or in pounds 
sterling. The disposition of this gov- 
ernment is to take the money in the 
form that will be the least burdensome 
to the Chinese government, and in the 
interest of uniformity, it is probable 
that the payments will be made in 
pounds sterling. 


ARIZONA FARMS. 
MARKED PROGRESS SHOWN.

Bureau today there are 5809 farms in 
Arizona with a total acreage of 1.935.

In 1890 the average size of the 
farms was 910 acres, and in 1900, 468 
acres. The total value of the farm 
land with improvements, implemenis 
and. livestock is placed at $29,960,875.

Of 
the total number there are seventy-one 
farms of more than 1000 acres and 814 
of less than thre hundred acres. About 
half of the latter class belong to In- 
dians.

Miss Trow and Carroll first fell over 
an ice ledge forty feet high. They then 
slid down a slope less. steep, after 
which, with terrific and ever increasing 
rapidity théy shot down the ice ra- 
vine one thousand feet. The cord 
broke connecting the other two, who 
plunged over another precipice.

Sunflower State. 


Big Fruit Crop in Sight 
in the West. 


Missouri Got a Good Share of 
Downpour—Hot Wave 
Breaking.

TOPEKA (Kan.) July 27.—Kansas has 
been fully redeemed from the ravages 
of the drought. The rain which started 
in numerous portions of the State last 
night, has been continued during the 
past day, and reports received here to- 
night say that rain is still falling in 
several places in the State. Every indi- 
cation points to a prolonged rain spell, 
which has been of inestimable value to 
Kansas. 

The rain wags the most general in the 
eastern part of the State, which needed 
it the most. The sale of garden seeds in 
the State today has been phenomenal. 


Farmers purchased large quantities of 


turnips, sorghum and rye to seed for 
forage. The estimates of the probable 
yields of corn range all the way from 
five to twenty bushels to the acre. While 
the rain came too late to be of great 
benefit to the grain, it practically in- 
sured a large fruit crop. 

Apples and pears were getting in bad 
condition, but now with anything like 
favorable conditions they will make a 
large crop. The Kansas apple crop is in 
fine condition and the product promises 
to be of as fine a variety as has ever 
been known in the State. The fruit sur- 
prised the horticulturists by the way in 
which it endured the severe dry spell. 


SOUTHWEST GREATLY BENEFITED. 
RAIN JUST IN TIME. 
{BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.} 

KANSAS CITY (Mo.) July 27.—Gen- 
eral rains which have fallen over the 
preater part of Western Missouri and 
Kansas in the past twenty-four hours 
have given this portion of the South- 
west temporary relief from the severe 
drought. Yesterday was the twenty- 
fifth successive day in which the thax- 
imum temperature of the two States 
had ranged from 100 deg. up. 

Reports received at the _ railroad 
headquarters indicate that the rains 
feli in the western half of Missouri 
and in nearly all parts of Kansas, with 
the exception of a few northwestern 
counties. The fall was heavier be- 
tween Kansas City and Maple Hill, 
Kan., four counties west of here. -In 
some places in the eastern part of 
Kansas the fal! measured two and one- 
half inches. 

Good :rains are also reported along 
the Memphis Railroad as far south as 
Arkansas, and as far east as the Mis- 
sissippi River. Rain “fell at these 
points all day and is coming dowy to- 
night. It is believed the rain will be of 
little benefit to corn. However, with 
the most favorable conditions from 
naw on until the end of the season, late 
corn, it is thought, will make a third 
of a crop. 

The rains will be of great benefit to 
pastures, forage crops and fruit, and 
the belief is expressed that 
may yet have enough hay to feed stock 
during the coming winter. Frederick 
Wellhouse, one of the largest apple 
growers in Kansas, is authority for 
the statement that apples in that State 
will make almost a full crop. 

Peaches, grapes and late varieties of 
fruit will make an average crop, it is 
believed, if conditions continue favor- 
abie. Oats and potatoes in Kansas at 
least were beyond help two weeks be- 
fore the rains. came. Kansas City 
stockmen are rejoiced over the rains, 
and believe ‘that southwestern farm- 
ers will now have enough grass to feed 
their stock and will not have to rush 
immature cattle to market. N

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WONDERFUL RECOVERY. 


Lionel Comport, the Wounded Milk- 
man, Survives a Wound Pronounced 
Positively Fatal by the Doctors. 


Lionel Comport, the young milkman 
who was shot in the back by an un- 
known man nearly three weeks ago, 
and whose wound was pronounced 
mortal by the attending physicians as 
soon as they saw it, will leave the Cali- 
fornia Hospital today, practically a 
well man. His recovery is one of the 
most remarkable which has ever come 
under the notice of Los Angeles sur- 
geons, and Police Surgeon Pierce is 
receiving the congratulations of his 
fellow-physicians for the skill with 
which he handled the case. 

Comport was shot in the back near 
the corner of Twentieth and Tober- 
man streets on the morning of the 
10th inst., as he sitting in his milk 
wagon. The bullet entered two inches 
to the left of the spine and ranged 
upward. It clipped a piece off the 
outer covering of the left kidney, and, 
passing through the small intestines, 
punctured them in nine places. Then it 
passed through a lobe of the liver, 
cutting a gash six inches long in that 
organ. The bullet then dropped of 
its own weight and was found in the 
pelvic cavity. 

Dr. Pierce, assisted by Drs. Beckett 
and Moore, performed an operation 
which they themselves pronounced 
hopeless. The wounded man was un- 
der the influence of an anesthetic for 
an hour and a half. An incision six 
inches long was made in his abdomen. 
and eighteen inches of his intestines 
were removed. The wound in his liver 
was sewed up, and the bullet recov- 
ered. It was given out by the doc- 
tors after the operation that the man 
had but one chance in a thousand of 
recovery, but he took that one chance 
and pulled through The severed ends 
of his intestines were put together 
with a Murphy button and the cut 
made by the surgeon's knife was sewed 
up. 
From the moment Comport regained 
consciousness he began to recover. 
Yesterday the Murphy button was 
recovered, this showing that the ends 
of the intestines had joined, thus re- 
moving the probability of danger from 
that source. The wound made by the 
surgeons’ knife healed long ago. With- 
in a few weeks Comport will be able 
to return.to work, only the weakness 
incident to his long confinement. pre- 
venting it now.

AH HEN WON 
DIED TH RICE. 


Attempt to Bury the 
Chinaman Alive. 

Undertaker Was Told 
He Was Dead. 


One of the Strangest of the 
Strange Things of 
Chinatown. 


Hén Won of Los Angeles died three 
times, and because his Chinese brethren 
did not want him to leave a devi! be- 
hind, they tried to have him buried 
alive. 

This, in substance, is the explanation 
given by the Chinese who lived with 
Hen Won, of their notification to Un- 
dertaker Robert L. Garrett to remove 
the body of a “dead man” from No. 
$21 Apablasa street, when the “dead 
man! was still living. 

It was just before 11 o’clock yester- 
day forenoon when a _ breathless son 
of the Orient rushed into the under- 
teking rooms of Garrett and informed 
him that a dead man was ready for 
burial at the Apablasa-street place. 
Mr. Garrett's son accompanied the 
dead wagon to the number mentioned. 
, Policeman Craig saw the black ve- 
hicle as it entered Chinatown, and fol- 
lowed it to the Apablasa-street house. 
He preceded the undertaker into the 
building. After passing through 
long narrow hall, reeking with 
odors of opium, stared at by half a 
dozen wide-eyed Celestials, and not 
knowing just where be was going, he 
came to the door cf a shanty addition 
to the building, where a Chinese 
half-drunk from the fumes of his 
pipe told him the corpse was lying. 

Craig pushed open the 


conscious, faintly breathing. 
Across his body and by his sides on 
the bed of rags, lay a clean suit of 
Oriental clothes—his burial garments— 
and the hands of the unconscious Chi- 
had been folded across his 
reast. 


Craig notified the undertaker that his 
services were premature, as the sup- 
posed corpse was a living man. 

Used, as he is, to strange doings of 
the Chinese, youne Garrett was non- 
Plussed. Be thought Craig was mis- 
taken, so he visited the room where 
the mon and the burial clothes were 
spread upon the bed. 

The rays of the sun. 
through many a crack and crevice in 
the sides of the poorly-constructed 
shack, sled a light on the ghastly 
pallor of the unconscious man, as he 
lay alive. though ready for burial. 
Young Garrett shuddered and with. 


drew. 
the front room of the building, 


streaming 


In 
he and the policeman administered a 
scathing rebuke to the Chinaman who 
seemed to be in charge of the place. 
but that individual only smile@ and 
insisted that Hen Won was dead. 

Late in the afternoon, Garrett was 
again summoned to the Apablasa-street 
house to remove the body of Hen 
Won. This time Hen Won was really 
dead, and his remains are now at the 
uncertaking rooms awaiting burial. 

Hen Won was the proprietor of what 
in police parlance is known as a “hop 
joint.” He was 48 years old. and a 
consumptive. Frequently, 
bavches with the pipe, he lapsed into 
za condition of unconsciousness, and, ac- 
‘cording to his fellows in the place, 
has “died three times 

Having died twice before yesterday, 
his countrymen say they thought his 
last comatose condition heralded a 
final visit of the Grim Reaper. Fear- 
ing that Hen Won would leave in the 
house the devil with which all sick 
*hinese are supposed to be possessed, 
his fellows wanted him removed be- 
fore life was extinct. 

This is the conclusion drawn by the 
Undertaker from what the opium-sat- 
urated denizens of the house said when 
he made the second trip. ;

Even as Moses smote a rock 
to bring forth water for the 
children of Israel to drink, so 
did Councilman Allen, in his 
anger, emite the City Council, 
and the water is forthcoming 
with which the people of the 
Sixth Ward may irrigate their 
parched gardens. 

- Within the next four days, 
the water supply of the Sixth 
Ward will be increased to the 
extent of a million anda half 
gallons a day, barring any 7 
leakage which. may result 
when an ont-of-date zunja is 
i xed with an unusual flow of 
fluid from the river. 

Tue new condition has been 
brought about by, the erec- 
tion in the river bed of a 
pumping plant which will 
send a constant stream into 
the Zanja Macre at a point 
two hundred yards up the riv- 
er from the Buena Vista street 
bridge. The plant is the prop- 
erty of the Los Angeles Rail- 
way company and consists of 
an ordinary street car motor, 
a centrifugal pump. and a line & 
of six-inch pipe leading tothe 
zanja. 

This railway company has 
long been using water from 
the Zanja Madre, at a month! 
costof $12. It was believed 
thatthe amount used by the 

‘4 company in a measure caused 
‘the shortage in the Sixth 
Ward, which secures a part of § 
its supply for irrigation from ¢ 
this ditch. 

To putin a pumping plant 
would cost the city a consid- 
erable outlay, so last Monday 
a compromise was. reached 
between the Council and the 
Water Company. Instead of 
cutting off the supply of the 
railway, the Council agreed to 
pay that corporation $100 per 
month for four months to 
pump into the zanja an addi- 
tional supply. 

The work of erecting the 
pumping plant was com- 
menced yesterday, and it is 
expected to be in full run- 
ning order within a few days. 
The supply will come from a 
ten foot well sunk, and 
—S boarded,in the center of the 
river bed.

It is still a hard matter to get into 
the wholesale district north of First 
street with a wheel after 7 o'clock in 
the morning. North Main street is 
a combination of holes, electric cars 
and torn-up pavement. with the as- 
phalt between the tracks covered with 
slime and water, while as for North 
Los Angeles street, with its rough cb. 
blestone pavement coated wits s ip- 
pery mud and the narrow strip ot 
asphalt between the car track rails 
deluged with water, it is sifer and 
more comfortable for a wheelman to 
dismount and take to the sidewalk. 
Anyone riding along such streets can- 
not fail to be covered with mud, and 
is fortunate if he escapes without a 
tumble. 

In many of the eastern cities the 
wheelmen have, by united action se- 
cured for themselves those rights and 
privileges to which they are justly en. 
titled, and the cyclists of Los Anteles 
are of sufficient numbers to make 
themselves a power. it they chose to 
unite on such questions os that under 
discussion. As you say, the matter 
should be hammered at while it is stin 
warm. and not allowed to lapse until 
some proper con is made to

The communication is 
under ten heads. 

The first directs that the board shall 
select subordinates for their ability, in- 
tegrity and spotiessness, without regard 
to rank or precedent. 

The second says the board must rec- 
tify abuses with firmness and modera- 
tion. The other heads are as follow: 

“Third. The board must carefully ex- 
and memorials 
for reform. Whatever the board ap- 
proves, the throne will command as a 
code of laws. 

“Fourth. Divide the board into com- 
mittees, such as those on finance, com- 
merce, reduction of debt, etc. 

“Fifth. Follow the good things of the 
old country, and adopt the good of other 
countries; also prepare books. 4 

“Sixth. Make China rich, ke other 
countries. Remove useless expendi- 
tures, and in order to pay the debt, de- 
vite new sources of revenue. 

‘Seventh. Stop contrasting new and 
old Chinese with foreigners. The new 
Chinese ended in the rebellion of Kang 
Ya Wel, the old in the Boxer uprising. 
Imitate Japan, but not in everything. 
Copy the westerners. Their hearts: are 
ali good. Those of the Chinese are all 
bad. 

“Eighth. Abandon past methods in 
recommendations for promotions. | 

“Ninth. Begin promptly the reform 


‘of abuses. There will be full reform on 


the return of the Court to Peking. 
“Tenth, Good government depends 
on men, not measures. Seiect good men, 
and yourselves act with sincerity and 
zeal. Eric forget self tor the public.” 


DEADLOCK BROKEN. 
NEWS FROM ROCKHILL.

WASHINGTON, July 27.—{ Exclusive 
Diepatch.} The diplomatic crisis over 
the settlement of the Chinese indemnity 
Question has been harmoniously ad- 
justed by the representatives of the 
powers at Peking. according to adVices 
received at the State Departmént today 
from,W. W. Rockhill, special commis- 
Rockhill 
says all principal points of negotiations 
have been settled, and it is expected the 
result will be summarized in a final 
protocol within two weeks, and all the 
powers will become signatories thereto. 

The deadiock among the foreign repre- 
Seniatives was broken, Rockhill’s ad- 
Vices show, by the action of the Rus- 
sian government signifying an intention 
not to press further at this time the 
question of an eventful Increase of im- 
port customs duties beyond 5 per cent. 
Other points of agreement, of wilch the 
department has been notified, are sum- 
marized as follows: It is agreed that, 
im case the revenues of China are not 
sufficient for the payment of interest 
and installments of the principal, the 
powers are to examine the revenues and 
determine what changes are necessary 
in order to supply the deficiency. The 
Imperial maritime customs are to be in- 
cluded in this examination. The Brit- 
ish minister is satiefied with the ar- 
rangements, and the whole question of 
the financial measures is therefore set- 
tied. The 450,000,000 taels, constituting 
the indemnity. are to be converted into 
gold at the equivalent of the value of 
the tael on April 1 of the present year. 
In case the import duties are subse- 
quentiy increased, the free list must be 
abolished, excepting fot céreals; but it is 
understood that in that case China wil 
be asked for particular financial par- 
ticipation in improving the water ap- 
proaches to Shanghia and Tien-Tsin.

SAN FRANCISCO, July 27.—A con- 
ference was held this afternoon be- 
tween H. T. Scott, president of the 
Union Iron Works, and a committee 
of striking emplidyés.

“They were told there was no fil 
feeling on the part of the Union Iron 
Works, and when they were ready to 
come back under the same conditions 
of work, and the same pay that they 
were getting previous to the strike, 
they could come back. 

“I showed the committee that the 
profits in shipbuilding were not as 
great as they believed. Mr. Burnett of 
the committee claimed that we made 
$1,800,000 profit on the battleship Wis- 

nein. If we had, I would have re- 
ired from shipbufiding. I told Mr. 
Burnet and other members of the com- 
mittee that we paid out $1,399,000 for 
material, and if they so desired they 
could secure experts to check up our 
books. I don't suppose the men be- 
lieved my statements, but nevertheless 
it is true. 

“The Union tron Works is moving 
along in the even tenor of its ways. We 
are doing our work, and are not wor- 
rying.” 

SETTLEMENT BY MONDAY.

IT FORCES OTHER ISSUES.

SAN FRANCISCO, July 27.—In the 
teamsters’ controversy, the only new 
features were the arrival of a number 
of men from the interior to take the 
place of the locked-out teamsters and 
the going out of 250 beer bottlers. 
There was a slight increase in the 
number of heavy trucks and a consid- 
erable amount of freight was moved. 
Between 500 and 600 teams were at 
work. Only a few clashes between 
union and non-union men were re- 
ported. 

At a meeting of the wholesale fruit 
and produce merchants, the following 
resolutions were unanimously adopted: 

“Resolved, that all teamsters in the 
fruit markets shall report for duty 
on or before Wednesday, July 31. Fail- 
ing to do so, their places will be de- 
clared vacant.” 

It was stated by one of the mem- 
bers of the Frult and Produce Asso- 
ciation that this was done for the pur- 
pose of giving all the old drivers of 
fruit wagons an opportunity to return 
to their places. The question of union 
or non-union men will not be taken 
into consideration, but the fruit and 
produce merchants say they will not 
permit interference with their bust 


ness. 
— to the fact that there seemed 
no disposition on the part of the Em- 
ployers’ Association to do anything 
toward bringing about a solution of 
the troubles. the Conciliation Commit- 
tee of the Municipal League adopted 
the following resolution, and sent a 
copy to Mayor Phelan: :

“All union employés will please step 
into this office this (Friday) evening, 


to be paid off in full, as we have de- 


cided to dispense with their services. 
From this day forward we intend to 
operate our own business, and operate 
it under the following conditions: 

“First—We will recognize no repre- 
sentative or walking delegate or offi- 
cial of any labor union. If our men 
have any grievances we will adjust 
the same with them as individuals, but 
not as an organized body. 

“Second—We will submit to no more 
dictations as to whom we shall employ 
and how we shall run our business. 
Any of our employés who desire to 
work tomorrow morning at the same 
wages and terms as at present existing 
may do so, but with the distinct un- 
derstanding, as above stated, that we 
are running our own business and rec- 
ognizing no union organisations.“ 

The members of the uion, at the sug- 
gestion of the Labor Council, gener- 
ally reported for duty this morning as 
union men, only to be told that their 
services were no longer required. It 
was said that several accepted the 
terms of the employers and returned to 
work as non-union men. This, how- 
ever, was afterward denied by officers 
of the unlon. 

The Enterprise Brewery has so far 
declined to join the other concerns in 
the battle against the union. In all 
about 100 men are affected by the order 
of the beer bottlers. Nearly twenty- 
five men are employed by the Enter- 
prise Brewery. 

it is said that the movement against 
the beer bottlers foreshadows similar 
action on the part of the other branches 
of the brewery business and indicates 
the course that will be pursued. It is 
expected that the notices to the other 


branches of the trade will be posted

farmers. The loss of 900,000,000 bushels, 


‘burned up by this year’s unprecedented 


hot wave and drought, would mean a 
loss of over $350,000,000 to the farmers 
at last year’s prices. But corn was 
selling at 13 cents a bushel higher yes- 
terday than on the same day last year, 
so that the crop of 1,200,000,000 bushels 
would be worth, at this year’s price, 
$156,000,000 more than last year’s. The 
actual loss to the farmers at the worst 
will be $200,000,000. 

The World reports show that’ this 
loss will be partly offset by a wheat 
crop even larger and richer than any- 
one has estimated. It will far exceed 
last year’s crop of 582,229,506 bushels, 
worth 323.515.177, an average of 62 
cents a bushel. The short wheat crop 
in Europe is already causing an ex- 
traordinary demand for American 
wheat for export. Shipments of wheat 
to Europe this month aré estimated 
at 22,000,000 bushels, worth $17,000,000, 
surpassing both in quantity and value 
any past summer record. All World 
reports indicate that this year’s wheat 
wherever thrashed grades higher than 
was expected. . 

As the western farmers have carried 
over a vast quantity of corn from 
last year’s bumper crop, and as this 
year’s wheat crop will partly com- 
pensate them, both in quantity and 
value for shortage in corn, the World 
dispatches clearly indicate that 1901 
will not be known as a year of “crop 
failures,’ although of corn there will 
be the poorest crop in eleven years. 
The great drought is broken. From 
nearly every part of the sun-scorched 
territory reports came last night of 
heavy rains and cooler weather.

‘Seventeenth - street school—Charge 
enough to cover two days Blumoe on 
both schools; also charge an extra 
day or so on laborers, if you want any 
profit on them, as you cannot charge 
over $2 per day for laborer, and we 
paid that much, besides furnishing 
tools.

He has also said that 
he would rather go to jail than go 
home. He has not taken me out in 
public for over two years, always 
making me some excuse. But the most 
cruel indifference of all was he guilty 
of at the time of the birth of our 
little child in January. It only lived 
three days. . 

He was never at home evenings un- 
til late. 

“It was a common wish of his that 
I was in h—l. As a result of all this 
cruelty I am a nervous wreck, and I 
couldn't stand it any longer to live with 
him. 

“He left me on June 10 of this year. 
and I began this divorce suit on June 


Mrs. Steckel’s testimony was cor- 
roborated. by Mrs. M. H. Sohn, who 
Stated pusitively that Mrs. Steckel had 
been a dutiful wife in every respect, 
notwithstanding all the cruelty she 
was alleged to have suffered.

Finds Bledsoe's Majority to Be Seven 
Votes on Recount—Tenderloin Prisoner 
Makes Darin Dash for Liberty, But 
is Receptured—Crazed by Heat.

Judge Lucien Shaw of Los Angeles, 
sitting in Department One of the Su- 
perior Court, today handed down an 
opinion in the case of the people ex rel. 
Bledsoe vs. John L. Campbell, detend- 
ant. and C. C. Bennett, intervenor, in 
which judgment is given for Bledsoe, 
deciaring him to be legally entitled 
to the office of judge in Department 
Two of the Superior Court of this 
county; that the intervenor has no 
right thereto, and that the defendant 
shall relinquish the office to the re- 
lator 
oath. Judge Shaw makes the correct 
legal vote for each candidate: Ben- 
nett 2766, Bledsoe 2773, giving Bled- 
soe a majority of seven upon the re- 


Tount. 


The action was in the nature of quo 
Warrasto to test the right of Judge 
Cantpbeil to hoid the office of judge. 
Bledsoe (Dem) and Bennett (Rep. 
Were each candidates for that office 
at the November eleciion, and accord- 
ine to the official returns each re- 
ceived .2864 votes. No election having 
been declared, Jucge Campbell, who 
was the prior incumbent of the office, 
continued to preside in Department 
Two, because no other person quall- 
fied. The decision of the case rested 
upon the result of a recount of the 
ballots cast at that election. 


During the recount, many ballots 


“Were objected to as being void under 


the provisions of the election law, the 


result being that 159 ballots were 
thrown out. The opinion enters ex- 
haustively into the subject of laws 


governing elections, many of the bal- 
lots under consideration receiving sep- 
grate mention and legal precedents 
quoted in the way of court opinions 
for their acceptance or rejection. 

The case has attracted widespread 
attention, not only because of the 
many nice and intricate points of law 


involved, but on account of the re- 
markable fact that out of & total of 
nearly 6000 votes cast in a county the 


size of San Bernardino, a tie was ap- 
parently cast ior the opposing candi- 


dates. 
Bledsoe is a very young man for the 
bench, being only 27, but of bright 


legal attainments. 

He was born in this city and is the 
first native son of the county who has 
atiaired to such high office. It is be- 
lieved that Judge Campbell will not 
contest the case further.

O. W. Pres- 
cott read a brief but interesting paper 
on cultivation“ in which he _intel- 
ligently described the various methods 
practiced by the successful orchardists 
in this locality. The afternoon session 
closed with a brief address by A. P. 
Griffith of Azusa on the merits of the 
pomelo. At the close of his remarks 
several large buckets of pomoadce,. were 
brought forward and the audience was 
treated to a taste of this delicious 
drink, which fully sustained all that 
had been said of it by the speaker. it 
was composed of the juice of the 
pomelo, with only sugar and ice added.

People, the Crops and 
the Prospects. 


(SPECIAL COLRESTONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 

VICHY SPRINGS, July 20.—The 
mountains of Napa, Lake and Mendo- 
eino countries are full of medicinal 
Springs, with hotelg fitted up for sum- 
mer visitors and invalids. The High- 
Jand Springs in Lake county are the 
most fashionable, and are kept by H. 
R. Warner, who at one time kept the 
hotei at San Gabriel, and later the one 
at Redlands. They never have less than 
300 guests and often as high as 450, and 


- wanted something different—some- 
thing more restful and less dominated 
by the demands of fashion, so we came 
up here and found it just what it was 
represented to be. Everything neat 
and clean, and very much on the go- 


cated about three miles from the lively 
littie town of Ukiah, which is the ter- 
minus ot the California Northwestern 
road, starting from the ferry at Tibu- 


bullt in 1872 by the late Peter Donahue, 
and to judge from the appearance of 
the passenger coaches, most of them 
must have done yeomanry service un- 
der the management of that great 
foundryman. I never saw a road so 
poorly equipped for the comfort of its 
passengers, and the cars contrast 
strangely with the neat and commo- 
dious coaches of the Santa Fé, which 
are models of convenience and clean- 
liness. All along the line are to be 
seen the camps of summer tourists, 
who are glad to get out of the cold 
winds and fogs of San Francisco. 

It was night when we reached Ukiah, 
after a very hot and comfortless ride: 
and a telephone message to the springs 


cant rooms. for us, but we would be 
accommodated early in the morhing. 
So we drove out here at 10 a.m., and 
by 11 were luxuriating in the midst of 
the finest baths I ever tested or heard 
of. There are two sets of bath-houses, 
one with ten rooms at the Vichy 
Springs. and one with eight at the 
Borax Spring. The two springs are 
about seventy-five feet apart, and of 
totally different chemical analysis. 
About four hundred yards higher up 
the cafion is what they call the Apol- 
linaris Spring, which is deliciously cold 
and about as refreshing a drink as one 
could ask for. 

The country about here is a beauti- 
ful valley, environed with high hills 
and gigantic oak trees that recall 
Bryant's lines: 

“The groves were God's first temples.” 

The birds fly about the hotel 
grounds, evidently fearless of the fowl- 
er's gun or any other danger. The 
bark of the big gray squirrel alternates 
with the cooing of the dove and the | 

iring of the saucy quail. The Ukiah 
Valley is full of hop fields, recalling the 
Kentish scenery described in some of 
Dickens's novels, and they certainly 
Present a beautiful appearance at this 
season of the year. This whole coun- 
try about here has been singularly 
roe. and while they have had 

tter crops in some years than in 
others, there has been no year in which 
they have hadan absolute failure from 
drought. 

North of here are vast stock ranges 
in Humboldt, Tehama and Trinity 
counties, and, at some seasons, ere 
are heavy shipments of cattle from the. 
stock yards at Ukiah. Most of these 
shipments are made late in the after- 
noon, so that the residents of Ukiah 
@re not disturbed by the bellowing of 
cattle at night. 

The rainfall in Humboldt and Trinity 
countries is much heavier than in the 
bay counties, so that there is an abun- 
dance of good pasture until the end of 
June. After that the succulent bunch 
grass on the hillsides affords plenty of 
food; and, as it loses none of its nutri- 
ment in drying up, the stock do not 
suffer, for this section is much better 
watered than most people would im- 
agine. 

The great forests of redWood in the 
eastern end of Humboldt county are, 
as yet, practically untouched. Along 
the coast the supply is pretty well ex- 
hausted, for the forests of Sonoma, Men- 
docino and Humboldt have furnished 
ties and bridge timber not alone for 
Catifornia and Arizona, but for the 
Harry Meiges’s system of railroads in 
South America as well. As there are 
great belts that could not be reached 
from the coast except at distances so 
remote as to involve big mileage ex- 
pense, as well as rehandling at tide- 
water, the Northwestern read is to be 
extended onward into the solitudes of 
Humboldt during the present season: 
but Ukiah will probably retain all the 
upper lake trade just as at present, for 
see has all the best roads, and team- 
Sers do not mind eight or ten miles 
of a longer haul, so that they do not 
risk the breaking down oof their 
wagons. Moreover, the road will be 
working constantly to the westward 
after leaving Ukiah, in order to reach 
the great redwood belts, and that 
would make a much longer haul from 
any entrepot north ot here, granting 
that any new roads were equally good. 

Round Valley lies immediately above 


themselves. Meanwhile the hostelry 
alluded to has not prospered to any 
great extent. its proprietors should 
have remembered that the House of 
Bondage has always done a thriving 
business in this State, and has plenty 
of money with which to pay for its 
recreation; and that the words “By 
Cash are always written under their 
names on the credit side of the ledger. 
It is a short-sighted policy to turn 
away people who have plenty of 
money. Mr. Hilton, who owned the 
principal hotels of Saratoga, adopted 
a Similarly foolish policy along in the 
seventies, and when his great dry 
goods house in New York was sold out 
by the Sheriff, the largest purchasers 
and most liberel bidders were the tribe 
of Ikey Mo" whom he had excluded 
from his hotels. It was a case of 
poetic retribution.

R. SEE’S THEORY 
OF THE SOLAR SYSTEM. 


— @--- -- 


DEDUCTIONS OF A NAVAL OBSERV- 
ATORY ASTRONOMER. 


Views Which are Directly Opposed to 
the Generally Accepted Ones of La- 
place—The Suff of the Future and Its 
Light—Dr. See’s Opinions. 


[Washington Times:] Will the theory 
recently advanced by Dr. T. J. J. See, 
the young astronomer of the Naval Ob- 
servatory, as to the fornmtion of the 
solar system, supplant the hitherto-ac- 
cepted one of Laplace? This is probably 
the most interesting speculaticn in as- 
tronomicai science today. Dr. See's 
theory is directly opposed to Laplace's, 
which was accepted by Herschel, Zoll- 
ner, Proctor and other eminent scien- 
tists, and anticipated by Kant. 

Laplace’s assumption was, briefly 
stated, that the solar syst m originated 
in a vast mass of fiery mist, which, 
with the passage of the ages, revolved 
more and more rapidly until finally a 
ring formed on the outer edge, like one 
of the rings of Saturn, composed of 
matter which could not keep up with 
the tremendous revolving speed of the 
inner mass. This independent body, 
held in place near the main body of the 
nebula by the attraction of gravitation, 
assumed the form of a sphere and be- 
gan revolving on its own axis. Thus 
Neptune was 3 Then came 
Uranus and Saturn. ll of the plan- 
ets, according to this theory, were 
gaseous and flaming hot when sep- 
arated from the sun; but the earth, 
Mars and Venus have since cooled 
down to their present state. Such is 
the old theory, not only of the forma- 
tion of our own solar system, but of all 
other stellar systems. 

Dr. See's theory is based upon a sim- 
ple and well-known fact—a gas, when 
compressed, generates heat. Compress 
the air in a bicycle pump, and the 
pump grows warm under the hand. 
The attraction of gravitation ina 
gaseous body of huge dimensions acts, 
naturally, as a compressing power— 
that is, a gaseous star compressea, 
itself and produces heat. When 3 
gaseous body shrinks, its temperature 
increases. So much for general prin- 
ciples. Dr. See’s new law, specifically 
stated. is that the temperature of a 
gaseous star varies inversely as the 
radius, or, as he expresses it in alge- 
braic formula, T equals K over R, T 
being the temperature of the body, R 
the radius, and K the constant. One of 
the most interesting phases of this 
principle is the deduction, by its means, 
of the early condition of the universe. 

“We know,“ says Dr. See, from the 
experiments of eminent physicists and 
astronomers that the present heat of 
the sun is not far from 8000 deg. Centi- 
grade above the absolute cold of inter- 
stellar space. Remember that when R, 
the radius, increases, T, the tempera- 
true must decrease in like proportion. 
Supposing, then, that the sun's radius 
was twice what it is today, the temper- 
ature would be only 4000 deg. Progress- 
ing further on the same principle, sup- 
pose that the sun had eight times its 
present diameter, the temperature then 
‘would be only 1000 deg. 

“At one time the sun's mass was so 
immense that it covered the entire 
space now occupied by the solar sys- 
tem. By the very simple application 
of the new lew, we find that, when the 
radius of the sun was so extended that 
it- reached the orbit of Neptune, the 
temperature must have been at the in- 
tense condition of cold represented by 
one degree above the absolute zero. As 
the absolute zero, or the cold of space, 
has been determined approximately at 
273 deg. below zero, Centigrade, our 
sun, er the nebulous mass which then 
composed it, must have had a tempera- 
ture of 272 deg. below zero—as cold as 
liquid air, or colder. 

“Such was the original condition of 
our solar system, and of all other stel- 
lar systems—a formless mass of icy 
particles floating in space. This aggre- 
gation of matter probably gave forth 
a faint luminescence, such as is ob- 
served in the tails of comets, a light 
due probably to electric action, the ex- 
act nature ef which is seill involved in 
mystery. Imagine a great fog bank 
hanging in the depths of space, but 
containing those forces and materials 
which were to form ultimately our 
solar system, with its grand harmony 
and varied life. Space may today be 
full of just such cold, dark, nebulous 
masses as that which formed our sun. 
Indeed, the location of some of them 
are known definitely, and it is a not- 
able fact in support of my law that the 
spectroscope has so far been able to 
find only two substances in these nebu- 
lace. The first Is hydrogen, one of the 
lightest of known gases, and one of the 
first to escape from the frozer state of 
absolute cold; and the other is an un- 
known substance which we have called 
nebulium. All of the other substances 
are probably present in the nebulae, but 
in a solid and non-luminous state. Ac- 
cording to the old theories, the develop- 
ing mass was a white-hot, flaming body, 
the like of which we now see nownere 
in the universe, even with our dest 
telescopes. Either there are no more

It is 
probable, however, that heat does not 
increase after a certain depth has been 
reached. Beyond that, it remains uni- 
form throughout the entire interior of 
the globe. If the earth ever had been 
as hot as many of the planets are to- 
day, all o, our atmosphere would have 
been driven off into space and this 
would now be an airless world. The 
earth still continues its shrinking: 
slowly now, but as certainly as ever. 
The earthquakes are the remnants of 
its shrinking throes,

GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS. 


COMPARATIVE PRICES. Prices of 
staple products in England reached 
their highest point fifteen months ago, 
and since then the tendency has, with 
a few temporary checks, been down- 
ward. As in this country, the decline 
of late has been very gradual because 
of recoveries in certain commodities, 
but the net result has been to bring the 
London Economist’s index number to 
the lowest point touched since March, 
1896. The following statement shows 
the total index number intervals since 
the end of 1897:

The present index number, it will be 
seen, is 5.5 per cent. lower than on 
January and 9.2 per cent. lower than 
a year ago, while 10.4 per cent. lower 
than the top reached in March, 1900. 
It is to be noted in this connection 
that American prices, as shown by 
Bradstreet’s index number, have re- 
acted to nearly the same extent from 
the high point of the 1900 boom. Ex- 
amination of the detailed prices shows 
that metals, while lower in price than 


at the end of June in the last two 


years, yet remain higher than the 
prices at this time in 1898 and 1897. 
Cotton, though not so high as it has 
been, is much above the average of 
recent years, and the same is true of 
ether textiles, such as jute, flax and 
hemp, while wool has reached almost 
the lowest on record. Wheat, meat 
and articles of consumption generally 
are at about n al quotations. 

There 
were shirred from Southern California 
on Friday 24 carloads of oranges and 
23 of lemons. The total shipments for 
the season, November 1, 1900, to date, 
are 23,005 carloads, of which 2412 car- 
loads were lemons.

In Italy and in Switzerland, in 
and in Austria en- 
gineers of high repute have 
been called upon to build the na- 
tional highways, and their proper 
maintenance is assured by sound legis- 
lation. A bicyclist who recently made 
a trip through rural England, in ex- 
pressing his delight at the experience, 
said. “One of the many things, perhaps 
I should say the principal thing, that 
impresses “the stranger with the beau- 
ties of English country fe, is the ex- 
cellent condition in which the 
are generally kept.

Revolution in Buttons. 

[Athenaeum: ] One of the last sur- 
viving of the old sumptuary laws, now 
almost forgotten, but corsidered of 
great importance in maintaining one 
was that dt- 
rected against covered buttons, The 
town dealt largely in horn buttons of 
different kinds for common wear, as 
well as in metal and plated buttons 
for the better class of coats, waistcoats 
and gaiters. From 1720 to the end of 
the century, the town annals show that 
there was considérable, though fitful 
geal under the statute of 8 Anne 
against the vendors and users of cov- ‘ 
ered buttons. In 1791 a tallor was con- 
victed in a penalty of 40s. a dozen for 
setting covered buttons on a gentle- 
man’s waistcoat, and the wearer in 
like penalty for appearing in a gar- 
ment thus adorned. General action was 
taken against offenders by the master 
and journeymen button-makers of 
Sheffield as late as 1802, but the mag- 
istrates gave so little ‘encouragement.

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SEASIDE RESORTS, III. 
REDONDO AND HERMOSA BREACH. 

Separated from San Pedro by the 
wild and rough Palos Verdes Hills lies 
Redondo, a seaside resort and shipping 
port which was laid out toward the 
end of the real estate boom of 1886-87 
by the Ainsworths and others. The 
advance made by Redondo during the 
past decade has not been so noticeable 
as at Santa Monica and Long Beach, 
and it must be confessed that the town 
does not present quite so attractive an 
appearance to visitors as might be 
wished. There is a lack of shade trees 
and the condition of the beach is not 
so clean as might be. The originators 
of the town made a grave mistake in 
the beginning, when they did not set 
out a large number of shade trees, 
which do so much to add to the charm 
of a town, especially when it is in- 
tended to be a pleasure resort. It is 
not too late to remedy this condition 
of affairs by planting out a number of 
rapidiy-growing trees. The entire 
aspect of the town might be changed 
within a few years. 

Comparatively few noteworthy build- 
ing improvements have been made at 
Redondo. Cottages on the beach to 
the north of the wharf are of a lower 
grade than those at Terminal Island 
and Ocean Park. On the hill above the 
hotel, from which a fine view is ob- 
tained, are some good residences, and 
there is room for more. The hotel 
itself is a large and commodious struc- 
ture, with attractive grounds and a 
pretty garden in“the rear. There are 
golf links belonging to the hotel, which 
are well patronized. 

While Redondo does not make so 
attractive an appearance as some of 
the other seaside resorts of Los Ange- 
it has something which 
they do not possess, in the shape of a 
There 
is a probability that the old Redondo 
Railway may soon be electrized. It is 
said that H. E. Huntington was look- 
ing over the property recently. In 
that case, cars could be run directly 
into the city over the Grand-avenue 
line, as they are now running from 
Santa Monica by the Los Angeles and 
Pacific Company. Such improvement 
should give a great impetus to Redondo 
as a resort, and with a little enterprise

NEW RAYMOND HOTEL. 
WILL REPLACE OLD LANDMARK. 

With this issue is shown a picture of 
the new Raymond Hotel, as it will ap- 
pear when finished. The sketch pub- 
lished when it was first decided to re- 
build the Raymond did not giye as full 
and correct an idea of the proposed 
structure as the completed and per- 
fected perspective ofthe building shown 
herewith. 

The old Raymond Hotel, as will be 
remembered by many of the old-time 
residents of this part of this section, 
was for years a prominent landmark of 
the San Gabriel Valley. As the goal 
of the Raymond excursionists, it was 
known throughout the United States, 
and was the means of bringing thous- 
ands of excursionists to Southern Cal- 
ifornia. It was finished and opened to 
visitors in 1886, and for five years it 
was under the management of C. H. 
Merrill. That gentleman was succeeded 
by Gen. M. C. Wentworth, and the lat- 
ter was manager of the hotel at the 
time of its destruction by fire about five 
years ago. 

After the building was burned down 
there was, it will be remembered, a 
somewhat prolonged discussion between 
the citizens of Pasadena and Walter 
Raymond, the founder and owner of the 


hotel, and the originator of the Ray- 
mond excursions, as to how much sub- 


the erection of the new hotel were let 
for Walter Raymond, as owner, by 
Hunt & Eager, as supervising archi- 
tects. The immediate supervision of 
the work of construction is confined to 
O. J. Muchmore, who built the first 
Raymond Hotel. 

In its exterior dimens:ons the hotel 
will have a frontage of 300 feet and a 
depth, measured at the wings, of 250 feet. 
In plan the building is.in the form of 
the letter E, with east and west wings, 
and a transverse section parallel with 
the wings and perpendicular to the 
principal front of the etructure at its 
center. At the junction of this section 


with the principal building is placed. 


the dining-room. This room is in the 
form of a cross. It is 100 by 100 feet, 
measured along its longer sides, and 
has a space of fifty feet withiout any 
supporting columns or posts. The use 
of the latter is obviated by employing 
a system of steeb trusses and girders. 
The central portion of the building is 
six stories high. The other parts of the 
structure have a height of four stories. 
The building will contatn 300 rooms for 
guests, all of which arranged en 
suite, and each suite is provided with a 
bach. The dinig-room, parlors, offices 
and administrative rooms of the build- 
ing being the total number of rooms in 
the house up to about three hundred 
and fifty. The material of which the 
building is to be constructed is cement 
with wire lath, and it will be as nearly 
fire-proof as a building can be made. 
As an additional precaution against 
fire, the house will be heated entirely by 
steam, and no fire places will be allowed 
in the building. 

In connection with the hotel proper, 
there will be a laundry building, quar- 
ters for help, and a boiler and engine 
room. The average size of these three 
buildings will be 40 by 80 feet each. A 
tunnel at the foot of Raymond Hill 
leads to an elevator, by which the 
guests are carried to the first story of 
the structure. By the arrangement of 
the ground plan of the building, in the 
form previously described, provision is 
made for so many outside rooms that 
each suite shall have one. A special 


feature of the structure is the grouping 


of its rcoms in such a manner as to se- 
cure for guests the maximum amount 
of privacy and the nearest possible ap- 
proach to the conditions of home life. 
The buildings are to be finished by 
December 1 next. They will cost, ex- 
clusive of furnishings and of the 
amount to be expended in beautifying 
the grounds, about $250,000. The house 
will be furnished in a manner in keep- 
ing with the general character of the 
building; the grounds will be suitably 
laic out in beds and walks, and when

A Profitable Lemon Grove. 

William Floyd has purchased of Lee 
A. McConnell for $5800 a five-acre tract 
of land located on the southeast corner 
of Sunset Boulevard and Stewart street 
in Hollywood, a recital of the facts 
concerning which tells a story of the 
profits to be made from the cultiva- 
tion of lemons under favorable condi- 
tions. 

The tract is now set out in Eureka 
and Lisbon lemon trees which are in a 
fine state of bearing, and Mr. Floyd, 
who is a resident of Hollywood, is soon 
to erect a comfortable home upon the 
place for the use of himself and his 
family. In 1893, however, it was far 
from being the scene of tropical luxuri- 
ance that it is today. It was then un- 
improved land which ex-Senator Cor- 
nelius Cole sold at auction for $1025, 
or at little more than 3200 per acre. 
One hundred and sixty dollars addi- 
tional was required to secure the right 
to the use of the water that was needed 
for the development of the place. That 
sum was cheerfully paid, however, and 
the work of setting the land out in 
lemons began. The work of caring 
for the place was done by proxy as 
the owner was not situated so as. to 
be able to give it his personal atten- 
tion, but the lemons grown upon the 
place prior to the time of its recent 
sale were almost sufficient to pay all 
the expenses connected with the im- 
provement and development of the 
property. At any rate, the owner es- 
timated that the place had, up to that 
time, cost $1917. This included the 
original investment, with an allowance 
of 6 per cent. interest upon that sum, 
and all expenses of care and develop- 
ment of the property, less the amount 
received from the sale of lemons grown 
upon the place. The latter item must 
have amounted to a considerable sum 
as the last picking of the trees yielded 
223 boxes of lemons. These at $2 per 
box, which is about an average price, 
would produce over $400, and as the 
fruit can be picked every six or eight 
weeks the year around, it is seen at a 
glance that the income producing qual- 
ities of the orchard were not bad after 
the trees were old enough to bear. 

The price at which the land was sold 
shows a clear profit of $3883 on an in- 
vestment of $1025. Not a fancy or 
phenomenal profit, perhaps, but a 
fairly good showing of what can be 
done in the way of creating values by 
developing citrus lands even when all

The present popu- 
lation of San Diego is about 18,000, no 
increase in the past ten years. Los An- 
geles has made a very marvelous 
growth, both in population and wealth, 
its population being over 100,000. San 
Diego has but one railroad outlet, the 
Santa Fé, it being by the way of Los 
Angeles.

By this it 
would seem that San Diego is pretty ef- 
fectually sidetracked.

It had been for years the pet 
ambition of Walter Raymond to rebuild 
the hotel on the hill near East Pasa- 
dena, on which the celebrated hostelry 
that bore his name in the old and 
palmy days had stood. Gen! Wentworth 
was probably as zealous in his desire to 
see the hotel rebuilt on the old site as 
was Mr. Raymond himself, but it was 
found to be a difficult matter to interest 


the requisite amount of capital in the 


venture, and the proposition dragged. 
Last winter R. T. Crane of Chicago, 
president of the Crane Company, was 
spending the winter with his wife at La 
Pintoresca Hotel in Pasadena. He had 
spent many winters at Pasadena, for- 
meriy at the Raymond, when that was 
under the management of Gen. Went- 
worth, but latterly at La Pintoresca, of 
iich Gen. Wentworth has been in 
charge for some years. This year he 
was induced to discuss with Gen. Went- 
worth the feasibility of rebuilding the 
Raymond, and after thoroughly can- 
vaes'ng the situation, decided to give 
the enterprise such financial assistance 
as it needed. 

Walter Raymond was wired to come 
out and talk the matter over. He 
reached this city from Boston on April 
11. and on April 13 the erection of the 
magnificent hotel building now In proc- 
eas of construction upon Raymond Hill 
was decided upon. 

That same day arrangements were 
made with Architects Hunt and Eager 
to prepare the plans and specifications 
fur the new hotel, with the sole restric- 
tion that the foundations of the new 
building should conform to existing 
foundations, and that the plans should 
be prepared in time to permit the let- 
ting the construction contracts within 
three weeks from that date.

DELINQUENT TAX SALES. 

NOT DESIRABLE INVESTMENTS. 
A number of delinquent tax sales 
havg been made within the past year 
by the County Tax Collector. They 
could not have been made in larger 
number until the past year, because of 
the requirement that five years must 
elapse after the sale to the State before 
a deed is issued, and the State could 
not offer the property until such deed 
is issued. 

Referring to a recent purchase of de- 
linquent tax property in the city, The 
Times said, in this department, in its 
issue of June 30: 

“Even in Los Angeles, where real 
estate is now “as good as gold,” it is 
occasionally possible for a shrewd in- 
vestor to pick up a bargain in the 
shape of property that has been al 
lowed to go delinquent for taxes. For 
instance, a few weeks ago a man se- 
cured a full-sized lot on the hills. in 
the northwestern portion of the city, 
within two and a half miles of the 
City Hall, for about $50, the amount 
due for city and county taxes. The lot 
surround by shade trees and a 
hedge. Thert had been a mortgage of 
$400 on the lot, which the holder of the 
mortgage had allowed to lapse by 
limitation of time. 

“It is true that a tax title is not of 
the very best, and may prove an ob- 
stacie in case of an attempt to sell, 
but then, in case the orignal owner 
should want to redeem it, he must pay 
the purchaser his investment, with

“A recent article citing the sale by 
a purchaser at a tax sale, of a lot 
at a large profit over the small cost, 
‘and concluding with a statement, in 
substance, that tax titles were safe, 
and that if the true owner showed the 
sale to be invalid, yet he must still pay 
the tax, does not correctly state the 
law of California upon the subject. 
„Tax titles are not safe, but, on the 
contrary, are among the most pre- 
carious and uncertain form of prop- 
erty. It is reasonable to expect that 
a property owner, who, through mis- 
fortune or sickness, from relying upon 
some other person, or for other cause, 
finds hie property sold for a small frac- 
tion of its value, will not suffer its loss 
out a struggle.

have realized large profits on a par- 
ticular purchase. One is reported re- 
cently, where an owner paid $300, un- 
der fear of lost his property. But 
there is a reve side to the picture, 
and an attack in court usually results 
to the discomfort of the holder of the 
tax title, and particularly if he has had 
the hardihood to defend the suit, and 
has to pay costs in addition to the 
loss of his investment. 

“The highest court in our State, in 
leading a case, says: 

Parties who purchase y at 
tax sales, acquire the title to the prop- 
erty if all the proceedings for the levy 
of the taxes and the gale are regular 
and in strict conformity to law; but 
if not they. acquire no rights to the 
proper“ which either a court ot law 
or equ... can enforce.’ 

“This language effectively negatives

“The deeds now being issued, and 
the proceedings upon which based have 
never been tested in court. There are 
many points which may be urged 
against their validity, and they will no 
doubt be rai in time. Many of 
these objections will probably be sus- 
tained and many purchasers thereby 

The following in regard to delinquent 
taxes in California recently appeared 
in the Vacaville Reporter: 

“Senseless statutes get through the 
California Legislature altogether too 
easily. Four or five years ago some 
idiot from thern California, in a 
paroxysm of sympathy for the delin- 
quent taxpayer, who was obliged to 
pay a penalty to the purchaser at the 
tax sale of 50 per cent., and thereafter 
7 per cent. interest until redemption, 
changed the statute radically without 
a protest being heard. The first effect 
is to delay the collection of taxes. A 
second is to cause property to go de- 
linquent, since there is a recognition 
that it can be paid off at any time 
within five years. 

“The penalties for delinquency — 
m

A PROFITABLE BUSINESS. 

SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA FRUIT. 

On the west side of Figueroa street 
about a quarter of a mile north of 
Slauson avenue and near the southern 
boundary of thycity limits, is located 
one of the model fruit farms of South- 
err Callforn‘a. 

Fifteen years ago Andrew Hall, a 
German Swede, and hig family, bought 
forty acres of land there, planted the 
same in blackberries, raspberries and 
grapes, and set out a number of peach 
and walnut trees. 


The fruit trees are and in 
profitable bearing and the ce be- 
tween them is covered with large 


grapevines. The orchard is, indeed, a 
sight worth seeing. Not a weed, not 
a sign of disease or of insects or scale 
is to be seen among the trees, the 
vines or the bushes. erything shows 
cultivation and care, attention and 
prosperity. Several irrigating ditches 
cross the orchard, and even they are 
all clear of weeds. The blackberry 
bushes are now laden with thousands 
of berries and with as many blossoms. 
A large number of people are employed 
all the time gathering berries, for 
which they are paid by the box. Even 
children earn as much as $1.50 a day 
picking the fruit. The farm thus fur- 
nishes profitable employment to many 
families in the neighborhood, and after 
all expenses of cultivation, irrigation. 
picking and marketing are paid, the an- 
nual profits of the ranch amount, on 
an average, to over $400 per acre. In 
some years the owners have made as 
much as $600 per acre as net profits on 
berries alone. 

Formerly the members of the family 
did all the work themselves. Now 

parents have grown old and some 
of the children have married and left 
for their new homes, and most of the 
work of picking is done by hired 1 

Year after year the net profits of this 
farm were loaned on mortgages on im- 
proved, close-in real estate in this city 
and the 2 thus invested amount 
to something Over $50,000. 

The secret of this success lies in the 
industry and frugality of the people 
coupled with the wonderful productive 
capacity of Southern California soll. 

They have a small and unpretentious 
dwelling house, fine horses and bug- 
gies, fine cows and poultry, and the 
best of farming implements, and they 
lead a healthful, pleasant, independent, 
out-of-door life. 

With a part of the profits realized 
from their ranch, they purchased, about 
two years ago for $8000, another eighty- 
acre tract lying on the same street 
and one mite south of Slauson Avenue. 
Of this they planted forty acres to 
alfalfa and twenty acres to table 
grapes. m the alfalfa land they 
harvested nine cuttings last year, and 
the grape vines are now in profitable 


bearing. 

If any tourist or prospective settler 
wishes to have ocular demonstration 
of whether frult farming pays in 
Southern Caifornia, and if he wishes 
to find out the secret of how it is to 
be made to pay. he should go out end 
look over this orchard and farm, which 
is not for sale, and on which the pres- 
ent owners hope to spend the ‘evening 
of their existence. 


GAMBLING IN REAL ESTATE. 
RECOLLECTIONS OF A DEALER. 
In an article on speculation in the 

Philadelphia Saturday Post Alexander 
H. Revell has the following to say in 
regard to speculation in real estate: 
„recall scores of hand-to-mouth 
margin deals, but one instance will 
sufficiently indicate the method of this 
form of real estate movement early in 
1892. A daring speculator put up his 
entire capital of $300 on a contract for 
a certain corner lot in a southern sub- 
urb of Chicago, the price of the prop- 


erty Being $100 a front foot. Next day 

he sold option on the lot for $1000, 

and inside of three months the pur- 


„Being calculated and added each 


chaser sold the property for $259 a front 
foot. This third man, however, caugnt 
the other side of the speculative mania 
and saw the value of his holdings 
slump to less than $100 a foot. The 
second man had cleared $8000, but had 
reinvested when the panic came, and 
all was lost. 

Almost every business man can re- 
call numerous instances of this kind. 
Real estate was almost as lively a 
speculative commodity as wheat or 
stocks. On tne other hand, it had the 
peculiarity of being a more timpting 
security to the general public. Men 
of small means who would not allow 
themselves to speculate on the Board 
of Trade or the Stock Exchange bought 
lots on precisely the same basis that 
they would have employed had they 
gone to a broker and bought wheat 
for delivery on paper only. They put 
practically all their capital into the 
‘option’ on the property. When the 
first material shrinkage in values came 
and they could not ‘turn over’ their 
contracts on short notice, the end of 
their rope was reached and all their 
investment was swept away. 

„This kind of real estate speculation 
has been the invariable precursor of the 
financial panic—at least in recent times. 
To my mind it is the surest forerunner 
of disastrous business reaction. When 
such a condition becomes general then 
is the time to hedge for a period of 
monetary stringency. No straw that 
ever floated on the tidal wave of pros- 
perity was ever so significant as this. 
It should not be understood, however, 
that this hand-to-mouth speculation 
in real estate is regarded as the cause 
of financial panic. It is sim the 
most unfailing of all indications of gen- 
erally inflated values. 

“Prosperity continued long after the 
era of extravagant speculation in real 
estate options began. Factories con- 
tinued for months to run with full 
forces; railroads made many exten- 
sions: manufacturers increased their 
plants, and merchants their stocks and 
trading facilities. Finally, however. 
the tightening process n. Stocks, 
bonds, and cereals were first to weaken. 
Bankers began to sift these forms of 
collateral with greater rigor. 

“Meantime the values of real estate 
continued.to hold their own with mar- 
velous powers of resistance, being the 
last to give way under the onslaught | 
and the slowest to move when once 
the-decline was started.”

THE MARKET WAS NEVER IN A 
HEALTHIER CONDITION.

While the 
public is naturally anxious to know 
the details of every real estate trans- 
action as soon as possible, those trans- 
actions are, after all, trades between 
private individuals, and if the legiti- 
mate interests of those individuals re- 
quire that those details be not dis- 
closed for a few days those interests 
should be respected.

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MILITARY Topics. 


— eles of Present Interest on Current Army and 
Navy Subjects. 


(COMPILED FOR THE TIMES BY A VETERAN OFFICER.) 


Grant's campaigns evidently being con- 


‘sidered too insignificant for recording, 


although coming to the Franco-Prus- 
an War of 1870, we find thé author 
@aking much of fights that Grant 
would have considered merely skir- 
mishes, such as the battle of Chateau- 
dun, on October 18, 1870, in which 8000 
Germans met 1200 French. 

The book says: The sudden stroke 
by which the United States entered on 
the pathway toward militarism unde- 
ceived many. People used to vie with 
each other in celebrating the virtues 
of the great American republic: they 
vaunted her love of peace and of la- 
bor, her disinterestedness, her wisdom. 
It was the democracy par excellence, 
the model democracy. Today one must 
change one's tune. for America, even 
she, must obey the laws of the evolu- 
tion of societies.” The work is part 
of that vast literature of revenge that 
has come into existence since the war 
of 1870, and reflects the opinions of that 
host of Frenchmen who hold that the 
sole mission of France is to “get 
square” with Germany. 


THE JAPANESE ARMY. 


Lieut.-Col. Wantanabe, the first rep- 
resentative of the Japanese army to be 
accredited to Washington as military 
attaché, arrived today and reported to 
the Japanese legation. He is a type of 
the Japanese officer, of stocky build, 
wiry and alert. Although not serving 
in the recent military operations in 
China, he was there during the Japan- 
China war, and witnessed the heavy 
fighting around Port Arthur and Wei- 
Hai-Wei. When seen at the Japanese 
legation today he gave an interesting 
outline of the development of the mod- 
ern Japanese army, and its fighting or- 
ganization. 


BEST SYSTEMS COPIED. 


“The present military sytem of Japan 
is thoroughly modern,” said he, “and 
is similar to the best European systems, 
those of Germany being followed to a 
considerable extent. The present sys- 
tem was adopted some — 
years ago, and has gradually been per- 
fected, until there is not a remnant of 
the old native fighting forces. The 
peace footing is from 70,000 to 80,000 
men, with a war footing of about double 
that number, and reserves which can 
be called upon to an almost unlimited 
number. The army is divided into thir- 
teen divisions, with a general in com- 
mand of each. We have three field 
marshals—Yamagata, Prince Komatsu 
and Oyama—whofe duties are chiefly af 
an advisory character, and are not di- 
rectly connected with the service in the 
field. Besides these, we have three gen- 
erals of high rank—Nodzu, Sakuma and 
Kuroki—who take part in military at- 
fairs, and are superior to the generals 


of division. 

“Our military administration is much 
like that in European and American 
armies. The headquarters staff, has 
general charge of military information, 
and conterns itself with the larger 
questions of warfare, strategy and 
plans of campaign. The War Depart- 
ment carries on the administration of 
the commissary and other branches, 
there being no distinction in our service 
between the commissary and quarter- 
master departments. 


MOST MODERN EQUIPMENT. 
“The Japanese troops are armed and 

equipped with the most modern devices 
of warfare, the latest rapid-fire inven- 
tions being added about three years 
ago. The principal field piece is a 
65-inch gun, and with this are mountain 
guns and rapid-fire pieces. Our rifle is 
distinctively ‘a Japanese weapon, made 
in our own arsenals, and combining 
the best features of the other most ef- 
fective weapons. It is breech-loading, 
the ning of the breech expelling the 
exploded shell. Not only are our rifies 
and other small arms made at home, 
but all the heavy guns are now being 
manufactured in Japanese arsenals. 
The arsenal at Tokyo furnishes the 
rifles and ammunition, and the other at 
Osaka turns out the fleld guns, moun- 
tain guns and seacoast batteries. We 
have adopted smokeless powder, which 
is used for rifle fire, as well as for 
ordnance. 

WELL-DRILLED SOLDIERY. 

“Our soldiers are well drilled, and 
experience has shown them to be capa- 
ble of great mobility. The regular uni- 
form is a dark blue, with various col- 
ored stripes to designate the infantry, 
artillery, cavalry, engineers and com- 
missary. The troops recently sent to 
China were furnished with a white 
linen uniform in order to withstand the 
heat, but this has developed that white 
made our men a conspicuous mark, and 
the color will probably give way to a 
neutral gray. The men serving in China 
are also furnished with a head covering 
to keep off the rays of the sun. 

“I have not had the good fortune to 

see any of the American troops serving 
fn the East, but we hear much of them, 
and the reports are always favorable as 
to their splendid appearance, courage 
and fighting ability. I am glad to say, 
too, that there is the most friendly feel- 
ing between the Japanese and Amer'!i- 
ean soldiers, and this has frequently 


been shown during the recent co- 
operation of the allies in China.“ — 
{Washington Star. 
LONDON’S TRAINED “DOGS 0 
WAR.” 


Ancient and modern records con- 
tain scattered references to the use 
of dogs in warfare, and in the Fran- 
co Prussian war dogs were actually 
employed by both armies. Since that 
time both the French and German 
armies have experimented with dogs 
to be used not only as messengers to 
earry ammunition, but sanitary aid 
to the wounded and to serve as mes- 
sengers, sentinels and scouts. 

London is now enjoying an exhibi- 
tion of dogs trained for war, the ani- 
mals being English dogs trained by a 
British army officer, Maj. Hautonville

WHAT CONSTITUTES A SOLDIER? 
It comes, then, to this: A l- 
dier, whether he belongs to the 


horse or the foot, is first and fore- 
most a rifleman. Including and in 
addition to that the prime qualities of 
the soldier may be roughly enumeratd 
as follows. He must be: 

A rifleman.

THE LATEST TURBINE STEAME R. 

The London Engineer reports that the 
King Edward, the latest Parson’s steam 
turbine vessel, on her trial, June 26, 
registered 20.48 as the mean of runs, 
with 740 revolutions per minute, 150 
pounds of steam to the square inch, 
and 26% inches vacuum: I. H. P., 3500. 
The machinery is practically noiseless, 
no vibration being felt in the turbines 
and but little due to the propellers. The 
vessel easily made her dock. In re- 
gard to the fine shape of the boat, it is 
pointed out that the low center of 


gravity of the turbine machinery gives 
good stability without the necessity for 
a hard bilge or long floor; in fact, this

speed. 

The King Edward is 260 feet long and 
30 feet wide. Her molded depth is 10ft. 
6in. to the main deck and I17ft. 9in. to 
the promenade deck. The propelling 
machinery consists of three Parson's 
steam turbines, working compound. 
These are placed side by side. In or- 
dinary working, and when going ahead, 
steam is admitted from the boilers to 
the high-pressure turbine, where it is 
expanded five-fold. From thence it 
passes to the two low-pressure. or wing 
turbines placed one on each side, where 
It is expanded twenty-five-fold and then 
passes to the condensers. The total 
ratio of expansion is therefore no less 
than 125-fold. Each turbine has its own 
shafting, and on each of the wing 
shafts there are two propellers, while 
the center one carries only a single 
screw. When coming alongside a pier 
Or maneuvering in crowded waters the 
wing motors alone are used, steam be- 
ing admitted directly into them by suit- 
able valves. The high-pressure turbine 


valve being closed, while connection be- 
tween it and the low-pressure turbires 
is also shut off by an automatic ar- 
rangement. There are special turbines 
placed inside the exhaust ends of the 
low-pressure turbines for going astern 
with the wing screws. The whole of 
the maneuvering excepting. of course, 
by the rudder, if effected by the ma- 
nipulation of valves in a very simple 
manner.

PARAGRAPHS.. 


A memorial started by Prince Loe- 
wenstein, president of the Catholic 
Union, against dueiling, has been 
signed by 441 princes, nobles and other 
prominent Germans. Fresh signatures 
are received daily. One of the latest 
is that of Admiral the Prince of Lein- 
ingen. 

The “Armee und Marine” of Berlin 
is jubilant, with the rest of Germany, 
over the purchase of German guns by 
the British government; and the par- 
ticular occasion for the expression of 
its jubilation is the fact that Nor- 
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way has now. finally decided to adopt 
an improved Ehrhardt for its field ar- 
tilicry. 
An interesting feature of the new 
French navy list shows that the arm- 
ored cruiser has practically supersed- 
ed the protected type of vessel. With 
regard to the smail craft, also, de- 
stroyers are rapidly taking the place 
of the ordinary torpedo boats, of 
which France possesses a large num- 
ber, for the most part practically use- 
less. 
The most curious relic of the cam- 
paign in South Africa to reach Eng- 
land has been deposited in the muse- 
um of the Royal United Service Insti- 
tution in London. This is one of the 
Queen's famillar chocolate boxes, in 
the lid of which a bullet is still deeply 
embedded. The royal gift was carried 
in the Breast pocket of his coat by a 


colonial soldier, who owes his life to 
the fact. 
The Naval Museum in Paris has 


received the tent used by the Dowa 
ger-Empress of China on her journey 
to Tong-ling. It was presented by the 
Mandarin of Ki-chau last 
to Col. Laurent Cherlonchon, who was 
engaged in operations near the east- 
ern imperial tombs. It is of yellow 
Silk embroidered with gold and silver, 
and adorned with dragons, suns and 
other emblems. 

The best record formerly in the 
British navy with six-inch guns was 
an average of ten hits in three min- 
utes for each gun, or 3.33 hits per 
minute; but the crew of the Terrible, 
steaming at twelve knots, and firing 
from a range of nearly a mile (1600 
yards) at a target 
by eighteen feet, recently made 4.25 
hits per gun per minute, or fourteen 
hits instead of ten in three 
minutes. This is an average of 
79.6, the highest proportion previously 
being 55.9 per cent.

In a report on stenographic 
work made for the British government 
by Mre. Hoster, she specifies, among 
other advantages of gentlewomen for 
the business, the following: (1.) They 
have a good general education; (2) are 
accustomed to refined and orderly sur- 
roundings: (3) to habits of neatness 
and punctuality; (4) they are more or 
less acquainted with the literature of 
other countries.” 

In this country there is a decreasing 
demand for the class of workers who 
are ignorant of spelling, punctuation 
and grammar, but positions are waiting 
for good stenographers who are also 
good scholars. Indeed, no one need 


expect to secure creditable or profitable 


positions with the cheap equipment 
that contents the rank and file of work- 
ers. 3 

No profession demands greater 
breadth of general information. It is 
impossible to make an accurate trans- 
cript of notes without some knowledge 
of the subject treated. An idea of the 
catholicity of material to be dealt with 
by a general stenographer—and it must 
be remembered that there is at least 
one in each prominent office building 
and hotel of every city—may be real- 
ized by considering that she may be

IMPORTANT AND WELL-PAID PO-

In Chicago salaries range from $F to 
$50 a week, and in some instances more, 
the average being about $12. The av- 
erage in New York City is said to be 
about $15, the difference being consid- 
ered due to the higher living expenses 
prevailing there. Some court stenog- 
raphers make as much as $100 a week, 
although the average pay for court 
work is $50 to co @ week; but court 
work is extremely wearing and likely 
to wreck feminine nerves. | 

It is conceded that the majority of 
the highest-salaried pesitions are filled 
by men, not because of professional in- 
capacity among.women, but because 
much is expected of the occupants of 
Such positions outside of regular sten- 
Ographic work and for other excellent 
reasons apart from ability.

WHERE FANDANGOES WERE. 


It is the section now known as So- 
noratown, shorn of its tiled roofs and 
bright gardens and cool verandas, that 
knew best the social life of old Los An- 
geles. There were plenty of fandangoes 
and house parties and social pageants 
in those days. The Angelenos had not 
then learned to develop either nerves 
or ennul. 

It has been our pleasure to read a 
certain old journal, yellowed and crum- 
bly, written in 1845 by the hand of a 
young man from New England and at 
the time of his first visit to California. 
His journey had been a tedious one—a 
long and dangerous voyage around the 
Horn—and the puebla of Los Angeles 
did seem a very gay and lovely place 
to him. His journal abounds with 
Written descriptions of parties and 
bails, and races and bullfights, but, be- 
tween the lines, one reads many very 
interesting unwritten things. In those 
days, it seems that the American man 
had his innings in foreign social circles, 
as the American girl is having today; 
and, to the great displeasure of the 
native young men, the Americano who 
landed in Californian ports with the 
proper introductory letters was imme- 
diately the center of a great social to 
do. The charms of the young Spanish 
ladies in Los Angeles were very ap- 
parent to this Yankee boy (he had been 
beautifully “brought up,” and he frank- 
ly read his Bible and Campbells poems 
on Sundays,) and his return journeys to 
San Pedro, where his ship was an- 
chored, were aiways heavy-hearted. 

Under date of April 25, 1845, he wrote: 

“Got to the’puebla by 3 p.m. We had 
a couple of dances there in Sanchez’ 
Hall, and the other in Stearns's. One 
young Sefiorita, Francisca Sepulveda, 
danced really well—that is, in my hum- 
ble opinion—from the Son to the 


waltz. I danced with her repeatediy. 
Sanchez Hall is painted out in the most

comical style, with priests, bishops, 
saints, horses and other animals. The 
‘coup d'oeuil’ is really astonishing. 
“Remained there (Los A.) until the 
28th, when at about 11 hours a.m., with 
a heavy heart, I returned to San Pedro, 
where I arrived at about 3 pm. At 
4 p.m., we got under weigh for San 
Diego, and at dusk I had a long fare- 
well look at the high mountains that 
stand at the rear of the City of the 
Angels. I do not remember having 
been much more ‘triste’ than at 
present.“ 
This American young man made 
other voyages, and a long and really 
perilous horseback journey to the in- 
terior of Mexico.

Machinists’ Strike a Failure. 

{From Mining and Metallurgy, July 
15:] The strike inaugurated by the In- 
ternational Machinists’ Association on 
the 20th of last May is fast going to 
pleces, and no cause ever suffered a 
more just defeat. The strike was con- 
ceived in iniquity,” it was ordered in 
the face of written obligations to the 
contrary, and it has been carried on 
without the sympathies of every right- 
thinking person. About two years ago 
the National Metal Trades Association 
entered into an agreement with the 
leaders of the machinists’ association, 
by which it was agreed that at stated 
dates the working hours should be re- 
duced, first from ten to nine and a half 
hours, and then from nine and a half 
hours to nine hours, the latter to take 
effect May 20, 1901. Any differences on 
other questions were to be submitted 
to arbitration. As the date for the 
reduction of hours approached the ma- 
chinists’ association presented certain 
demands which they insisted should go 


into effect at the same time, and with 


which the majoritg of the employers 
found it impossi!'* to comply. The

amber, like the brilliant calcium at a 
theater. From that moment the change 
is constant. There are 150 possible com- 
binations to be gotten from the two 
boards, and to play these in half an 
hour, or at the rate of five a minute, 
one every twelve seconds, produces a 
never-varying show. 

Grand geysers, mist banks, ring jets, 
pulverizers, fan jets: these are the 
names that designate the marvelous ef- 
fects, and they give some idea of 
their variety and significance. The 
rund geyser jet is at the center of 
the fountain, and it alone throws a 
Stream of water 250 feet in the air. or 
more than half the height of the elec- 
tric tower. There dre a thousand ori- 
fices from which come jets of lesser 
size. The light shines through clear 
giass plate, so arranged that it is ab- 
solutely water tight, and placed over 
the holophote orifices. Holophote ori- 
fices are openings that connect the 
lead pipes that contain the water with 
the outer air. Through them the col- 
ored light streams on the projected 
water. 

Twermty-two search lights — the reg- 
war fountain-projector type furntsh the 
light. Tuo pumps, one with a Capacity 
of 3090 gallons and the other with a 
capacity-of 600 gallons, throw the water 
and a 500-volt Girect-current moeor op- 
erates the countershaft, which is belted 
to the pumps. These pumps on the 
northwest side of the chamber take 
‘heir supply from the bay dtrect. 
Twenty-two color screens, arranged 
in the form of circular discs, project 
tue primary colors on the water as 
rises from the holophotes. 

This remarkable fountain was con- 
structed and is being operated under 
t % supervision of Henry Rustin, chief 
ef the mechanical and electrical bu- 
resv’. The immediate work is in charge 
of Guthrie Gray, the assistant engi- 
neer of the bureau.

In a published interview with Gen. 
Eagan, the Mexican Herald reports

I have visited Mexico a number of 
times in the past, but Mrs. Eagan has 
never had the pleasure of seeing this 
country, and we will spend some time in 
visiting the places of interest about 
the city. 

“It has been ten years since my last 
trip to this city, and there are many 
evidences of modern advancement. 
The capitalists of the United States 
are becoming more aggressive each 
year in ‘their search for investment, 
and Mexico occupies a prominent place 
in their. considerations. The western 
coast of the United States has, since 
the acquisition of the Philippine ISI- 
ands ahd Hawaii, undergone a very 
marked period of development. In- 
creased steamship facilities, new rail- 
roads and other. pioneers of commerce 
are being strengthened every year, and 
the boundaries of the country are 
bulging commercially, extending all 
over the world. 

“The favor for Mexico is inspired by 
the unlimited confidence which men 
have in the ability, integrity and up- 
rightness of President Diez.

At Colorado Springs, Colo., during 
the first three, days of August will 
gather several hundred men, repre- 
sentative of one of the most notable 
bodies of troops ever recruited into the 
service of the Union—the First United 
States Volunteer Cavalry, far better 
known to the world as ‘Roosevelt's 
Rough Riders.” The 
knows the record of the regiment in 
battle; but even of greater pride to its 
soldiers is the record of the organiza- 
tion of the command. 

It was the first ready for service 
among all the volunteer organizations 
formed at the beginning of the Span- 
ish War. Orders for its formation were 
telegraphed west April 27, 1898. On the 


recruits for the command left Phoenix, 
for the squadron rendezvous at Whip- 
ple Barracks. May 3 from 


and Capts. W. O. O'Neil and James HI. 
McClintock. These men were the pick 
of nearly a thousand who offered. The 
Arizona men were the first at the reg- 
imental rendezvous at San Antonio, 
Tex., where they were preceded only a 
day or two by their colonel, Leonard 
Wood, now Governor-General of Cuba. 
A few days later came four full troops 
from New Mexico, one from Oklahoma 
and two from Indian Territory. An- 
other troop wis formed from the Ari- 
zonans, two more added on the spot 
from rew recruits and the regiment 
was complete. 


Wood had reported the organization fit 
for service, orders came for a move 
to the front. Tampa was reached June 
4, and four days later, in coal cars, the 
command was hustled to Tampa Bay 
and loaded on the transport Yucatan.

The regiment had become a part of 
the Fifth Army Corps, with Gen. Shaf- 
ter for corps commander, Gen. Wheeler 
for division commander and Gen. 8. M. 
B. Young’as general of brigade. The 
brigade was made up of the First U.S. 
(regular) Cavalry, Tenth U.S. Cavalry 
(colored) and Rough Riders. 

It was June 22 before the Yucatan 
finally landed her passengers on the 
coast of Cuba, at the roadstead of 
Daiquiri, where Lawton's infantry di- 
vision had already cleared the way, 
without an encounter with the foe. On 
the 24th was a forced march through 
the tropical jungle, in stifling heat, to 
Siboney, where the troops lay on their 
blanket rolls for the night, in a driving 
tropical storm, through which the 
transports unloaded more soldiery by 
the illumination furnished by the 
searchlights of the guarding warships. 

The next morning, by 6 o'clock, the 
Rough Riders were on their way again, 
climbing a high hill that:the advanced 
Spanish position at Lag 
might be reached most quickly. Four 
troops each of the First and Tenth 
took the better-traveled trail around 
the hill. It is understood that this 
movement was ordered by Gen. 
Wheeler himself, and it was reported 
at the time that Lawton was little 
short of wild over the audacity of the 
little ex-Confederate in piercing his 
infantry lines and pickets. But, how- 
ever planned, Wheeler's orders gave 
the Rough Riders the honor of bring- 
ing on the first engagement of the 
Spanish war, three miles beyond Law- 
ton's lines. It was a tough fight. said 
by some to have been the hottest of 
the war. The Spanish far outnumbered 
the Americans, and were possessors of 
two well- served Hotchkiss Gatling 
guns. But, with Rough Riders charg- 
ing the front and the regular troopers 
coming up on the flank, the Spanish 
retreated, leaving scores of dead on the 
ground. Their wounded they managed 
to take away. 

With the other regiments ‘of the cav- 
alry division, the Rough Riders partici. 
pated in all the other battles of the 
Cuban campaign, excepting only EI

of the majors, as Lieut.-Col, Roosevelt 
elected to take to himself command of 
one of the two squadrons that sailed. 
Word came from headquarters that the 
balance of the regiment and the horses 
would go forward within ten days, on 
the next trip of the transports. But 
the Santiago campaign was too short 
and the squadron was held on the sand 
flats till at last moved to Montauk 
Point, Long Island, to await the home- 
coming of their comrades, 

After Guasimas, Col. Wood soon be- 
came a brigadier-general and Col. 
Roosevelt succeeded to the command 
of the regiment. The manner in. which 
he led it is history. Even finer than 
his conduct on the battlefield was the 
manner in which he cared for the men, 
who sickened by scores in the mias- 
matic and fever-infected trenches. It 
was he, indeed, who finally started the 
movement for the return of the troops 
to the United States. | 


Only a skeleton organization of the 
two Cuban squadrons disembarked at 
Montauk Point in August. More than 
33 per cent. of the men and 42 per cent. 
of the officers had been killed or 
wounded, and in the hospitals were 
several hundred more, prostrated with 
fever.

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drama has never been suspected by the 
outside world, but whose counsel was 
sought at every turn. His amazing skill 
and his strong contentions in behalf ot 
his own judgment upset the theories of 
government experts and were in reality 
the looms upon which were woven the 
net which enmeshed the conspirators. 
The first evidence of his connection 
with the famous case will be offered 
when he is called to testify as an ex- 
pert for the government in the new 
trials which will be given the counter- 
feifers, their legal counselor and other 
confederates now in prison. 

In almost every line of their investi- 
gation the services of this young un- 
known have been invaluable. His dis- 
coveries as to the process of counter- 
feiting employed and the methods used 
were as valuable in detecting the 
criminals as the work of the Secret 
Service Bureau itself. Without his co- 
operation Chief Wilkie and the oper- 
ators would have been at their rope’s 
end more than once. This young man is 
himself the inventor of a process which 
pretty nearly performs miracles in the 
art of engraving. 

In the imperfect imitation of his own 
process attempted by the counterfeit- 
ers lay the stumbling block to their 
Success, and the pathway to their de- 
tection. 

When the operations of the Secret 
Service men had narrowed to the Phila- 
delphia field, and Operator Burns, with 
the aid of this unknown investigator, 
had convinced Chief Wilkie that the 
counterfeiting was done in Moyamen- 
sing prison, a visit was made to the 
authorites of ethe jail, and the facts 
laid before them. Their intelligence 
was treated like a freak: of a disor- 
dered imagination. It was pronounced 
not only impossible, but absurd: rot 
only unlikely, but unheard of. The 
world now knows that it was done, 
and the methods and process are here 
recorded for the first time. That they 
displayed a boldness, originality and 
skill worthy of any great work, wil! 
not be questioned. Even up to the 
present moment the.counterfeiters have 
still proven that they are quite as 
shrewd as the forces they are contend- 
ing with. 

‘THE EVIDENCE. 


All the evidence that the treasury 
detectives were able to secure follow- 
ing their discovery is now in their 
possession. Much of it was destroyed 
by the counterfeiters. But the govern- 
ment again, through the agency of the 
young inventor (whose name is a se- 
cret, known only to the criminals, the 
treasury detectives, Secretary Gace an! 
the writer,) Is in possession of the se- 
erets of the process by which the only 
counterfeit money ever made in a 
prison cell was manufactured. The 
plates are in Chief Wilkie’s posses- 
Session, and the press from which the 
money was printed is also treasured in 
his strong box of evidence. The whole 
story is one of such intense interest, 
and the things accomplished sound so 
impossible, that it reads like improb- 
ability. It only furnishes another un- 
erring illwstration of the saying that 
“truth is stranger than fiction.” 

Not the beast remarkable part of the 
whole conspiracy is the fact that genu- 
ine government paper was used to 
print the impressions from the bo- 
gus plates. This for the first time in the 
history of counterfeiting. How is was 
procured is another chapter in this 
to be related be- 
ow. 

One of the strangest points of the 


/subject is this: The discovery of the 


actual methods employed by Taylor 
and Bredell in making counterfeit cer- 
tificates in Moyamensing explodes 
every theory expressed by the experts 
at the Treasury Department in Wash- 
ington. Their energies were allied with 
those of the Secret Service men in try- 
ing to fathom the darkness of the mys- 
tery. It tests almost the last stretch 
of imagination to picture a dim, bare- 
walled prison cell as the background 
for a counterfeiting plant. A cell at all 
times under the scrutiny of the keep- 
ers: its occupants scarcely ever re- 
lieved of their sleepless surveillance. 
That it was done at all is another tri- 
‘umph of the seemingly impossible. That 
it was done perfectly makes it akin to 
a miracle. 


HOW THEY GOT MATERIAL. 


Taylor and Bredell, while awaiting 
their long-term sentence, were al- 
lowed the usual privileges of such 


prisoners, in the shape of visits from 
their families, their friends and their 
counsel. As a lawyer, the latter en- 
joyed the special privileges accorded 
his class in such matters. Through 
which of these agencies the prisoners 
received the materials necessary for 
the making of counterfeits is not ex- 
actly known. But it is highly prob- 
able that the inspiration of the deed 
same from conferences between the 
prisoners and their counsel, Chief 
Wilkie unhesitatingly says so, and 
the latter is resting under this cloud 
before his trial. 

It is believed by the Secret Service 
authorities that Counselor Semple sug. 
gested the making of the counterfeits 
in prison as a means of proving to 
the government. how dangerous his 
clients were, in the hope that by the 
disclosure of the process their sen- 
tences might be lightened and the gov- 


ernment dieplay some consideration 
for them. It is certain that Taylor 
and Bredell assured their legal ad- 


viser that they could master the diffi- 
culties of making the plates in fail 
if they only had the necessary ma- 
terial. 

Now comes one of the big surprises 
of the conspiracy. These marvelously- 
exe uted bogus plates which the treas- 


ury experts pronounced masterpieces 
of engraving. were not engravings at 
all. They were the imperfect result 
of a photographic process which ‘Tay- 
lor had partially mastered = through 
the means of his intimate friendship, 
some years ago, with the young n- 
ventor where invaluable knowledge 
has been above recorded. There were 


eut in the plates by the 
keen gavel in Taylor's skilled hands, 
to overceme the imperfections. But 
the plates are the outcome-of the se- 
cret process. 

Through one or more of the friendly 
agencies they were allowed to com- 
municate with, Taylor and Rredeil un- 
der the very eyes of the prison of- 
f-ials received the materials neces- 


some lines 


sary for the starting of a counter‘elt- 


ing plant in Moyamensing. They dic 
not need everything at first. In fact. 
pretty nearly everything they did need 
could have been put in a two-quart 
pail. or hidden in a prison mattress 
with the greatest ease. Their first 


— 


was a steel engraving 
plate, such as is used by every worker 
in fine steel etchings and engravings. 
Then came the necessity for the acids, 
chemicals and coatings to be used in 
the secret formulas mastered by 
lor, or at least mastered to nearly an 
absolute degree. The almost, in- 
‘finitesimal lines cut by Taylor’s gave 
led to the broader pathway of detec- 
tion. The chemicals and acids were 
very carefully and gradually smug- 
led to them in small quantities. 
After this came the mixing of the pro- 
portions and the fifst coating of the 
steel plates. Then genuine half of 
the note to be counterfeited was laid 
upon the coating and the plate was 
exposed to a light. In the mage 
working of this process the action of 
the light upon the plate performed the 
office of photography and a negative 
was obtained of one-half of the bil. 

fine is the process, and so nearly 
perfect its action, that the most miru e 
lines of the government ndte were 
accurately reproduced. There is no 
detail of the original and genuine that 
escapes the unerring work of the light 
upon the process. Human handiwork 
could not fashion lines so fine, unless 
aided by the best jnstruments known 
to the engraver's art. with the eas. 
sistance of the brightest davlight. Th> 
wonder of it all is that the perfect 
counterfeit was made in the dul! light 
of a prison. 

GREAT SKILL MANIFESTED. 
When the first part of the process 
had been put through successful oper- 
ation on the plate the acids were 
mixed into the magic formula that was 
to bite out of the plate every line, every 
tracing and every impression left by 
the action of the light upon the coat- 
ing. A variation of the smallest de- 
gree meant the undoing of the work. 
The quality of skill required on the 
part of the men operating under such 
remarkable disadvantage can be bet- 
ter imagined than written. The acid 
was then applied to the plate and time 
and patience assisted human skill in 
the work. Then came the bath which 
was to stop the work of the acid and 
render its offices toward the finishing 
of the plate. When the plate emerged 
from the bath it was almost perfect. 
The difference between “almost” and 
quite“ was the gulf which made de- 
tection possible, and which called for 
the rare skill of Taylor's engraving 
gavel. How the use of this and the dis- 


doing is still another feature of the 
story. 
When Taylor had engraved the fin- 


‘was ready for printing he carefully 
wrapped it in a soft cloth and hid it 
away in the cell. That was a com- 
paratively easy matter, for no one sus- 
‘pected the existence of such an opera- 
tion. Another plate was smuggled to 
them, and it went through the same 
process. This time applied to the other 
half—the reverse side of the genuine 
bill. In the splitting of the genuine 
bill there was required an extraordi- 
nary amount of skill. But Taylor and 
Bredell had long since mastered this 
part of their art. After the two plates 
were perfectly prepared and hidden 
away there was another move in the 
dangerous work. This was the smug- 
gling into prison of the ink necessary to 
print the certificates. Then the print- 
ing press eluded the vigilance of the 
prison keepers, and lastly the genuine 
government paper. This made all ready 
to complete the work. Finally came the 
printing of the bogus certificate, which 
required infinite patience, because the 
work was done on the smallest hand 
press obtainable—one barely large 
enough to exert an even pressure over 
the entire surface of the bill. — 
was a separate die used for the als 
upon the bill and for the number as 
well. The preparation of these re- 
quired the engraving skill of the oper- 
ators and the specimens of their handi- 
work were as nearly perfect as it was 
possible for them to be. The extreme 
fineness of reduction of which this se- 
cret process is capable is a matter of 
astonishment to all who see it. In that 
particular dione it was of almost in- 
calculable danger to the government, 

FELT THEMSELVES SECURE. 

When the certificates were completed 
and passed into circulation, Taylor and 
Bredell rested on their oars and 
awaited developments. As time went 
by and no intelligence of the notes be- 
ing detected reached them they took 
on a new confidence. They argued that 
it was almost beyond reasonable power 
to suspect them, being safely housed 
in prison. How many of the counter- 
feits of Moyamensing Prison manufac- 
ture were turned out is known only to 
Taylor and Bredell. | 

When the Treasury Department dis- 
covered them and the Secret Service 
Bureau again started on its tireless 
work, Chief Wilkie scarcely knew in 
what direction to look for the solution 
of the new mystery. But his lucky 
star was not long behind the clouds, 
and this new sensation of sensations 
is the result. It is now certain as any- 
thing except death can be that every 
person concerned in this plot is safely 
under government lock and key, and 
that there is no one in this country, 
except the unknown, whose help has 
been the strong arm the govern- 
ment in these cases, knows aught of 
this most dangerous of all counterfeit- 
ing processes. 

The exact means of the discovery of 
the original plot have never been given 
to the public. As they are of im- 
portance in the development of the 
present case, and deeply interesting on 
their own account, bearing a vital re- 
lation to its successful prosecution by 
the government, they will stand relat- 
ing In fact, very little of the first dis- 
covery of the counterfeiting conspiracy 
has been given pwblicity because the 
scheme was of such far-reaching na- 
ture that it was thought best to re- 
serve all the information possible. They 
are now seeing the light of day for 
the first time. 

A SECRET PROCESS. 


Some years ago the young unknown, 
who is now the principal officer in an 
engraving company in Philadelphia, 
was employed in the same establish- 
ment with Arthur Taylor, the chief of 
the counterfeiters. Taylor was always 
considered one of the finest engravers 
in the country. He and this young man 
became intimate friends. The latter 
partly confided to Taylor his discov- 
ery of a secret process of making steel 
engravings by a species of photog- 
raphy. It was a system absolutely new 
to the engraving and photographic 
world, and considered almost wonder- 
ful by the @xperts in these spheres. 
The young men left their employer 
about the same time—Taylor to start 
in the engraving business for himself, 
and the other to perfect his discovery. 
Taylor formed a partnership with 
Bredell, but they gave no evidence of 
prosperity for several years. Then they 
moved to Ninth and Filbert streets in 
Philadelphia, and without giving the 
outward signs of any greater develop- 
ment of their engraving business be- 
gan to spend considerable money. The 
young inventor and Taylor kept up a 


'passing friendship, but no longer were 


intimate. Upon the occasion of sey- 
eral visits-to their office the former 
made a note of the fact that he was 
no longer permitted behind the railing 
—a privilege he had always been freely 
given. 

It transpired that this was about the 
time that Kendig & Jacobs were buy- 
ing revenue stamps for their Lancaster 
tobacco factory that were not made in 
the Bureav of Printing and Engraving

This fact was the burden of an- 
other mental reservation by the young 
man. It was not a long time after this 
“eriod that the Treasury Departmen 
was stirred deeply by the ap 
pearance of a counterfeit for 
100. It wa a counterpart of the 
famous Monroe isstiec of $100 bills, of 
which there were $5S.000,000 authorized. 
This counterfeit was to every intent 
and appearance just as good as the 
genuine. In fact, to distinguish the 
real from the false was almost beyond 
the ken of the experts. A note of 
alarm to the banks was instantly 
sounded, and Chief Wilkie called into 
consultation with Secretary Gage. The 
Secret Service net was spread the 
length and breadth of the country, and 
the operators began to draw it in. 
Finall after months of that tireless. 
ceaseless activity which. has made the 
name of the United States Secret Serv- 
ice a synonym for the perfection of de- 
tective work, the bureau became con- 
vinced that the note was made in 
Philadeiphia. During this time they 
were increasing in number and were 
passing freely. The matter of the dis- 
covery layenot in the lack of any qual- 
ity of the genuing, but from the fact 
that the Treasury Department discov- 
ered that two certificates bore the same 
number. Hew perfect was the counter- 
keit thay be appreciated when it is 
noted that it rassed through the 
scrutiny of the sub-treasury in Phila- 
deiphia without detection. 
PHILADELPHIA SUSPECTED. 


When the Secret Service Bureau was 

finally convinced that Philadelphia was 
the birthplace of the bogus Monroe cer- 
tificate, Chief Wilkie concentrated his 
forces and turned the ful! strength of 
their work upon this city. Pretty soon 
every engraver in Philadelphia was un- 
der the strictest surveillance. This fact 
may be news to them at this day, but a 
pretty close rword of their doing, cov- 
ering a certain period, Is among the 
possessions of the bureau. By the ac- 
tion of the system the scrutiny of every 
engraver in Philadelphia narrowed 
down to the scrutiny of a few. Among 
these favored few were Taylor and 
zredell. The very fact noted by the 
young inventor regarding their undue 
prosperity was noted by the Secret 
Service men. They marveled that these 
men were able to live in comparative 
luxury while the income from their 
workshop justified only starvation. 

It was about this time that the in- 
ventor began to figure in the opera- 
tions of the bureau. Like the rest of 
the Philadelphia engravers, he had 
been under the eye of the detectives. 


le was even one of the favored few to 


be watched until the operations were 
narrowed upon Taylor and Bredel. 
This young man and his partner were 
in business at Tenth and Chestnut 
streets and made their deposits at one 
of the trust companies located a few 
doors from their establishment. In the 
course of their regular business they 
became well acquainted with the tel- 
lers of the bank. Knowing the voung 
inventor's reputation. one of the tellers 
one day passed a $1090 Monroe certifi- 
cate through the wicket and asked him 
what he thought of it, telling him that 
it was a counterfeit and that the Secret 
Service men had discovered that it was 
made in Philadelphia. After a keen 
examination of the bill he said: “I 
would like to take this up to the office 
and look it over.“ 

“It belongs to the Secret Service peo- 
ple now,“ said the teller, but I'll intro- 
duce you to one of their men and you 
can ask him.“ 

This wes aereed to, and he met 
Operator Burns and said: ‘Maybe I 
can tell you something about this, if I 


get a chance to put it under the glass 


and make some observations.” 
UNDER THE MICROSCOPE. 


Burns willingly assented, for the se- 
cret service men were then at that 
point of their investigation when they 
were positive the note was made in 
Philadelphia, but they could not locate 
the makers, although they strongly 
suspected that operations in the shop 
of Taylor and Bredell were not on the 
square.” The inventor kept the note 
for twenty-four hours, and the result 
of his examination was more impor- 
tant to the detectives than all the 
work they had heretofore accom- 
plished. On his examination of the bill 
he was astonished to find that it was 
practically made by his own secret 
process-—-imperfect, of course, for be- 
tween the time he had parted intimacy 
with Taylor he had improved his in- 
vention until it did marvelous work 
without a flaw. But he saw that Tay- 
lor had remembered enough of the se- 
cret he had imparted to him to turn 
out a pretty good specimen. | 

Then it all came to him. The sus- 
picions he had formed regarding Tay- 
lor and Bredell were changed to convic- 
tions. He could see why he had been 
refused admission behind the railing in 
their shop; why they lived on the fat 
of the land and refused the most ordi- 
nary work. They were working on 
bigger game. When he met operator 
Burns the next day there was a con- 
ference of a deeply intersting nature, 
with the result that Chief Wilkie con- 
centrated the work of his force directly 
upon the shop of Taylor and Bredelt at 
Ninth and Filbert. Several vacant 
rooms in the immediate neighborhood 
found ready tenants, while one vacant 
room adjoining the very workshop was 
taken by a man who told the men he 
was going to start a light business. 

One night when Taylor and Bredell 
were piped' out of town by the detec- 
tives, their place was quietly entered 
by Chief Wilkie, Operator Burns and 
their detectives and a thorough inves- 
tigation was made. Their discoveries 
were astounding. They told the chief 
his game was near the corral. 

AT THEIR WIT'S END. 

In the meantime the experts of the 
Treasury Department were atitheir 
wit's end over the news that came from 
Philadelphia regarding the making of 
the note. They contended it was 
—— from a plate stolen from the 

epartment, and to hold that such ex- 
traordinary work was the outcome of 
a process was absurd. Secretary Gage 
sent for the young inventor, who, in 
company with Chief Wilkie, went to 
Washington and told his story. The 
Treasury experts laughed at him. He 
put their ridicule to rout and scared 
them out of a year's growth by calling 
for certain acids and preparations and 
being left to his own devices for sever- 
al hours, made for the Secretary a sur- 
passing counterfeit of one-half of a 
genuine certificate. Seeing was believ- 
ing, and his contentions were no longer 
questioned. He returned to Philadel- 
phia with Chief Wilkie and the inves- 
tigation of Taylor and Bredell's shop 
kept on. What the secret service men 
found on their first visit was not dis- 
turbed. In fact, nothing was touched. 
The place was left exactly as it had 
been found, but the net was drawn a 
little closer, and the United States 
Vidoeqs never took their eyes from 
them day or night. \Many night visits

When 
it was snapped Taylor and Bredell were 
in the toils, and there was not a scrap 
of evidence lacking to convict them. |

most interesting ‘in the story. In itseif 
t involved one of the cleverest plans to 
defraud the government. Kendig and 
Jacobs were large manufacturers of to- 
bacco in its various forms. They ed 
many thousands of dollars’ worth of 
revenue stamps in pne course of a year. 
Although their business increascd at an 
unusual rate, the officials noticed that 
the sales of revenue stamps to this firm 
fell to almost nothing.

cases, The sensation awaiting 
their first midnight investigation of the 
engraving shop was due to the fact 
that not only was the evidence of the 
making of the Monroe certificate in 
striking existence, but that they had 
practically solve the Lancaster reve- 
nue stamp mystery in the same hour, 
Sensation followed sensation in this 
lawless drama so swiftly that the ac- 
tion was fairiy breath- taking. 

UNPARALLELED IN RECORDS. 

The impression left by the case in the 
minds of the Secret Service men is best 
recorded by the language of Chief Wil- 
kie in his final report to the Secretary 
of the Treasury, made on July 12, when 
he said: “!t is a case unparalicled in 
the records of the bureau.” 

In alluding to the last chapter of it 
all, which is the inspiration of this 
story, he said: It is the most remarka- 
blé chapter in the case.“ 

How the two ex-United States of- 
ficials were drawn into the matter de- 
veloped not the least startling phase 
of the story. As many of the secret 
facts are here to'd for the first time, 
they will bear reading. It must be 
borne in mind that all these var.ous 
phases in the case were being enacted 
about the same time, and that one 


Kendig was informed, through the 
crookedness of a United States rev- 
enue man, later arrested in connection 
with the conspiracy, that his firm was 
suspected of crooked work in connec- 
tion with revenue stamps. He took 
direct means to prote:t himself at 
once. He knew both Ingham an! 
Newitt while they were respectively 
principal and assistant, United States 
District-Attorneys for the eastern dis- 
trict of Pennsylvania. It occurred to 
him. knowing also of their acquaint- 
ance with some of the Secret Service 


operators, that if they could be in- 
terested they might be able to guar- 
antee protection. The main thing 


that Kendig wanted was inside news 
of the movements of the Secret Serv- 
ice men in the matter. On a certain 
day there was a long-distanse t le- 
phone call registered in the office of 
Ingham and Newitt from Lancaster. 
Kendig was not willing to risk a per- 
sonal conversation at the beginning. 
He took this method of making his 
first sourdings as to the integrity of 
Ingham and Newitt. There were other 
long-distance conferences anil a meet- 
ing between the lawyers and Kendig 
followed. From what has transpired 
there is small doubt that Kendig told 
the lawyers he was engaged in a 
lawless undertaking and was willing 
to pay big money for protection. He 
offered them $1000 a month if they 
would secure it. 
THE TRAP SET. 

Operator Burns was the Secret Serv- 
rice man best known to them while 
in office, and to him they at once as- 
signed themselves. They wrote to 
Burns and there was a meeting be- 
tween them. The result of this was 
the opening of negotiations. Burns 
was to receive $500 as the first in- 
stallment of pay for his work in be- 
half of the lawbreakers. He agree! 
to the conditions laid down, and then 
at once informed Chief Wilkie of what 
he had done and asked for further in- 
structions. There was some corre- 
spondence between* Burns and Ingham 
and Newitt. and-a day finally ap- 
pointed when Burns was to receive 
the money. It was decided that 
Newitt was to pay him the amount 
and that he was to hand it to him 
on the street, : 

On the day fatal to the Iiberty and 
repute of the ex-government officers, 
Newitt was trying a case in court 
when Burns’ first letter was brought 
to him. When his argument was over 
he left the Courthouse, met Burns 
on the street, and, in accordance wth 
their agreement, handed him $500. 
Another United States Secret Service 
operator watched the transaction from 
a doorway. Immediately he had gc- 
cepted the money from Newitt, Burns 
Sprung a lightning surprise on the 
lawyer by arresting him in the name 
of the government. A telephone mes- 
sage to Chief Wilkie informe? him 
that the thing had been done. Within 
a brief hour Ellery P. Ingham, too, 
was in custody. 

SURPRISED THE QUAKERS. 

The Secret Service men sprung their 
traps as fast as possible. Not many 
weeks after, on the fatal night when 
Taylor and Bredell came down in the 
early evening to print counterfeit $100 
bills and had just begun to work, they 
found themserves surrounded by Secret 
Service men and were caught “red- 
handed” in their operations. 

It was one of the biggest surprises 
Philadelphia had had in a long while. 
Everyone conversant with the facts of 
the case knows how the legal machin- 
ery ground out justice to the malefac- 
tors. Ingham and Newitt were tried 
first and sentenced. There was little 
delay in their cases, as the authorities 
considered that their former high po- 
sitions as prosecutors for the govern- 
ment furnished additonal reasons as to 
why they should be tried and sentenced 
a speedily as possible. Taylor and Bre- 
dell, with Kendig and Jacdébs, the rev- 


tried and convicted, and Taylor and 
Bredell were awaiting their sentences 
when they sprung this newest coup 
against the government and gave the 
Treasury Department its greatest jolt. 

When the twenty-dollar note, with 
Hamilton’s head upon it, appeared in 
circulation and was detected at the 
Treasury Department, the similarity 
between it and the one-houndred-dollar 
Monroe certificate, 
manship, was so marked, that Chief 
Wilkie immediately concentrated the 
operations of his men upon Philadel- 
phla. Operator Burns was intrusted 
with the most delicate work. On receiv- 
ing his instructions he repaired at once 
to the office of the young inventor and 
handed him the $20 counterfeit for in- 
spection, saying:

SHOWED HOW THEY DID IT. 

After their confession Taylor and 
Bredell were taken three times from 
Moyamensing Prison through the city 
to the establishment of the young in- 
ventor and there gave practical dem- 
onstration of the process they had used 
in their cell. Ewen here Taylor's acute- 
ness did not desert him. He endeav- 
ered to mislead the officers concerning 
the proportions and mixtures used fm | 
the process. Under the correcting eye 
of the -inventor he finally admitted the 
entire truth and subscribed their con- 
fessions as to the formulas employed. 
Then they were taken back to “Moya” 
and within the next few days the com- 
munity was startled by the arrest of 
their counsel and the publication of a 
story that a Philadeiphia jail had been 
turned into a counterfeiting plant. 

Chief Wilkie officially alluded to the 
matter a few days ago in a report to 
Secretary Gage by saying: “The in- 
zenuity displayed in carrying out their 
plans and eluding the vigilance of the 
prison keeper during nearly four 
months of work, is a high tribute to the 
cunning and misdirected ability of 
these young engravers. The object of 
this desperate undertaking was to cif- 
culate the counterfeits, secrete the 
plates, and at the proper time attempt 
to secure concessions from the govern- 
ment in return for the surrender of the 
plates. An absolute refusal on the part 
of the government to listen to any sug- 
gestion of 4 compromise blasted the 
hopes of the prisoners. 

“The facts developed in the investi- 
gation indicated that the plan to hold 
up the government in their behalf was 
the suggestion of an attorney who had 
made a previous futile attempt to dic- 
tate terms for his clients. As the evi- 
dence on this point accumulated, the 
facts were laid before the Attorney- 
General of the United States, and on 
his advice the lawyer has been ar- 
rested. He will be tried at the fall term 
of the United States District Court in 
Philadelphia.”

HOW THE PAPER WAS OBTAINED. 

In the main body of this story al- 
lusion is made to the fact that for the 
first time in the history of counterfelt- 
ing genuine government paper was 
used by the law breakers. To find out 
how this was procured was as importe- 
ant to the government as the arrest of 
the counterfeiters themselves. In all 
previous cases of bogus-money making 
detection was rendered less difficult te 
treasury experts because the genuine 
government paper was not used. 
Taylor and Bredell were first arrested 
they would give no clue as to the man- 
ner in which this had been secured, 
and the government thought for awhile 
that there was treachery in an arm 
the treasury that had furnished no 
malefactor since its very beginning, 
Again they were aided by the 
inventor in Aheir research, and this is 
how it was done. 

Taylor and Bredell were in the habit 
of doing some business with = 
would often send around to the ba 
and get $100 worth of new 1 bills, ip 
exchange for notes of larger denomina- 
tion. This is such an ordinary ace 
commodation on the part of banks 
for their custmers that almost any 
quantity of new small notes might 


attract attention, and because of the 
mystery regarding their means of in- 
come it was a point in their case the 
detectives put much thought into. 
When they had secured a consignment 
of these notes they put them through 
the most effective bleaching process 
that has ever been known. The new 
notes emerged from this treatment a 
clean as the hour they came out of the 
government paper mill, before the ink 
had ever touched them. Many at- 
tempts have been made to bleach gov- 
ernment paper, but none were ever 
successful. This process was another 
proof of the exceptional skill of tke 
counterfeiters. It entirely obliterated 
the seal, which all previous ag 
at 7 bleaching had absolutely 

to da. 

There is no conjection accurate 
enough to tell where the conspiracy 
would have ended if the sleepless eye 
of government investigation had not 
been keen enough to discover the ex- 
istence of the counterfeits and if im- 
placable circumstances of fate had not 
allied with the skill of the Secret Serve 
ice men the brilliant young inventor, 
whose identity in the matter is one 
of the official secrets of the United 


States government.

the picturesque and ancient task of 
drying apricots. 

It is the prettiest and most charac- 
teristic industry of the country sur- 
rounding Las Angeles; and before 
looking at this work as it is done here 
in a new land, it may be interesting to 
know that the apricot is a fruit that 


nas come down from ancient times— 


not a cross,“ as so commonly sup- 
posed—and that the industry comes to 
us from the romantic Orient. This fa- 
miliar fruit that develops a fortune 
in Southern California every year, Is 
indigenous to the region that reaches 
from Armenia to the shores of China, 


and was introduced to Purope in the. 


Alexander the Great. Its real 
—— on that continent dates 
from. the middle of the sixteenth cen- 
tury. in England it is coaxed 2 as

busy time in the orchards. 

Stray abroad in the apricot region 
in the early morning—out where some 
wee orchard metropolis nesties—and 
see how the world is supplied with one 


-of its chief pie and sauce materials. 


The shady highways and byways are 
alive with men, women and children 
on wheels, on horseback, in carts, bug- 
gies, farm wagons, al! hurrying to be 
swallowed up in the green depths of 
groves. They are of no distinct class; 
every branch of society is represented. 
There are the lady-like dauchters of 
the wealthy ranchers, the country son 
home from college on his vacation, 
hard-working Old Country people, and 
whole families of seldom-working, pov- 
erty-stricken, happy Mexicans 

It is a crowd of such laborers as can- 
not be seen outside of our original 
Callfornia: the combination is a shock 
to the conventionalized person from 
the East. 

In the open fields beside the roads 
gieams as of gold, where the drying 
trays are spread, startle the unaccus- 
tomed eye; while from the deep shades 
of the orchards come the merry sounds 
of laughter and talk, the clatter of the 


wooden trays and boxes, the calls of 


the weighers, and the thud of fruit 
upon the ground as men with long 


/ 


poles shower it down from the 
branches. When all tne ripe fruit has 
been sheken off in the morning the 
swarms of boys swoop down upon the 
harvest and gather it into buckets; they 
are paid by the pound for ‘‘picking up.“ 
Then it is placed in large boxes piled 
conveniently about the orchard; these 
are put upon broad two-horse sleds— 
the use of wagons is impossible in the 
soft ground—and hauled to the scales, 
to be distributed to the pitters, who 


Sit at long tables beneath brush or can- 


vas shelters on the edge of the grove. 

Here beneath the shelter is the pic- 
ture; the rows of bright-faced women 
and girls, poor Mexicans seeking the 
Gays living, independent young la- 
dies working for the fun and the pin 
money thus afforded, laboring side by 
Side, swiftiy cutting and laying the 
julcy halves aon the great trays. Some- 
times patriarchal sycamores reach out 
their twisted arms as in benediction 
over the workers, and make other shel- 
ter unnecessary; sometimes the fruit 
trees themselves are made to shield the 
groups from the heat, and ripe fruit 
drops throughout the day onto the 
hes as below. Pitters are commonly paid 
20 cents a hundred pounds, and ordi- 
nary workers cut as high as 600 pounds 
a day, working short hours, 

As the trays are filled they are

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placed upon handcars, and when these 
are piled as high as a man’s head they 
are run into the little fumigating 
sheds, where for two hours the fruit 
is subjected to sulphur fumes. 
sulphuring process preserves the golden 
hue throughout the drying: it also 
fives the excessively tart taste notice- 
able in dried apricots. After fumiga- 


tion the trays are spread in the sun, 


where they remain for. from three to 
six days, according to the weather. 
When dry the fruit is sweated for two 
or three days in large boxes, and then 
Sacked ready for market. 

In the fall buyers for large shipping 
concerns wend their way through the 
picturesque communities, sampling and 
gathering in the strange crop: then 
there is the clinking of well-earned 
money among the ranchers, @nd the 
Koodly trees are groomed and petted 
through the barren months until they 
again yield white blossoms to the ca- 
ressing sun. 

RATIO OF FIVE TO ONE. 

Some shippers establish large camps 
in open fields, where there is room for 
an immense amount of drying, and buy 
up the crop for miles around. Thus on 
the country roads one may see heavy 
wagons creaking along under tons of 
big, fresh apricots; for weeks the pro-

cession is on, and the amount of fruit 
that comes from these generous orch- 
ards is nothing short of amazin The 
sun claims a targe percentage = his 
hare of the work; out of five pounds 


of fresh fruit comes one of dried. > 


A city person would think it delicious 
employment to carve all day at the 
wolden fruit, but apricot workers in- 
variably pay the penalty of losing all 
taste for apricots; the very odor be- 
comes obiectionable after one is 
smeared with the juice of tons of the 
product. 

Perhaps the most picturesque scenes 
of the apricot season are in the small 
family orchards of the less landed 
growers; especially of the frugal Euro- 
peans, who are scattered through the 
fruit region. Around the tiny houses 
of the latter are a few big trees, and 
the whole family from father to baby 
are hard at work ~athering and prepar- 
ing their little share, that is to be 
added in to swell the great industry. 
Here the peasant woman, who has 
worked in the groves of old Italy, may 
be seen with a basket of golden fruit 
,poised upon her head as she bears it in 
‘from the trees for the children to pit. 
and spread in the sun; the magic rays 
are at work preserving alike for the 
wealthy shipper and the peasant. 

In many large orchards regular 
camps are established, and the pitters 
live with their work until the season 18 
over. 

Aside from its bountiful yield of fruit, 
the ancient apricot is of practical value 
to man in other ways. The pits make 


as good fue as is known; they afford 
a hot, lasting fire, and are burned 
through the winter by all economical 
ranchers; beside, they yleld a useful 
oll. and a black pigment similar to ink. 
The wood of the tree also ts excellent 
fuel. and the pruning from a moderate- 
sized orchard, with the season's pits 
give all the fuel necessary for a ranch. 
The good trees do the best they can 
to entirely support their growers. 


THE “HOME MADE.” 


The industry of canning has begun 
almost to rival that of drying. Tower- 
ing canneries, with hundreds of em- 
ployés, devour frult with insatiable de- 


sire, while the short season lasts, — 
e 


preserves are shipped East by th 
trainiload. But the most interesting 
and characteristic side of this work is 
seen in the small private canneries 


among the country people; little insti- 
tutions scattered among the orcharda 


that have had their start in some 
housewife and a kitchen stove, and 
have grown into neat and busy 
that fill orders by the carioad. 

This is the sort of place that makes 
a specialty of “home-made” goods; and 
these prosperous little kitchens grown 


corners of the country. In these minia- 
ture preserveries everything is done as 
it would be in a family kitchen; each 
jar of fruit is cooked in an individual 
pan, over gasoline stoves, and th 
this careful attention the richness that 
was in the preserves “that mother 
used to make’ is retained. These 
places sell only to private families, 
never to the trade, and each year

In the short space of time covered 
by July this great part of the world’s 
supply of dried fruit is gathered and 
prepared, it is rush work when the crop 
is large, and the workers often labor 
through the night to save the perish- 
able crop; then through the rest of the 
year white sacks of pie stuff flow from 
the ranch-house storerooms into the 
channels of commerce. 

So quietly does this one month of 
strenuous work pass each year that 
few realize its presence, or the amount 
of money it scatters through our com- 
‘munities. With its army of young peo- 
ple merrily harvesting, it affords one of 
the prettiest sights of healthful, unag- 
fected industry in the word. ;

They desire to know the watchwords of conduct in ad- 
vanced educational systems, and even in the present 
popular prophecy of a national university. For there is 
ir deepening sense in the public mind that the great 
tap-root of higher education is the foundation of char- 
acter. The youths of the nation are sent from the re- 
straining influences of the home life for the adequate 
training of the schools, and those sympathetic bonds 
which college life creates. The university is the fun- 
damental example of a growing American democracy, in 
the light of whose standards of adjustment and coépera- 
tion the future citizen learns his duty to his neighbor, 
and how to estimate himself. He perceives the weakness 
of self-sufficiency built upon ignorance. He has many 
hours of discouragement. He is fortunate if in his 


academic career his masters illustrate the golden mean 


between critical aloofness, patronizing approval, and 
inspirational encouragement. 

The late Prof. Henry A. Rowland is said to have been 
one of these heroes of enlightenment and interpretation. 
Though he won so many honors from universities and 
learned societies, he impressed upon his students h's con 
conviction that the field of applied science and the dis- 

covery of essential laws and devices were to benefit all 
sorts and conditions of men.” While popular science 
associates his fame with the magnetic circuit, the value 
of the ohm, and the effort to systematize electrical 
units, and also the advance in rapid telegraphy, there 
are those who are more reverently impressed with his 
love of truth, his self-poise and strength in a sullen and 

unresponsive world.

The student.often comes a crude, undemonstrated em- 
bodiment of rare, potential spiritual forces. The young 
humanity is the most alive of all God's creations to 
myriad objects and influences. His spirit stirs with de- 
sires for larger areas of environment and sovereignty. 
The master must largely determine his differentia of life. 
To kindle the ardor of young souls is also one of the 
priceless beatitudes of the Master. 

The new time is calling for an influx of well-dis- 
ciplined minds, for ethical individuality, and reverent en- 
thusiasm. Scholarship has mastered but an infinitesimal 
are in the widening circles of attainment.

Railroad Passes for School Children. 


In some of the colonies school children are carried 
free on the railroads in going to and from school.

In the 
country districts there are itinerant school teachers, 
men who travel from place to place and teach for a 
short time in a number of families, going back again 
to carry on the work they have laid out to be done in 
their absence. 7 

At present there are about eight thousand public 
schocis in Australia, with about seventeen thousand 
teachers and almost one million scholars. Nearly every- 
where the schooling is secular, although in New South 
Wales, where the parents do not object, a preacher is 
called in for an hour daily to teach religion. In South 
Australia religious instruction is given before school 
hours, if the parents so desire, but as a rule such teach- 
ing is left to the Sunday-schools, which are about as 
numerous as in any country in the world. Every one of 
the States has thousands of Sunday-schools, each church

The city has a technological museum with 82,000 exhibits, 
including 11,000 specimens of wool. The museum 
building alone cost $100,000. There are in New South 
Wales 350 mechanics institutes, many of them night 
schools, in order that the working men may attend 
them. In Melbourne there is a workingman's college 
which has buildings and an equipment worth about 
$250,000 and which has at present in the neighborhood of 
2000 students. The chief classes are in the evening, 
when there are lectures and recitations upon scientific 


art, engineering, mining, commercial and other technical 


subjects, as well as on the leading trades. 

The technical schools of Victoria are under the direc- 
tion of the education department. There are eighteen 
of them teaching almost every branch of science, trade 
and art. Among the trades subjects taught are pho- 
tography, wood-turning and pattern making, metal 
working, plumbing and gas fitting, carpentry, coach 
building, wool sorting, painting and signa writing, tailor 
cutting. bootmaking, cooking, d ng and needle 
work. All sorts of manual training is taught and ev- 
erything in the way of engineering.

Critic and the Sun. The leading dailies have big Sat- 
urday editions of many pages, which sell at 12 cents a 
copy, going out by mall into all parts of the colonies. 


There are all sorts of agricultural journals, cheep 


journals and financial journals. The Review of Reviews 
has an Australian edition, and there are local editions of 
the Illustrated London News and Sketch. 

The Australian dailies, as a rule, are lesa sensational 
than the American newspapers, and are more lively than 
the English newspapers. Nearly all have good adver- 
tising patronage, the shipping advertisements alone 
supplying from three to five columns daily, and the 
auction sales in many cases covering a page. 
Something About the Colleges. : 

I went out the other day to visit the Sydney Univer- 
sity. It has about one thousand students of both sexes. 
It gives degrees of art, science, law, and medicine, and 
its studies embrace all branches except theology and 
divinity. at Oxford and 
Cambridge on an equal footing with those of the Eng- 
lish schools. It is the same with the Melbourne Uni- 


__ versity, an institution which has already conferred about 


3000 degrees. 


A Ship Reform School. 

Here in Sydney the government has a nautical school 
ship which it uses as a reform school. Upon it some 
four hundred and fifty boys are put through a regular 
course of cducation and training. They have the studies 
of the common schools, and at the same time are drilled 
so that they are fit to be efficient sailors when they 
leave. The ship is called the “Sobraon,” and itis as well 
equipped as school training ships anywhere. The boys also 
have land quarters on one of the islands of the bay, and 
altogether they are well treated and as a rule are made 
into good men by their training. They have their 
cricket grounds, their swimming pools and all sorts of 
games. They are taught to swim and are put through 
a daily course of gymnastic exercises. They wash their 
own clothes, keep the ship in order, but do no contract 
work of an industrial character. After leaving they are 
apprenticed to farmers or business men in different par 8 
of New South Wales, and the reports from these are 
that they do exceedingly well. So far as I can learn 
the school is a success, and has been so ever since it 
was organized, now about thirty-five years ago. 
Dairy Schools. 

I like the way these Australians organize new schools 
when they have any specialty they wish to develop. 
Within the past few years instruction has been given in 
dairying and cheesemaking, and the governments have 
been doing all they can to build up this business. The 
result is that there are now a number of large but- 
ter and cheese factories in every State and the exports 
of these articles are rapidly increasing. Victoria is now 
making something like 30,000,000 pounds of butter and 
2,000,000 pounds of cheese annually. New South Wales 
made last year over 30,000,000 
ter and 3,000,000 pounds of cheese. There are 
now more than 400,000 dairy cows in New South 
Wales, which yield annually something like 100,000,000 
galions of milk. The surplus of butter over the local 
requirements amounts to about 75 per cent. and the most 
of this goes to the English markets, although some is 
now being to the Philippines. The Australian 
butter brings a higher price in London than the Danish 
butter, and the people are experimenting in every way 
to better their product, and the methods of shipping it. 


The beginning of daitying in Victoria is interesting. 
One of the butter makers talked to me about it during 
my stay in Melbourne. Said he: ; 

“Five years ago we made no butter to speak of, Our 
total shipments along in the 908 did not amount to more 
than 50,000 pounds per annum. Then the government 
came in and helped the farmers. It arranged a scale of 
bounties for butter export which was to last for five 
years. For the first year we were to receive from the 
government four cents per pound for all we shipped, the 
second year three cents, the third year two cents and the 
fourth year one cent.

The opening of the reservation and the rush thereto 
has diverted public attention from the great demand 
which still prevails for land in Oklahoma proper. In 
1900 over 8000 applications for homesteads were filed 
upon land in the western part of the Territory. This is 
probably as many as will finally materialize in the 
reservation just opened, and yet this Western Oklahoma 
country has been obtainable all the time. In earlier 
days it was classed as uninbabitable, but the line of set- 
tlement has pushed rapidly westward year by year and 
the waving wheat has rolled across the plain nearly to 
the Texas line. He is a bold prophet who dares say now 
that this or that section of the United States is to be for- 
ever uninhabitable. 

There are now thirty-three counties in Oklahoma, and 
in sixteen of these counties every foot of land is oc- 
cupied by settlers. There are still 5,000,000 acres of gov- 
ernment domain left in the Territory. At the rate this 
is now being taken by cettlers there will not be a home- 
stead left in five years. The rush to the Kiowa reserva- 
tion will stimulate settlement throughout this entire sec- 
tion of country. Fifty thousand people have significd 
their desire for the Indian land. Allowing that half of 
these applications are speculative, less than half of the 
genuine homeseekers can be accommodated. There is 
still, unappropriated land in Oxlahoma which is as good 
as some of that which will be taken on the Indian re- 
serve.

Indians Have the Best Land. 


On the reservation the Indians have naturally secured 
the best land—that is, the bottom land along the flowing 
streams. Many thousand acres have been reserved by 
the government for Indian stcck grazing, forest reserves 
and such purposes. The result of this system is that the 
settler now seeking a farm finds himself about in the 
same position as a man entering a long-occcupied coun- 
try. With the exception of a few speculative possibiliti-s 
in the shape of town sites and choice localities between

A great State 
has been built from its foundation to completion in a 
brief ten years by the simple process of giving the land 
only to the man who was willing to earn the same by 
actual residence. Had the desert land law, for instance, 
prevailed in Oklahoma from the time of the opening to 
settlement, thousands of acres of land now contributing 
their quota to the annual wheat yield of 25,000,000 bush- 
eis would be inclosed in some cattleman’s fence, where 
twenty acres of land are allowed as only sufficient for 
the support of a single cow. Oklahoma, when admitted 
to the Union, will possess the proud distinction of being 
the only “homestead State,“ and there can be no other,

HARPOONING THE BLUE WHALE. 
[Pearson’s Magazine:] To pursue the blue whale suc- 


an hour, and which is furnished with a formidable 
weapon known as the barpoon gun. 

The harpoon gun is a ponderous piece of apparatus 
placed on a raised platform on the prow of the whaler, 
and consists of a short, stout cannon, mounted on a 
broad pedestal, on which it can rotate horizontally. 
The gun has also a vertical motion, and can be turned 
quickly in whatever direction the prow of the ship 
dominates. On the top of the gun are sights“ for 
aiming, just as in the rifle. Behind is the stock, which 
is grasped in the hand when firing the gun, and be- 
neath it the trigger. The breech is a box-like arrange- 
ment, situated just where the stock is fastened to the 
gun proper. The gun is loaded in the ordinary way 
from the muzzle, and the harpoon is tightly rammed 
into it. To discharge the gun, a small cartridge, with a 
wire attached, is first put into the breech. Pressure cn 
the trigger causes a pull on the wire, which ignites the 
cartridge and discharges the gun simultaneously. 

The harpoon is about six feet in length, and very 
massive. It consists essentially of three parts, the an- 
terior conical portion, the movable barbs, and the shaft. 
The anterior conical piece is an explosive shell filled 
with gunpowder, and screws on to the rest of the har- 
poon. The explosive shell is fired with a time-fuse after 
the harpoon is imbedded in the whale. — 

Behind the explosive conical piece lie the four barbs, 
situated at right angles to each other. These barbs are 
always bound down tightly together with thin rope when 
the harpoon is going to be discharged. As the harpoon 
peneirates the flesh of the whale, this rope gets brushed 
off the barbs, and, in so doing, pulls a wire, which sets 
fire to the fuse, and it explodes the shell in a few sec- 
onds. ‘The shell gets blown to pieces and makes a ter- 
rific wound in the whale's interior, and the explosion 
causes the four barbs to stand out, so that it becomes 
impossible for the harpoon to be withdrawn. The rest 
of the harpoon consists of a long shaft with a slot in 
it, in which a ring moves freely with the rope attached.

gi and moral characteristics, their mode of living and 
ter religion and supcrstitions. He says: 


Ate Captive. 


“Shey are cannibals, and only the fear of the author- 
ies keeps them in check. In the autumn of 1898 a 
gen was killed and eaten within ten miles of our micr- 
gop. 1 heard of the affair two days afterward and hur- 
fei to the town. In the palaver house was a captive 
bey tn chains. The people would not admit or deny 
having eaten the man. They raid that the human boncs 
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wah males and females file the upper and lower in- 
Gems to a fine point and give as their reason for so 
aun is beautiful. The women are the bread 
Winers, and some are strong and muscu‘ar, while many 
mae are weak and worn out from less toil.

Immediately after the switching each 
widow seated herself on the ground, holding a Senet ct 
burning leaves under her feet, while a young man shaved 
their heads with a sharp trade knife. On inquiry re- 
garding the ceremony I obtained the following informa- 
tion: Passing the fire cleans them after mourning: 
switching reminds the women of their duty to the men 
who inherit them as wives; burning has two meanings, 
first, the pain caused is endured as a last act of mourn- 
ing, and, second, it signifies that henceforth the widows 
walk a new path. : 

“When a severe thunder storm is at its height the ra- 
tives say that the sun has hid his face and is shocting 
fire because he is angry. The Fang have no laws, every 
offense being settled according to native custom. Whe. 
the member of one clan steals goods or a woman, from 
the member of another clan, the person who is wionged 
does not go to the offender for justice. He gocs to an- 
other near town and shootshe first goat he sees, or i/ 
he is very angry, he shoots a woman. The owner cf the 
goat or woman demands his reason for doing co and the 
man replies that a certain other man has wronged him. 
The former then goes to the original offender and ex- 
plains that because of his crime he has lost a goat or a 
woman. Then the three partics hold a palaver them- 
selves or appoint umpires to hold one and the trouble 
is either amicably settled or the clans go to war. 

“When two friends meet they grasp the arm of the 
other high up on the biceps, a slight pause is made, then 
the hand is slipped down to grasp the wrist. A traveler 
upon entering the palaver house walks over, to the 
headman and sits on his knee for a moment, at the 
same time placing one arm around the headman’s neck. 
Wives are loaned to guests and coarse coyversation is 
indulged in by old and young of both sexes. Consider- 
able license is indulged in among the unmarried, but 
less among the married.” 


They Were Suspicious. 


In describing his visits to the town which a can- 
nibal feast had been held, Dr. Bennett d: “The peo- 
ple eyed our boat and myself in particular, with the ut- 
most suspicion. The headman wes the most villainous 
looking specimen of a Fang that I ever „ he was well 
built and very muscular, but his was extremely 
ugly and brute-like. He had only one ye, an evil lock - 
ing one it was. He wore on his head old red worsted 
trade cap and smoked a dirty native clay pipe. The 
object of my visit was hidden and we ¢hetted cn vericus 
matters in the palaver hovs>, When Ilex ressed a desire 
to walk through his town and treat any of the sick 
people he said: No sick here; people all away; let us 
talk in the palaver house.’ However. without givinz him 
any notice, I presently left the palaver h and walk d 
out into the main street. The headman repeatedly as- 
sured me that the town was not worth seeing, but I 
strolled leisurely along. Half way through the town 1 
noticed a quantity of intestines strung out to dry on 
sticks and, to the great annoyance of the headman and 
the people, I stopped to examine them. I was soon con- 
vinced that they had been removed quite recently from 
a human body. I was assured that they were the en- 
trails from a deer and were being dried to cover a 
gourd for powder. I then told the people the reports I 
had heard and also that I knew the intestines then dry- 
ing were human and accused them of cinnibalism. They 
were very indignant and cecla:ei as all Fangs do, that 
their tribe never eat men, but said that the people in 
the far bush did because they were bad Fangs. I left 
threatening to report the matter to the government. In 
the palaver house of this same town wes a boy of abcui 
16 years of age in chains, held as a hostage.

“To obtain different objects the Fang have different 
medicines. Before they go to war they mate the ‘biirg- 
nkama.’ The people take machetes and cut a cleariag. 
Then they take the bones of a man who has died and 
been long in the grave and lay them cut on the ground. 
They cover them over with earth. They take other 
bones and cut them in small pieces. They put the 
pieces in a basket together with red dye and the scra)- 
ings from the bark of trees and close up the bask >t. 
When they go to war they carry the basket susperded 
from the shoulder and take the red dye and smear the 
body with it. If an enemy fires a gun they will not be 
pierced by the bullet. 

“If a man marries two or three women and loves one 
but dislikes the others the latter feel badly. 
‘biang-abationg.” They rub off the grease from their 
skin and mix it with dirt. When the mixture is dry 
they put it in the neck of a gourd. They also take a 
shrub known only to the women and put it in a ¢o rd. 


The woman puts the medicine in her husband's food and 
his heart is changed. In the evening the woman s meer; 
herself with the medicine; if she touches him this also 
makes his heart change. 

“Another medicine is used for unfaithfulness. If a 
person is unfaithful and denies the affair the person 
accused must drink the medicine to show the people 
he is innocent. If he is guilty the medicine makes him 
sick and he dies or trouble comes to his people. 


Medicine for Elopers. 


“There is also medicine for young men who el pe. 
This is the way it was told to me: If a person gots cn 
a journey and sees a girl he courts cr loves her. The 
young man says, Let us go in my town.’ If she docs 
not accept then the young man tries to persuade her. 
The girl says, ‘I go later.“ The young man says, ‘If you 
go later give me your hair for souvenir.’ Then the girl 
scratches over her heait. She takes hairs from her head 
and the blood from the scratch over her heart and give: 
it to the young man. He goes to his town. He says, ‘I'll 
first make medicine.’ He takes the hair and the bicod, a 
small piece of witch medicine and plenty of leaves. He 
mixes, all in the leaves and hangs them in a basket. He 
says, Bieti, | want to marry a woman; take her fcr me.’ 
This eloping medicine hangs one day. lu the moraing 
he cuts medicine and puts it on top of a tree and leaves 
it there. He goes again to the young virgin and says, 
‘I have come; I come to take you.’ The girl says, ‘I will 
go tomorrow.’ He sleeps. The young man when it is 
daybreak, says, ‘Let us go.’ The girl says, ‘I will surcly 
go.“ Then the young man elopes with the girl and they 
come to his town. The father of the virgin becomes 
vexed. The young man kills a goat for the father and 
the father sleeps one day. Next morning the youn,s 
man gives him a dowry, and the father takes the goods 
to his town and the young man remains in possession 
of the woman. 


Woman Palavers. 


“The chief causes of war are disputes over women, 
hence called women palavers. These feuds may last 


death and are occasionally killed and eaten. Owing to 
a bitter feud it is often imporsiblé for women to work 
in the gardens or fish on the river, the consequence 
being a great scarcity of food. In one town where J 


the three adjoining towns were in a state of famine. A 
prisoner was nearly starved and I had to plead repeated y 
for him. During these feuds many women are shot while 
walking the paths. The Fang think it quite correct to 


woman because she can't shoot back.’ 

“Death is never considered as due to natural cat ses. 
Disease followed by death is due to a witch. It is not 
considered unlucky to attend a dying person. The boy 
is usually left in the house until buried and embalming 
is not practiced. Mourners smear whit clay on their 
bodies and wear necklaces of pineapple fiber for one 
month. A coffin is not used and the body is bur-ei in 
the sitting posture. After the burial the grave is lev- 
eied off as is the case almost throughout West Africa. 
The only difference between the burial of a headman 
and a common man is the large number of visitors and 
mourning and the quarreling over h‘'s goods. The witch 
doctor usually performs a po t mort m to find the w tc». 
I attended a post mortem cn an cld woman. The coc- 
tor ripped open the abdomen with an old rusty knife, 
gras ‘and cut away the uterus and, holding it up to 
the crowd, declared that it was six witches.

VISIT TO THE DEPTHS OF THE DARK, 
_ HOT SWAMPS OF CHIAPAS.

LONG the far southern ccast of Mexico, extending 
A down into Central America, there stretches a ser is 
of dark lagoons. Three hundred miles of these 
lagoons form the “tierra caliente,” the Hot Lands of 
the State of Chiapas. Precipitous mountains shut off 
this region on the inland side, and the almost imfeue- 
trable vegetation forms a barrier to the winds 
of the Pacific Ocean. In this twenty-mile breadth 
of swamp and morass and lagoon is the 
home of the alligator. He is lord of the land. 
and for centuries his kind have basked and wallowed 
und multiplied in undisturbed sovereignty. But now 
his tough and gnarled hide has become a highly valued 
variety of leather; the white man of the North has in- 
vaded his realm and already the slaughter is well under 
way that would exterminate any less numerous and fe- 
cund species. 


Ir. James's Alligator Camp. 


At Legunda de la Joya, eighteen miles from the near- 
est ox-road settlement, is the alligator camp of the 
pioneer ‘gator hunter, Mr. James, known to the natives 
as Don Ohenio. Mr. James is an American, ha ling from 
Milwaukee. He does not now do any killing himself, 
but leaves that to his crew of Zapotecos from up the 
coast, under their Indian foreman, Don José, who was 
y guide on the occasion of my visit to the camp.

But, though M. Berthelot has in this achieved an 
astonishing theoretical triumph, the question of the 
cost deprives his results of immediate practical value. The 
dinner in the test tube would figure out a price calcu- 
lated to make a millionaire finger his bank book un- 
easily. The practical triumph, and the world revolution, 
will date from the day, sure to come, (M. Berthelot says,) 
when the process of chemical synthesis has been re- 
duced to the minimum of price. It is a question of find- 


ing methods of extraction and synthesis. The raw ma- 


terial is absolutely without cost; ready to hand in the 
stones and soil of the earth, in every object that can be 
decomposed into its chemical elements. Every meal we 
eat represents, of course, a long process of chemical 
transformation; from the mineral to the grass, from the

The economic changes that will be brought about by 
this system are enormous. Farming will entirely dis- 
appear, as there will be no further need of meats or 
cereals or vegetables. Corners in wheat” will become 
a thing of the past; all the immense international com- 
merce in grains will cease utterly with all the hands it 
employed and all the ships that were made for it. Land 
will become literally dirt“ cheap; in the main it will 
be deserted, the whole class of agricultural workers of 
every degree having no further employment. Some part 
of the land may be still preserved for pleasure purposes. 
but the vast bulk will most likely be left to return to the 
state of nature. Who knows but that wild beasts may 
begin again to roam over the prairies and lurk ia the 
dense forests as in the days before our present civiliza- 
tion. Men will live in cities for the most part; but in 
cities very different from those of our days. Space will 
be infinitely cheaper since no agricultural demand will 
exist to send the price of territory up. No such thing 
as a slum will be found in the world; it will be just as 
cheap to have homes set amid spacious avenues and 
broad, green places. That fact alone will tend to erad- 
icate disease. When the frontiers are abolished by the 
perfection of the dirigible balloon and by the fact that 
people will be able to voyage air-free to any country, 
and to live almost food-free anywhere, there will be no 
more need of armies or navies. Consequently taxation 
will be reduced to a minimum in the universal peace; it 
will be, the beginning of the long dreamed-of “brother- 
hood of man” in happy conditiong, when life will be in- 
finitely easier and a great many of our bitterest passions, 
national and social, will be quietly laid away. Such will 
be the change that those who live to see it will look 
back upon our present benighted condition with much 
the same pity that we feel for our ancestor, the man cf 
the stone age. 

When that day comes, if it does come, mankind will 
look back. with reverence to the study at the Institute 
de France and the laboratory and experimental garden 
at Meudon, where M. Berthelot is now working out his 
momentous ideas. Already the establishment at Meudon 
is a place of pilgrimage for savants from all over the 
world. All through the summer months M. Berthelot 
studies and works here surrounded by scientific men of 


the first ability, who are proud to be permitted to as- © 


sociate themselves with his work. The gardens and 
laboratories are arranged on a most handsome scale, 
and the “Berthelot tower,” used for various special kind 
of scientific work, dominates the country for miles 
around. It may be considered as a symbol of the lofty 
ideas labored at beneath its shadow, ideas whose ten- 
dency is toward nothing less than the upheaval of our 
entire present day social system and civilization.

SHAKESPEARE FORGERIES, 


REMARKABLE VOLUME RECENTLY DISPOSED or 
ATA PRIVATE SALE. 


{Pall Mall Gazette:] Among the thousands of books 


that formed the library of E. J. Stanley, M.P., and are 
now undergoing dispersal in an eight-days’ sale at 
Sotheby’s, was one precious product of the ingenuity of 
that arch forger of Shakespeare, Samuel William Henry 
Ireland, and it was sold this afternoon. It is the quarto 
volume which deceived the world when it was published 
in 1796, under the title of “Miscellaneous Papers and 
Legal Instruments Under the Hand and Seal of William 
Shakespeare, including the tragedy of ‘King Lear’ and a 
small fragment of ‘Hamlet,’ from the original MSS. in 
the possession of Samuel Ireland, of Norfolk street.” In 
the book world the reign ot the rogue is but a span; but 
the inventive Ireland's span was rather long drawn out, 
and Boswell on his deathbed, kissing the forged manu- 
scripts and believing his lips to be sanctified by the 


process, was not the only great man who was taken in 


by theiswindle. This book is not only interleaved with. 
manuscript copies of the original forgeries, but is also 
preceded by an account in manuscript, signed by Ire- 
land, of the suppression (on the discovery of the for- 
geries) of the original issue in folio. Ireland's succes 
is but a record of human credulity. 

Young Ireland was first tempted by his father’s unin- 
telligent enthusiasm for Shakespeare to forge an auto- 


graph of the poet on a carefully copied old lease. His 


audacity grew with the growing credulity of his dupes, 
and their long locks of hair, private letters, annotated 
books, and so on, were plentifully produced, and all in- 
quirers were put off with lying explanations. Boswell, 
Wharton, Dr. Parr and hundreds more were deceived, 
but those, like Malone, really qualified to judge, de- 
nounced the imposture from the first. Ireland's audacity 
now reached the folly of producing a deed of Shake- 
speare’s, bequeathing his books and papers to a William- 
Henrye Ireland, an assumed ancestor. A new his- 
torical play was announced, entitled “Vortigern,” and 
carefully concealed until its production by Sheridan at 
Drury Lane; but it was vapid and un-Shakespearian, 
and was hopelessly damned. The old man now began te 
smell a rat, and demanded an explanation from his en- 
terprising son. It was forthcoming in the form of the 
confession in manuscript affixed to the volume sold to- 
day.

Edward VII is rather a light eater, except at dinner, 
and has never been a great wine drinker. He seldom 
takes bread, a specially prepared kind of toast being 
on the breakfast and luncheon table. The tea consumed 
at Marlborough House costs five shillings and four pence 
a pound and was for a long while known as “Earl Grey's 
mixture,” this nobleman having recommended this par- 
ticular mixture. This tea and some gorgonzola cheese 
are always taken along when the King travels. Wire in 
basketfuls of three dozen is sent from the cellars of St. 
James Palace to wherever the King may be, this being 
done more for his household and guests than for him- 
self. The clerk of the royal kitchen, who always carves 
receives $3500 per year, the head chef the same, and the 
confectioners $1500 and $1250. The entourage numbers 
just under one thousand persons, but some of the pcsts 
are sinecures. The Lord Chamberlain heads the list, and 
a ratcatcher, with a salary of $75 per year, brings up the 
year. The royal household costs in the aggregate 1132. 
000 a year in salaries, while an average sum of £172,000 
a year is paid to “the butcher, the baker, the candle- 
stick maker” and the other tradespepole who feed the 
members of the household. 


Conductor of His Own Train. 


When traveling by rail, the train upon which the 
King rides is wholly at his command, the speed being 
slackened or increased at his wish. Trusted watchmen 
are stationed every five hundred yards along the track. 
The King’s private railway carriage cost $30,000. The 
carpet alone cost $750, and the door handles the same 
price. The curtains are hung upon silver poles which 
are suspended upon small gilt figures which cost $50 
each. The King nor any of his family ever leave home 
for a day’s journey without having among their lugsage 
the proper habiliments for wear in case any member of 
the family should die suddenly. 

In the matter of gifts the King has been abundantly 
favored. They vary in size from a cat to a hotel. Dogs, 
cats and other quadrupeds galore have been given or 
left to the King by bequest. His name has been men- 
tioned in not far from a hundred wills as the recipient 
of the family dog, and on more than one occasion an 
annuity has been left by a testator in order that the 
maintenance of the animal should be no expense to the 
royal master. 3 

One hobby of Edward's is collecting crystals. For 
some time he has been collecting historic specimens. 
those expensive baubles which for centuries have been 
regarded in the Orient as revealers of the future. Last 
year, at an auction of crystals, His Majesty was outbid 
by an American woman, who paid $4000 for a crystal. 
He also knows all about ceramics and bronzes. 

One of the King's treasures is a solid gold dinner eet, 
the most magnificent in the world. It is valued at 
$4,000,000, and is kept at Windsor Castle. Another 
unique specimen of its kind belonging to Edward is the 
state carriage, which cost $40,000. In addition to being 
the most ornate vehicle in existence, it is said to be one 
of the most uncomfortable.

No other 
organism can ever enter and compete in that domain cf 
intellect and control of surroundings. He is developing 
upon higher planes but is compelled to progrees along 
certain lines. 

“Man will never develop wings, for instance, because 
their use would be a too extravagant waste of vitality. 
When, with the mechanical appliances devised by his 
intellect, he competes with lower animals he demon- 
strates his superiority in every direction. He will not 
develop into a hairy crcature because it will always 
cost less vital energy to make and wear clothing than 
to cultivate natural fur. 


A Better Brain Mechanism. 


“The future human race wi:l ta e a much better br in 
than ours. Man's brain is improving constantly. There 
are two sides to man— the brain side and the hand side. 
More and more nerve activity is going to the hands; 
also to the feet to some extent. We have better organ- 
ized nerves than thore of primitive man. Your hand 
knows much more than that of any savage. When you 
were a little boy you couldn't write without ,screwing

“Future man will have no new sense. No, the greater 
deiicacy and refinement of his senses will not make 
him more sensual, in the narrow meaning of the word.

Progress had not been possible among 
them because no man can go ahead who looks backward 
always, and when one reflects that the Chinaman in 
China has done nothing for some two or three thousand 
years that his father did not do before him one easily 
understands why time, which went on in the rest of the 


world, came to a stop in China in the long ago. 


England took Hongkong, whirled the Chinamen about, 
and set them going in an opposite direction. The light 
may have hurt their eyes at first and they may have 
stumbled a good deal, but they had both impetus and 
example, and—what counted for much more in the end— 
they were not held down by the dead weight of their 
country’s distrust and opposition. They could become 
reformers with no fear of the executioner, and could 
practice their reforms, free to discard or to accept them 
later as they willed. Today they have accepted them, 
and the work of an American city of the first-class is 
being done here and done well by Chinamen. John runs 
Hongkong—its banks, its boats, its hotels, its single 
railroad and its brothels. :

In 
the large commission houses here the firms have at 
least one representative, but the work is all done by 
Chinamen. The white men ride and play billiards and 
cricket and go yachting or lounge about the magnificent 
Hongkong Club, but when they want anything done it is 
always: 

“Send Number One boy here” or “Have Number Six 
boy do this” or “Tell Number Seven boy to fix the elec- 
tric light over my desk.”

The Chinese have been taught to do these many 
things very largely—almost entirely, in fact—by watch- 
ing the whites. It is unnecessary to tell a Californian 
that John is an excellent copyist, but only here does that 
quality in him show to the furthest limit. To go from 
a native Chinese city today to Hongkong—a few hours 
journey, only—is to step through ten whole centuries of 
time, and yet the Hongkong Chinaman has bridged that 
tremendous gap in two generations. This matter of dat- 
ing the change in him by generations comes natural to 
an observer, for one sees the line of demarcation more 
clearly in that than in days, months and years. 
It is the child of the native that John Bull assumed 
dominion over that has learned John Bull's ways. His 
father, weighed down by inherited ignorance and super- 
stition, plodded slowly and painfully toward the light 
and it must be said of the English that they helped him 
with kindness, more tolerant of his many failings, and 
if they applied their hob-nailed boot to him occasion- 
ally it was with well-meant encouragement. Perhaps 
the language he had first to learn proved the hardest 
obstacle of all, for there is that in the English tongue 
which tangles the Mongolian larynx like a green per- 
simmon the palate of a Georgia pickaninny. How grave 
this difficulty was—and is—only the school teachers ot 
Hongkong know. 


The Invention of “Pidgin” Engl. «PP 


As a result of John's wrestlings with English the 
“pidgin” talk that all the world has listened to now was 
‘invented. It did not come about in a day or a year, but 
developed an existence as a really necessary means of 
communication between the two races. It is a language 
of few words and no synonyms. Each.word means 
much, and each terse sentence conveys all that we would 
employ much more to express less clearly. There are 
seven schools in Hongkong now in which English is 
taught to Chinese men, women and children—age being 
no bar to education at the public expense here—and no 
matter how classical a sort of Anglo-Saxon the pupils 
study it is “pidgin” they talk after graduation. 

It is physically impossible for a Chinaman to say 
“above” or “below.” Therefore, “top-side” and “bottom- 
side,” which include everything separated by a line 
drawn parallel with the earth at John’s coiled pig-tail, 
was invented. He can articulate numbers, but not 
names, and so your hotel menu is made up of figures, 
your order reading something like this when delivered 
at the kitchen: 10, 17 (plenty cook) 19, 44, 45, 51 (small 
piece) 93.

PRISON SHIPS. 


HORRIBLE CONDITIONS PREVAILED ON 
THEM iN°FORMER TIMES. 


By a Special Contributor. 


’ VERY schoolboy knows in brief the frightful story 
of cruelty and horror practiced upon the prisoners 
of our privateers by the British during the revolu- 

tion, and especially of that record of the old Jersey, 
which will go down the long corridors of time with un- 
diminishing h to an otherwise valorous foe. 

The whole story was born anew the other day by the 
announcement that the Navy Department would use one 
of its colliers as » prison ship at Norfolk, Va., to lighten 
the tax upon the pretty-well-filled prison at the Boston 
navy yard. 

The report of the judge-advocate of the navy for the 
past fiscal year pointed out the inadequate q for 
prisoners at Boston—long the principal na prison on 
the Atlantic Coast, and urged that something be done 
to meet the growing demand for such accommodations. 
incident to the great increase of the service. 

To one familiar with the service, it is not needful to 
go back more than fifteen or twenty years to recall the 
dark, ill-ventilated cells in some cingy corner of most of 
the navy yards, and to remember how thoroughly un- 
sanitary were the conditions currounding the prisoners. 
It was to relieve that condition that the central naval 
prison at Boston, amid healthful surroundings and with 
much improved features, was established. Other even 
more advanced improvements are now to be made there. 
but, pending their accomplishment, it has been found 
necessary to provide temporary quarters, and, in the 
name of health and modern consideration, the collier 
Southery—lately refitted—has been designated a prison 
ship. Anchored off the Norfolk navy yard, in the Eliz- 
abeth River, and within reach of the tempering breezcs 
of Chesapeake Bay and the sea, confinement there is 
even an improvement upon incarceration now at Bcston. 


Lying white and relatively cocl even in the hot summer 


sunshine, with the amplest and airiest of tween-deck 
accommodations, and with only a modest prison com- 
plement, at present, of a couple of dozen, that iron craft 
is an instructive contrast to the old Jersey, a filth-reek- 
ing, rotten wooden hulk, into which hundreds of our 
patriot forebears were crowded under conditions that 
beggar description. 


The Jersey’s Fearful Record. 


The story of the prison ship Jersey is a criminal 
of the progressive murder of nearly ten thousand 
continental patriots, and that within the sight of their 
own dear land and amid the vaunted plenty of their 
captors; and it is something to the discredit of us, who 
enjoy the fruit of their sacrifice, that no fitting monu- 
ment has yet been reared to their memory, even though 
their bones have been given the Christian burial first 
denied them. | 
The Jersey, the most notorious of the several prison 
ships, was an old ship-of-the-line, a sixty-four-gun craft 
which had passed the days of naval usefulness ere the 
revolution was more than begun. Fast decaying, the 
ship was dismantled and first turned into a store ship 
and moored in the East River at New York. In the year 
1780, however, becoming unfit for that service, she waz 
relegated to the duty of prison ship and a place of con- 
finement for our privateersmen captured by the British, 
toward whom the bitterest animosity was felt. Small- 
pox in its most virulent form soon fastened upon her 
inmates, and fearing that the disease might spread to 
the well-populated shore, the ship was moved to the 
Wallabout, then a solitary and unfrequented part of 
Long Island, but now the site of the flourishing Brocziyn 
navy yard. There she slowly rotted away during the 
remaining years of our struggle for liberty, and finally 
sank on the site she had made the center of so much 
human misery and needless suffering. a 
Any one that has been aboard the old order of our 
wooden ships can recall the limited space between decks, 
allowance of sunshine that found its way in 


eral atmosphere of confinement even under the pleas- 
antest conditions. The surroundings on the Jersey were 
these limitations intensified by an indifference that 
amounted well-nigh to a devilish cunning. The oid 
gun ports were securely closed as soon as the ship was 
given over to prison purposes, and small holes, about ten 
feet apart, were cut instead. These openings, only twenty 
inches square, were, in turn, partly closed by the stout 
iron bars that crossed them in two directions: and when 
we remember that the vessel’s sides were from eighteen 
to twenty-odd inches thick one can realize how effectu- 
ally the inmates were cut out from the reach of sun- 
shine except for the briefest while in the carliest and the 
latest hours.of the day. 
The bowsprit of the ship was the only ori 

of the ship left, and out Bowen its — 4 — 
hardiest of the prisoners clambered to be as free as pcs- 
sible from the nolsome atmosphere of the body of the 
Capt. Dring’s Account. 


Several accounts of the ship have been written, but 
none with more fullness and startling truth of color than 
the simple, straightforward account of Capt. Thomas 
Dring of the Providence privateer, the Chance—a ves 
sel of twelve 6-pounder cannon and a complement of 
sixty-five men. A few days after her start on her ma den 
cruise, the Chance was captured by the British frigate 
Belisarius, and a few days later all hands reached New 
York. The notorious David Sproat, an American 
refugee, universally detested for the cruelty of his con- 
duct and the insolence of his manners, was commissary 
of prisoners, and superintendent of the Jersey and her 


capture.

“Shut from the blessings of the evening air, 
Pensive we lay, with mingled corpses there. 

Meager and wan, and scorched with heat below, 

We looked like ghosts, ere death had made us so.” 
Continuing, Dring says: “The gratings were soon 
after placed over the hatchways, and fastened down for 
the night, and I seated ‘myself on the deck, holding my 
bag with a firm grasp, fearful of losing it among the 
crowd. I had now ample time to reflect on the horrors 
of the scene, and to consider the prospect before me. It 
was impossible to find one of my former shipmates in 
the darkness; and I had, of course, no one with whom 
to speak during the long hours of that dreaded night. 
Surrounded by I knew not whom, except that they were 
beings as wretched as myself; with dismal sounds meet- 
ing my ears from every direction; a nauseous and puirid 
atmosphere filling my lungs at every breath; and a 
stifling and suffocating heat which almost deprived me 
of my sense and even of life. Previous to leaving the 
boat, I had put on several additional articles of apparel 
tor the purpose of security, but I was scon compelicd to 
disencumber myself of these; and was willing to hazard 
their loss for a relief from the intolerable heat. The 
thought of sleep did not enter my mind; and at length 
discovering a glimmer of light through the iron gratings 
of one of the air ports, I felt that it would be indeed 
I could but obta'n a situation near that piac>, 
one breath of the exterior air.

With regard to relative age, we have eight grand 
divisions of speech, as follows: 1, cr re or Hakka; 
3, Amoy; 4, Swatow; 5, Hainanese; 6, Shanghai; 7, 
Kingpo; 8, Mandarin. 

The Mandarin language, the one used in the transac- 
tion of all official business and which foreigners usually 
mean by “the Chinese language,” has the least claim of 
any to be considered the representative language of 
China, so far as antiquity is concerned. An attaché of 
one of the legations in London, who informed me that 
he had been thrice to China and numerous times to In- 
dia, was very much surprised—almost incredulous— 
when informed that it was a mistake to regard the Man- 
darin as the Chinese language and Cantonese, Quong Si, 
Swatow, etc., as its dialects. Yet I have found that this 
impression prevails almcst universally among foreigners, 
even am those who have lived for years at the 
Chinese northern capital, Peking. There are consider- 
ably upwards of one hundred different Mandarin dialects 
spoken by the least progressive tribes of the Empire, 
and the members of cne tribe cannot understand the 
speech of any of the others any more than they can 
understand English. Cantoncse is the most of all akin 
to the language spoken in China some 2500 years ago; 
while the Mandarin, which differs from it far more than 
French from English, is distinctively modern. 

Exclusive of the eight grand divisions mentioned, 
there are numerous lesser ones which, in their turn, 
are again divided and subdivided. These smaller sub- 
divisions, with some degree of accuracy and fitnes:,

Then again. after the division of languages, sublan- 
guages and dialects, there are lesser divisions of sub- 
dialects, which, yet again, have their variations of local 
patois. Itndecd, not infrequently several different patois, 
unintelligible to users of any of the others, are spoken 
in different quarters of the city or large town. This is 
particularly noticeable in Canton, a city with less than 
2,000,000 population. It is as if that portion of New 


, York’s population on the east side spoke a patois ut- 


terly unintelligible to those on the west side, and the 
dweliers in Harlem still a different one; or, the reople 
of the north, west and south sides, so-called, of Chicago, 
were distinguishable by their respective patois. 
Particular stress is laid upon the difference between 
the languages of China, in order to correct the popular 
impression that, understanding one of the so-called 
dialects, a foreigner is able, with a little difficulty, to 
make himself understood by those speaking a different 
one. In reality the difference is much greater than that 
existing between the vocabulary and pronunciation of a 
London cockney and a Yorkshire peasant. In the United

A general idea of the range of different Chinese lan- 
guages will prove both interesting and of practical use 
to those whose business ventures may permit them a 
choice of location. The Mandarin language is the most 
widespread, though perhaps the least used in com- 
mercial and business centers. Its many dialects are 
spoken in fourteen out of the eighteen provinces of the 
Empire. It consists of two great divisions, Northern 
and Southern Mandarin; the principal dialect of the 
former is Pekinese; of the latter, Nankinese; there is 
also a third division in Western China, but it bears only 
a very remote resemblance to the other two. On the 
basis of 400,000,000 as China's total population, about 
330,000,000 speak Mandarin and its dialects. Even as 
far south as Canton, in that city alone, there are up- 


wards of 110,000 Mandarin users. It is the language of 


the race to which the present dynasty belongs, therefore, 
the court language; all who enter or come in contact 
with official life must learn it; while many of the 
theatrical plays produced throughout China, as well as 
a large number of books published under royal auspice, 
are in Southern or Western Mandarin. Thus, as a rule, 
reguiar play-goers and literary folk have at least a 
smattering of Mandarin—somewhat similar, I judge, to 
the knowledge of French possessed by American and 
English readers of a certain class of novels, or of 
Italian by American, English and French opera-goers. 
The other languages of China have much smaller, but 
frequently more important, numerical representation; 


still large enough, however, to command respect as lan- 


guages, and also from their commercial importance. 
For instance, almost as many people speak Cantonese 


as do Italian, more than 30,000,000. This is the principal 


" quarters in New Orleans, where the 


language spoken in the province of Quong Tung and a 
large part of Kwang Si; and in all the southern 
provinces it is commercially important. After Cantonese, 
the languages rank as in the list above given, both in 
order of commercial importance and numerical repre- 
sentation. Many different dialects, each practically a 
separate language, are represented by each of the gen- 
eral terms “Mandarin,” Swatow.“ etc. The following 
conveys some idea of what each of the eight grand 
divisions above given embraces: 

The Cantonese embraces numerous groups of dialects; 
one group, called Si Yap or “Four Districts,” consists of 


the San-wui, San-ning, Yan-p’ing and Hoi-ping; an- 


other, the Sam Fes or “Three Districts.“ of the Nan-hoi, 
Poon-Yii and Shaii-tak; a third, of the Tung-K wun, San- 
on, Pak-lo and Tsang-shen; and the Shui Hing, Hong 
Shan, and many other groups of Cantonese dialects too 
numerous to mention. Each member of these groups 
is divided and sub-divided: the San-wui dialect (the 
first of the Si Yap group) has three chief divisions, 
each embracing from three to seven subdialects, these 
in turn consisting of different patois. The ramifications 
are extensive and minute almost beyond belief; not 
only are there different languages in the same city, but 
the “boat-dwellers,” of whom China has millions, speak 
a language distinct from that of land people, and the 
boat people of different localities speak languages dif- 
ferent from each other. Then there is a sort of language 
used exclusively in speaking to or of children—mean- 
ingless in any other connection; while strangest cf all to 
the foreigner, perhaps, is the language used exclusively 
by women and never by men—men or boys would be 
ridiculed and shunned should they use it, and, indeed, 
it would have no meaning used by them! 

It has been said that China has a different language 
for each day in the year, and an extra one for each houg 
of every holiday, and I doubt if this is an exagge ation. 


The eminent Prof. Terrien de Lacouperie and his co- 


laborers assert that they have conclusive ‘evidence that 
the Chinese and Babylonian languages are intimately 
related. If this be true, the many tongues of Cathay 
would appear to be strong linguistic corroboration of 
the Biblical account of the confusion at the tower of 
Babel., 

To summarize, our language may be divided as fol- 
lows: 

1. The ancient style: Condensed, sententious, often 
vague in the absence of explanatory notes and contain- 
ing particles not susceptible of translation. The classics 
are written in this style. 

2. The literary style: More diffuse and copious than 
the ancient, termed “poetical prose” from the so-called 
“rythmus” in which it is written; also contains some 
of the difficult particles of the ancient style. It is totally 
different from the “spoken language.” 

3. The business style: Used for general business 
purposes, commercial, official and law documents, and 
all statistical, law and government books; it is strictly 
prose, lacks the troublesome particles of the two first, 
and therefore less ambiguous and difficult. | 
4. The colloquial: This applies to all thi 
languages, their dialects and yatcis; the litterati con- 
sider it vulgar, and few books are written in it (the 
writer ws of none,) yet it is utterly impossible to 
speak any other; and the common classes rarely un- 
derstand the “book languages; hence, their ignorance, 
superstitions and lack of progress. Foreigners usually 
learn it first, but as regards the “book language” one 
might as well study French to become a Latin reader. 

In some respects our language is very full and com- 
plete—rich; in others, the reverse. Our literature is, 
in many respects, admirable; but even a meager syn- 
opsis of any of its interesting divisions is beyond the 


scope of this paper. ‘!t may be stuted, however. hat nao 


translation can fairly present its beauties, the richness 
and delicacy of its figures, metaphors, etc.; notwith- 


standing the writer has a few translations which, it may 


be fairly said, without prejudice or arrogance, comparo 


favorably with the very best productions of many cele- 
brated English writers. 


In conclusion, it may be remarked that, though em!- 


nently a literary race, and the first to enter the field of 
letters, we owe our present stagnant industrial, com- 
mercial and educational condition to a defective sys- 
tem of literature. The greatest obstacle to our progress, 
education and advancement lies in a failure to realize 
that books should be printed in the language of the 
people instead of in a style intelligible only to the 
litterati and a favored few. The individual who shall 
bring about this Chinese literary revolution will have 
performed a work, the beneficent results of which to 
China and the Chinese, it is well nigh impossible to 
overestimate. The thinkers of China are eager for his 
coming—to hail him as a herald announcing the dawn

THE EDUCATION OF THE GREEK CLERGY. 


| Rev. Daniel Quinn, in Donahoe’s:] Nearly everything 
noble in Greece is due to private good-will. This is the 
case also in respect of providing for the education of the 
clergy. Two rich brothers, Georgios and Manthos 
Rizares, from Epeiros, founded and endowed a schcol in 
which candidates for the priesthood may recetve a col- 
legiate classical education together with some knowledge 
of theology and kindred studies.

For when do our beautiful live oak trees show to better 
advantage than with cottage casement windows opening 
directly into their green ieafiness?

The features that lend the real 
charm to an English cottage are peaked gables, case- 
ment windows, wide and high, beautiful chimneys of 
handsome design and finish. The chimneys, in fact, are 
often designed to give character to the entire building. 
The surface of pale gray plaster lends itself decoratively 
to the outside crossbeams of brown oak and, in some 
cases, the leaded panes of a huge casement window adorn 
the entire side of a room. An English cottage is not a 
cheap building. It will cost as much to build this un- 
pretentious rambling affair as to erect one of those 
brand new, spruce-looking square mansions, whose hard 
lines and uncompromising angles one sighs to drape 
with vines. The assumption of costliness which beams 
from these houses is the reverse of the character of 
house I am recommending.

Relics of the Slungshot Ago.

OME very curious articles were recently unearthed 
at Frankweiler, in Germany, among them being a 
large stone ax or hatchet, 20 centimeters in length, and 
several small, round stones of ordinary weight and yel- 
lowish white color. The spot where they were discov-

According to Prof. Heeger, dirertor of the Museum 
at Landau, these small round stones are on an average 
seven centimeters in length and have a maximum cir- 
cumference of a little mcre than four centimeters. From 
one end to the other runs a sort of groove, and for this 
reason Prof. Heeger, Dr. Wilser and other archeologists, 
who have examined the stones c aim that they were evi- 
dently used at one time as weapons to be discharged 
from slings. It is pointed out that they are especially 
constructed to rest on the leathern porton of a sling.

Heeger, when it became necessary to fight at close quar- 
ters, and these stones were evidently fired from slings

He thinks he finds evidence that the clergy in 
those remote times exercised the functions of the phy- 
sictan, but he adduces no adequate proof whatever in 
port of this claim, for it is not the function of the 
physician to cure by miracies and wonder-working.

wat the early church relied upon thaumaturgy, just as 
Science is doing, whereas legitimate medicine 
dons nothing of the sort. The Churchman, commenting 
os this paper, makes the astonishing statement that

and the same person. All this is evidently suggested by 
ihe pragress of Christian Science, but the point of the 
shole matter is curiously missed.

In this communication it is interesting to note that, 
according to an exchange, Prof. James Snow of Penn 
Yan, N. V., aided by z. C. Keeney of Chicago, has dis- 
covered and perfected a process for making cow's milk 
absolutely pure, free from tuberculosis and so perfect in 
condition when delivered.to the consumer that it is 
richer and healthier than when taken first from the 
bovine. This is the claim made, and practical tests are 
to be made at an early date at Springfield, Wis., where 
a rectifying plant is to be erected and milk destined for 
‘Chicago treated before being delivered to the city con- 
sumers. 


Following, on this subject, is taken from the Irriga- 
tion Age: 

“Prof. Snow is the discoverer of the process by which 
unfermented grape juice is produced, and Mr. Keeney 
has devised with him the mechanisms for the purifica- 
tion or rectifying of milk. Springfield, Wis.. has been 
selected for the first test house location because of its 
| being the center of a great milk-shipping district. 

“Dr. Adolph Gehrmann has analyzed a sample of rec- 
tifled milk and made this report upon it: 

The microscopical examination of the ftample of milk 
No. 7020 has shown the presence of micrococci, bacillt 
and sarcinae and an absence of bacillus tuberculosis.’ 

“Thomas Toby of the Santa Fé road’s eating-house and 
dining-car system was also given a sample for praciical 
test. He reported: 

While manager of the Creamery Rest I handled ree- 
tified milk successfully. I gave it a nine-days’ test in an 
ice box and at the end of that time found it as sweet as 
the first day it was received from the dairy. The test 
was under most unfavorable circumstances, there being 
two severe thunderstorms during the nine days.’ 

“Prof. Snow began working on the rectifying process 
in 1894, and about 1898 became satisfied that a new and 
perfect way of purifying milk had been discovered. 
Practical tests of his discovery were ninde here, the ma- 
chinery needed was constructed here, and H. T. West, 
who has the promoticn of the company which is to treat 
the milk hereafter, began his work. In treating cow's 
milk fresh from the animal, the rectifying process does 
not condense it, does not take anything from it but dis- 
ease germs, and adds nothing to it but greater health- 
preserving properties. This Prof. Snow unqualifiedly 
claims. He says: 

I have worked on the theory that all milk first taken 
from the average cow is impure, necessarily must be so, 
and that these impurities could be removed.’ 

“He claims no more for rectified milk than that when 
served to the consumer it is of the same grade and qual 
ity as though it came from an absolutely healthy cow 
of the finest breeding, fed with the purest food and kept 
under extraordinarily good conditions. 

“The average dairy cow is not so kept, and all milk 
coming from it needs treatment, in the opinion of Prof. 


culosis and the disease germs which come from unclean 
stables, unclean farm bands, impure drinking water and 
impure foods. After being taken from the cow the miik 
is handled in a sloppy manner, hauled in dirty wagors to 
4irty stations, and brought to the city in dirty cars. 
Milk so handled cannot be treated with antiseptics, be- 
cause forbidden by the law. and antiseptics are dan- 
gerous to the health. Prof. Snow is strenuously again:t 
their use in any manner. He also opposes the process of 
‘preserving milk,’ in which embalming fluids are used. 
His aim is to take out of milk, by a simple and natural 
process, all germs that will cause typhoid fever, diph- 
theria, dysentery and the other sicknesses eo often traced 
to impure lacteal fluid. 

“His process of ‘rectifying’ is a secret. But the milk is 
first put through a treatment with heat and then a treat- 
ment with acid. Then the milk- is cleansed, so that all 
impurities are taken from it and it is ready for the mar- 
ket. No large plant is required for the work. The milk 
is not steriliced, because that destroys its value for but- 
ter making. It is delivered to the market fit for any 
purpose. It can be whipped into any form of ice cream, 
and will not sour from electrical disturbances nor thun- 
derstorms, will not churn into fatty globules when on 
the cars and in motion, and is disease free. The 


make ready for the market from 100 to 1200 gallons of 
the milk in from thirty-five to fifty minutes. A plant 
costing $15,000 to erect will handle 25,000 pounds, or 300 
cight-galion cans cf milk per day. Chicago's daily re- 
ceipts of milk are about 25.000 eight-gallon cans. 

A can of the rectified milk was shipped 200 miles by 
rail, moved from one depot to another and passed 
through a thunderstorm in hot weather. At the end of 
three days it was still fresh and sweet. The cream from 
rectified milk can be used with all of the higher grade 
of flavors in making ice cream, such as the vanilla bean 
and the like. Rectified cream is odorless. 
ter cannot be made from rectified milk, nor diseased 
cheese.

No extraordinary claims are made for the milk ex- 
cent that when it leaves our process, which is simple, it 
does not contain a single germ injurious to the human 
body.

Raw Food. | 


NE of the latest hygienic feds is raw fcod. Of ccurse, 

it is no new thing, but simply a reversion to prim- 
itive days, before man learned how to make fires. A 
writer in Physical Culture gives the following experi- 
ence with this system of diet. It is not likely to become 
widely popular. 

“My interest in the raw food theory was firat awakene! 
by a book, translated from the French, which I read 
some fifteen or eighteen years ago. I tried the diet for 
a day or two at that time, but, of course, it was not sat- 
isfactory; when the experiment is limited to such a 
short time it could hardly be otherwise. 


crackers. This diet did not prove to be beneficial. 

“In the beginning of my raw food experiment on this 
occasion I fasted two days. For two or three days the 
food did not appear so appetizing as cooked food, but it 
gradually increased in palatability and, in a short time, 
was enjoyed as much as cooked food. 

“I usually ate two meals per day, one in the morning 
about 11 and one at above 5 in the evening. The ave age 
meal was begun with whole grains of wheat and the 
kernels of some nuts, such as the pecans, brazils, al- 
monds and the like. When the wheat and thee nut k‘r- 
nels are masticated together they make a very palatable 
food in every instance. Occasionally, instead of eating 
wheat and nuts I would substitute rolled cats for the 
wheat. I found that a salad comyosed of lettuce, radishes, 
tomatoes and raw potatoes, or vegetables of that nature 
— mixing together, using a dressing composed of one- 
third lemon juice and two-thirds olive oil, with salt to 
taste—-was a very palatable dish and could be relished at 
all times. 

“Usually.for dessert I would eat dates, figs or any 
sweet fruit which might be relished. All dried fruit, if 
soaked in water overnight, is usually very appetizing aud 
tastes very similar to that put through the cooking 
process. 

“Now as to the effects of this diet upon my strength 
and health, must say that in every way it was beneficial. 
I lost probably three or feur pounds in weight, but my 
| strength increased, my general nervous tone seemed to 
be improved. There was less tendency to irritabilfty, 
and I believe firmly that I felt better and stronger in ev- 
ery way on the raw diet than upon a cooked diet. Of 
course, the principal difficulty in adopting a raw diet is 
the lack of the social features consected with eating. 
| If one can secure congenial companionship at a raw 
| food meal there should not be the slightest objection to 
it. The food will not only be found as appetizing, but 
I firmly believe it will be found more appetizing, as I

can say that I never enjoyed cooked food any more, iti 


as much, as I did many of the raw food meals I ate dur- 
ing this experiment. The almost immediately beneficial 
| effects of this diet upon the digestive organs are usually 
noted.

CHICAGO ANTHROPOLOGIST SEEKING FOR CAUSE 
OF THEM—DISSATISFIED WITH THEORIES. 


[Chicago Correspondence Philadelphia Record: ] Tieve 
are over fifty persons in Chicago who possess more than 
their usual allotment of fingers on their hands or toes 
on their feet, according to Prof. Frederick Starr, of the 
University of Chicago, and these individuals are to be 
the special subject of investigation by the well-known 
professor of anthropology. 

With them the investigator hopes to gather from other 
parts of the country a sufficient number of cases to 
make up a total of 500 before he begins a systematic 
study of the history and formation of each member, 
and to make scientific deductions and formu’ate theo ies. 
Already photographs, plaster casts and wax impressions 
of 350 cases repose upon the professor’s laboratory 
shelves, all carefully tagged and recorded. 

There are feet with six toes, seven tces and evin eight 
toes, and interspersed with them appear hands pos- 
sessing six, seven, eight and nine fingers. Some of

Prof. Starr has undertaken this work eae he is 
dissatisfied with the only two theories which have been 
advanced to account for these phenomena in nature. 
The first theory, the professor asserts, is in reality not 
a theory but a name. This is called dichotomy, and re- 
fers to the tendency of the parts to split, but does not 
explain the tendency. 

The second is the atavistie theory, which contends 
that these Superfluities in the number of digits are re- 
eurrences of lost traits, harking back, perhaps, to a 
time when man's ancestors ne:ded more than five finee:s 
or toes on each member in order to repulse their foes 
of the forest and dig up ther daily food.

that all are hereditary. Dichotomy names the tendency, 
but does not explain it; therefore, it is not to be con- 
sidered a theory at all.“

STOCKS FOR THE SHIRT-WAIST GIRL. 


IMPROVEMENT ON STIFF COLLARS—MAY BE 
MADE AND LAUNDERED AT HOME.

The summer girl at last has realized that the com- 
fort of her shirt waist is more than half spoiled by the 
discomfort of her stiff linen collars, and this year has 
betaken herself to stocks. While some of these are 
really very little improvement on collars, as far as com- 
fort is concerned, others are delightfully soft and thin, 
and the beauty of all is they are easily laundered and 
easily made at home. : 

One of the simplest is the stock tie. Take a strip of 
white nainsook, thin, but not too sheer, or of dimity, 
one and one-half yards long and four inches wide, and 
round it slightly at the throat by a collar pattern that 
opens in the back. With bias strip of colored chambray 
or lawn one inch wide bind the entire tie by sewing one 
edge of the bias strip to the edge of tie, folding it in the 
middle and stitching down the other edge over the first 
seam. 

These ties are worn without any other collar, and are 
put arcund the neck crossed in the back and tied in 
front in bow or four-in-hand. Made with a binding of 
“old blue“ or “rose,” they look well with nearly any 
shirt waist, but the color is, of course, a mere matter 
of personal taste. 

Another, easily made, too, is the crush stock of white 


piqué, cheviot or even duck, with colored ends. These 
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have a ctraight edg at the top, which gives a more de- 
cidedly crushed effect when worn. They arc made by 
sewing two thicknecses of piqué together, stitching 
around edges and adding any kind of ties one likes. 
There are the short ties for a mere knot, ties roundcd 
or pointed for a small bow and long ends for a four-in- 
hand, made of material of shirt waist with which stock 
is to be worn, of solid chambray or linen, or some of the 
pretty white shirt waist stuffs sold in the shops. One 
of these ties is sewed only at its extreme edges, so as 
to leave a slit for other tie to go through when put 
around the neck. Still another very effective one is 
made from a lady’s linen or lawn handkerchief, with 
narrow hemstitched hem and tiny vine of embroidery. 
First fold the handkerchief from corner to corner and 
cut in a straight line one and one-half inches from each 
side of the fold. Cut this strip in two crosswise ahd 
you have two bias pieces with pointed ends, formed by 
corners of handkerchief, for ends of the tie. Fell these 
neatly to a straight piece of lawn thirty inches long and 
three inches wide and hem both sides. Use the two 
other corners of handkerchief for points, which are 
sewed to the middle of top edge of tie and turned down 
over it to complete the handkerchief stock.

LEMON AMBER CREAM. 


A FILLIP FOR A HOT DAY—PRETTY TO LOOK AT 
AND GOOD TO EAT.

Amber cream is nourishing, appetizing and good to 
look upon, and a favorite, even with those who usually 
despise spoon food. On a hot day its coolness and tart- 
ness are very. grateful, and it may be cooked with the 
smallest of kerosene or gas stoves. . 

Have the water of the outside double kettle coming 
to a boil while mixing. Break the yolks of four eggs 
into the porcelain-lined inside boiler and the whites into 
another dish. First beat the whites stiff, after adding a 
pinch of salt; when stiff add two tablespoonfuls of pow- 
dered sugar; beat well again. Next add four table- 
spoonfuls of granulated sugar to the yolks and beat 
until smooth; now add the juice and finely-grated rind 
of a large lemon; if small, use one and a half; beat well. 
Lastly, stir in two tablespoonfuls of pusitively boiling 
water. Put this in the outside boiler, making sure this 
is well filled and boiling. Now stir faithfully over the 
fire until the mixture becomes a thick paste, which it 
will do quickly. Remove from the fire, take the inside 
boiler by the handle, pop into it the prepared whites, 
beat “like mad” while contents are hot, which cooks the 
meringue just enough to remove the “eggy” taste. 

This cream resembles the very nicest filling for lemon 
pie and is better for delicate digestions, as it contains no 
butter. Mixed faithfully, as directed, it puffs up so as 
to make a good showing in a quart dish. It should be a 
rich amber tint, lovely to eye and palate. 


WOMEN AERONAUTS. 


A GERMAN PUTS IN PRACTICE A BELIEF IN 
- WOMEN’S FITNESS FOR WORK ON BALLOONS. 


[New York Herald:} If Herr August Riedinger of 
Augsburg is to be believed, a new career has just op- 
ened for women, in which they need not fear muh com- 
petition from men. According to him, women are by 
nature specially fitted to become aéronauts, and for this 
reason they ought to be employed in preference to men 
in all those places where balloons are now manufac- 
tured. 

Herr Reidinger practices what he preaches. He has 
a large factory in which he makes balloons and he em- 
Ploys only women. Archduke Leopold Salvator visited 
his factory the other day, and it was women who ex- 
plained to him the mechanism of the various machines 
and who got ready the balloon in which he took as hrt 
trip. Moreover, a woman accompanied him during this 
trip, and guided the ba‘loon the ent re way. Even hn 
a large balloon has to be launched, a task which is or- 
dinarily supposed to require several exceptionally strcng 
men, Herr Reidinger employs only women, and he says 
twenty young girls can do the work rat sfactcrily unless 
a very strong wind is blowing, and that even then they 
can do it with very little assistance. , 

According to Herr Reid‘nger, tact, decision, skill and 
manual dexterity are mcst essential for work of this 
kind, and these are the very qualities in which women 
excel men. Courage and coolness, he admits, are alsc

which conceded to us, not only the right of navigating 
the river, but also the free use of the port of New Or- 
leans for the period of three years, and thereafter until 
some other equally convenient harbor should be allotted. 
On October 1, 1800, Spain by treaty ceded back to 
France all of Louisiana, with the provision that France 
should not sell or alienate it to any other power. Srain, 
however, continued to hold possession of the territory. 
including New Orleans. When knowledge of the treaty 
reached this country the following spring, our people 
were considerably annoyed that the mouth of the Mis- 
sissippi should pases from weak into strong hands. In 
the fall of 1802 the Spanish officer in charge at New 
Orleans, at the instigation of Napoleon as was believed 
in this country, issued an edict, in direct contravention 
of treaty stipulations, cutting short the American priv- 
nege of using the port of New Orleans. This virtually 
cut off all our traffic on the Mississippi. The edict 
threw our entire western country into a wild blaze of 
excitement and in all parts of the Union the people. be- 
came clamorous for immedlate war. President Jefferson 
now began to formulate his plans, which had a more 
successful termination than he himself anticipated. He 
always had entertained very friendly feelings toward 
France, had resided there five years as Minister from 
this country, and all along had been a close observer of 
the many changing events in that country. He confi- 
dently believed he could make it appear to Napoleon 
that it would be manifestly to his interests to sell us 
2 the island of New Orleans for a reasonable sum, thus 


i giving us control of the mouth of the Mississippi, and

A very respectable Frenchman, Dupont de Nemours, 
whom Jefferson had known for years, happened to be 
in this country and was on the point of returnimg to 
France. Through him Jefferson sent an unofficial com- 


nal munication to Napoleon, substantially as follows: “It 
ton is as essential to France to keep her peace With us as it 
res is to us to keep at peace with her. There is, however on 
ba the globe one single spot, the possessor of which is our 


natural and habitual enemy. It is New Orleans. It is 
impossible that France and the United States can con- 
tiue long friends when they meet in so irritable a posi- 
tion. It seals the union of two nations, who in conjunc- 
tion can maintain exclusive possession of the ocean. 
From that moment we must marry ourselves to the 
British fleet and nation. Our circumstances are so im- 
Perious as to admit of no delay as to our course and the 
use of the Mississippi is so indispensable that we can- | 
not hesitate one moment to hazard our existence tor iis 
maintenance.” Jefferson concluded to send a special 
Minister to France, for, as he afterward stated, “the 
measure at issue was liable to assume many shapes and 
no instructions could be squared to fit them.” He ac- 
cordingly appointed James Monroe as Envoy Extra- 
ordinary to France and Spain to help Livingston and 
Pinckney, our Ministers to those countries, in “entarging 
and more effectually securing our rights and interests 
in the river Mississippf and in the territory eastward 
thereof.” At his suggestion, the lower house of Con- 
gress on January 11, 1803, in secret session, appropri- 
ated $2,000,000 to “defray any expense which may be 
incurred in relation to the intercourse between the 
United States and foreign nations.” After holding re- 
peated conferences with the President, Monroe eet sail 
for France on March 3. ; 
Napoleon's view in purchasing Louisiana was to plant 
a powerful French colony in America and to control 
the navigation of its largest inland river, and he started 
out in his vigorous fashion to carry his purpose into 
execution. It took one army, however, to subdue an 
insurrection in St. Domingo and another, that he sent 
over, was decimated by yellow fever on the same island. 
At this time, also, the clouds of war were beginning to 
gather around him in Europe and he was sorely pressed 
for want of money. Jefferson’s communication threat- 
ening our alliance with England against him, if he 
should persist in holding New Orleans, came at a most 
opportune time. Now fearing that the Mississippi 
would ultimately fall into the hands of the British, he

ingston was accordingly asked if the United States 
wished for the whole of Louisiana. His answer was: 
No, but that it would be good policy in France to give 
it up. He was then asked what we would give for it. 
At this juncture Monroe reached Paris. He heard 
with surprise from Livingston of France’s offer to sell 
the entire territory. Monroe at once became eager for 
its purchase, and the two envoys proceeded to discuss 
the price which they could venture to promise. Marbols 
first asked $18,750,000. In a letter to Secretary of State 
Madison, informing him of the sum asked, Livingston 
made this surprising statement: “That if the price neces- 
sary to secure the province seemed too large, the ter- 
ritory west of the Mississippi might be sold to some 
friendly power, and the American government be thus 
reimbursed.” The price finally agreed on was $11,250,000, 
and our government to pay the claims due from France 
to American citizens, reckoned at $3,750,000, making the 
total price $15,000,000. When Bonaparte was told by 
Marbois that the consideration had been agreed upon, 
he said: “I have given to England a maritime rival, 
which will sooner or later humble her pride.” The 
treaty was signed on April 30, 1803. It did not attemrt 
to define the boundaries of the territory ceded.. This 
was the grant: “Cedes the Territory of Louisiana, with 
all its rights and appurtenances, as fully and in the same 
manner as they have been acquired by France.” In its 
cession from Spain to France the description of the 
territory was just as vague and indefinite. At the time. 
it probably would have been extremely difficult to defire 
the boundaries with exactness. Bonaparte remarked 
with regard to them: “If they are not vague already, 
it would be good policy to make them so.” The treaty 
gave to the French and Spaniards exclusive right for 
twelve years to bring into the ports of Louisiana the 
products of their countries and colonies on the same 
terms as Americans, and promised the admission of the 
French inhabitants to American citizenship at the 
earliest time practicable. In their dispatches to Wash- 
ington, communicating the treaty, the envoys acknowl- 
edged they had exceeded their instructions and humbly 
hoped they bad not erred. 3 

When the treaty came up for ratification in the Sen- 
ate, it met with strong opposition from the anti-admin- 
istration party. The principal objections raised against 
it were: that the government had no constitutional 
authority to make the purchase; that the eastern and 
western boundaries of the territory were in dispute and 
would probably have to be settled with a war; that 
Spain had insisted as a condition of her own transfer 
that France should not rell and, being still in pcssession, 
Spain would now quite likely decline to part with the 
territory; and that it was unconstitutional to grant re- 
culiar privileges in the port of New Orleans to Spanish 
and French commerce. The treaty was approved by 
the Senate in October, 1803, by the vote of 24 to 7. The 
House in due time made the necessary appropriations 
and provided temporarily for the government of the 
Territory by the President.

LONDON’S SCHOOL OF PRACTICAL GARDENING. 

(London Telegraph:] A schocl cf practical ga cenin:z 
has been estabished at the Royal Botany Society. 
Regent’s Park, by the technical education board of the 
London County Council, and is now attended by some 
thirty boys, most of whom hold echolarships. They go 
through a three-years’ course, in which they have a 
thorough training in practical gardening, and aleo re- 
ceive instruction in elementary science and botany. 
Those who complete the curriculum find little difficulty 
in obtaining good situations as gardeners, and the 
board’s scholars who left last summer have obfained sat- 
isfactory employment. The scholarships offered are 
open to lads between the ages of 14 and 16, whose 
parents are resident within the county of London and 
are in receipt of incomes not exceeding £250 ($1200) a 
year. They provide free tuiticn and also a maintenance 
grant rising from 120 ($96) to £25 ($120) a year. No 
examination is set down for these scholarships, but 
parents are required to sign a declaration to the effect 
that they intend their sons to become practical gardea- 
ers. 


A STARVING NAVY. 

{Boston Herald:} Uncle Sam is not the only creditor 
that has recently realized something from the Sultan of 
Turkey. According to a dispatch from Berlin, the Tur- 
kish cruicer Jemir has for the last twelve months been 
lying at anchor in Kiel Harbor. She was unable to 
leave because the captain had incurred debts for food 
and other necessities and had no money with which to 
pay them. During the last month the crew were almost 
threatened with starvation, the tradesmen refusing to 
supply any further food for the cruiser till there was 
some guarantee that the bills would be paid. Th's state 
of affairs was called to the Kairer’s attention during h's 
stay at Kiel, and he promptly notified the Turkish gov- 
ernment that it must take immediate steps in the mat- 
ter. Orders toon came for the Jsmir to return to re- 
turn to Constantinople, and with the order were suf- 
ficient funds to pay up all the debts and supply the 
cruiser with food for her return voyage. Evidently the 
position of commander on a Turk’sh cruiser is not an al- 
together desirable one.

The granular composition of a glacier (already ex- 
plained) will admit of very little vertical strain, so when 
the stream reaches the sea and begins to overhang, it 
is but a short time before huge chunks break off, form- 
ing those most dreaded enemies to shipping in northein 
seas—icebergs. Sometimes, as in case of earthquake or 
other seismic disturbance, small pcrtions only are br. ken 
off and these, seemingly drawn together by some mag- 
netic power, unite to form pack ice, not quite so dan- 
gerous as the huge bergs, but by no means agreeable to 
navigators. On account of this continuous breaking off 
of huge blocks of ice, the coastwise steamers cannot at 
any time approach closely to the face of uny of the lage 
glaciers. The famous Malaspina glacier of Alaska is 
covered with detrital earth to such an extent that a 
forest of tall pines is growing upon it. Of course the 
motion of this glacier is very slow, in fact, scarcely per- 
ceptible with the best of instruments. . 

Probably the largest glacer in the world is in Green- 
land, and has been named “Humboldt,” after the ex- 
plorer of that name. It rises sheer 300 feet from the 
surface of the sea and extends to an unknown depth be- 
low it. The length of its face is sixty miles and the 
distance to its source is absolutely unknown. In the 
torrid or even temperate zone it would be the might- 
lest river of earth—here it is but a silent, restlees mass.

A Suggested Solution of Labor Strikes. 

LOS ANGELES, July 27.—{To the 
Editor of The Times:] The solution of 
the labor question on a basis of justice 
to all parties concerned is now before 
the American people. 

Like all other questions affecting so- 
ciety, it can only be permanently 
solved on fundamental princinies of 
justice. Labor is entitled to just com- 
pensation. Capital and capitalists are 
entitled to protection in their rights 
under the law. 

If labor wishes just compensation it 
must return just labor. As the labor 
question now stands, the labor unions 
present no legally responsible organiza- 
tion that can enter into a contract with 
capital of such a character that it 
could be enforced in a court for specific 
performance or for dameges. * 

Capitalists in the prosecution of their 
business must make contracts for the 
future delivery of goods. In bidding for 
contracts the bids must be based on a 
certain price for labor and materials. 
If, after taking the contracts, there is 
an advance in labor or materials, the 
contractors must lose. If a labor strike 
occurs over some technicality, or based 
on some interference with real or im- 
aginary principle, then the capitalist is 
unable to fulfill his contracts or to de- 
liver his goods. If he discharges some 
employé for any reason satisfactory to 
himself, he is Hable to be damaged 
indefinitely by a strike. Strikes are a 
serious menace and a direct loss to all 
parties concerned. Labor demands cer- 
tain wages for certain hours and a 
recognition of the labor unions. Capi- 
fal concedes the wages and the hours 
of work, but refuses to recognize the 
union, for the reason that they have 
no legal existence or responsibility and 
no capacity to make a legal contract or 
to sue or be sue l in court. . 

To remedy this difficulty the follow- 
ing vlan in outline is suggested: 

Let the various labor unions incor- 
porate under the laws of the various 
States, or let Congress pass a suitable 
jaw under which they can incorporate. 
The members who join these corpora- 
tions will elect their board of directors, 
who will be required under the law to 
keep full minutes of their proceedings, 
the same as any other corvoration. Be- 
ing duly organized, let these labor cor- 
porations offer to make a legal con- 
tract with capitalists to furnish a 
specified schedule of laborers, at a fixed 
price per hour to labor, say eight hours 
per day, contracting to furnish one, 
two or three shifts each twenty-four 
hours; also contracting to furnish extra 
laborers for emergencies on a proper 
notice. The contract also to provide 
that if any help furnished shall be un- 
satisfactory for any reason, it shall be 
dischareed by the employer, and the 
labor corporation will replace it with 
satisfactory help, and that if the labor 
corporation does not promptly furnish 
the contracted for help, that the em- 
ployer may at once fill the place with 
any one he may deem suitable. Also 
provide that such contracts shall run 
for such a number of years as may be 
mutually agreed upon. That the em- 
ployer may be protected against lower 
wages in other parts of the country, 
the contract should also specify that 
if the labor corporation or others 
should furnish cheaper labor to com- 
petitive employers that the wages 
specified in the contract should be re- 
duced to the same basis. This would 
also protect labor by keeping the 
wages up to a uniform stan d 
throughout the country. 

The contract would also provide that 
if it becomes necessary to shut down 
the mills or work by reason of over- 
production or destruction of property, 
or to retire from business permanently 
or temporarily, the contract should ter- 
m te. 

Other minor details would recessarily 
go into the contract. The result would 
be this: The labor corporations would 
be responsible to furnish a sufficient 
supply of steady. competent, reliable 
labor at a fair price per hour, in one, 
two or three eight-hour shifts; capital- 
iste could then make contracts for 
supplies and to deliver products at 
stable prices, knowing that they could 
comply with such agreements. The 
stale of wages per hour and the num- 
ber of hours werk would not particu- 
larly affect the capitalists, for the sim- 
ple reason that the higher the wages 
were the higher »rice he would have to 
charge for his products; and in the end 
the consumer, who, directly or indi- 
rectly, is principally the laborer, will 
have to pay that much more for his 


goods. 

This would adjust itself for domestic 
matters. 

But if the labor corporations put the 
wages so high that the goods could not 
be sold in foreign markets, the result 
would be that the mills would have to 
shut down part of the time and run 
only long enough to supply the home 
market. Of course, during the time 
shut down the laborer would have to 
‘be idle. And here a cure would work 
itself out, as the labor corporation 
would have to. decide whether to have 
idle time or furnish labor at such rates 
as would command the foreign mar- 
ket. I imagine that capitalists would 
be only too glad to have labor organ- 
ized in a legally responsible form, and 
make contracts to supply all labor 
needed in their business.

If the 
strikers in the East and in San Fran- 
cisco would offer to incorporate and 
offer to make legal contracts to furnish 
labor pursuant to the foregoing sug- 
gestions, their offer would undoubtedly 
and gladly be accepted by the employ- 
ers, and the strikes would end at once. 

As it now stands, the labor unions 
demand obligations from employers 
and offer no legal obligations in return. 
They demand to be recognized, when 
they have no legal existence to recog- 
nize. They demand the right to inter- 
fere and to dictate, and offer no sub- 
stantial or legal benefit for the inter- 
fering. Until the labor unions can pre- 
sent a legal body, responsible to con- 
tract on business principles, they can- 
not succeed, for the basis of business 
the world over, and for all past time, 
is based upon contracting parties 
legally and financially competent to 
contract. 

Capital today is not fighting labor. It 
is fighting against being forced to 
recognize in business the right of a 
legally irresponsible body to interfere 
with the substantial and legally _re- 
sponsible business affairs of the coun- 


try. 

Such a fight labor must lose finally 
end completely, and must lose it as be- 
— against the law of nature on the 
subject. If labor unions will throw 
aside their non-legal existence and will 
incorporate so as to become legally re- 
sponsible, and then offer to make just, 
honest, honorable business terms to 
supply labor to employers, it will solve 
the present troubles and relieve em- 
ployers ‘of a present most unwelcome 
end unprofitable burden.

poration, if formed, could fix the wage

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SMITHSONIAN PROFESSOR THINKS 
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He Believes it to Have Belonged to a 
Digger Indian—Similarity in the 
Method of Interment to That Used by 
These People—Further Investigation 
Promised. 


[New York Tribune:] Among the 
many discoveries, genuine and spurious, 
which have suggested the probability 
that the human race originated more 
than six thousand years ago was the 
finding of an imperfect human skull in 
Calaveras county, Cal., in February, 
1866. The story told to Prof. James D. 
Whitney, then State Geologist. was 
that this interesting relic was picked up 
in a gold mine, in a deposit of gravel 
which was known to be very ancient. 
A large quantity of Indian implements 
was found under somewhat similar cir- 
cumstances, and was suspected of be- 
ing intimately related to the race and 
period represented by the now cele- 
brated Calaveras skull. 

An announcement of this kind thirty- 
five years ago was calculated to pro- 
duce a more lively sensation that it 
would today. Public opinion had not 
subject of 
man's antiquity. Even among paleon- 
tologists, however, the genuineness of 
this relic was not universally conceded, 
although own investigations 
were intelligent and thorough, and were 
thought by many to preclude any 
chance of either fraud or accidental 
‘deception. And a number of experts 
who undertook to study the scene and 
subject independently reached conclu- 
sions similar to his. They inclined to 


believe that there was evidence of 
man's having lived before the 
period represented by the Neanderthal 


and Spy skulis. And it thus appeared 
that the human race in America greatly 
antedated its existence in Europe.

A DIGGER INDIAN SKULL. 


Prof. Holmes lays great stress on the 
fact that the implements exhibit a high 
degree of skill and represent an ad- 
vanced stage of civilization. But, from 
the extreme antiquity imputed to them, 
one would expect much more rudi- 
mentary art. Again, careful measure- 
ments of the skull show that it strongly 
resembles that of the modern Digger 
Indian, and reveals a much higher de- 
velopment than the skull found in Java 
by Dubois.

Speaking of Willlam K. Vanderbilt 
and his appointment recently as referee 
in the most extraordinary railroad 
tribunal ever created, reminds me that 
few people are aware that Willie K. 
Vanderbilt is considered by able and 
‘prominent railroad men the leading 
railroad man in the world. He is not 
the figurehead of the Vanderbilt sys- 
tem, but its actual head. He is mar- 
velously shrewd. bold, yet conserva- 
tive, and, more than all, he is practical. 
He understands every detail of the 
great business, and all its ramifications 
from finance to operation. 


Beneath the surface of the commer- 
cial and political life of this great city 
there is an influence which few sus- 
pect.

Might do Great Harm—Proposes In- 
vestigation of Their Habits. 
[Portland Oregonian:] That the fish- 
ermen of the Pacific Coast entertain 
an unfriendly feeling toward the sea 
lion has long been a well-known fact. 
Just now, in particular, a war of en- 
termination seems to be on hand among 
the fishermen of the Northwest, who, 
with the best intentions in the world, 
believing that the sea lion is an enemy

law,’ and thus did everything in its 
. Mg restore — ance of nature. 
“Un some competent has 
carefully studied the habite of the sea 
lions of your coast, and made a sys- 
tematic investigation of the effects of 
the sea lions on the fishery supply, no 
man can say whether the sea lions do 
more harm than good. It is natural 
for any fisherman to feel that 
the destruction of fish cannot be 
otherwise than exceedingly harmful,and 
that there are no compensating cir- 
cumstances. The American way is to 
put every alleged criminal on trial and 
give him the benefit of a clear exposi- 
tion of the evidence, both by the de-

FIERY PHENOMENON. 

The strange Bpectacie of an ocean on 
fire, which has been visible off the 
coast of Los Angeles county during 
the past week, appears to have almost 
subsided. Probably a third of the pop- 
ulation of Los Angeles took an oppor- 
tunity to view this st®iking natural 
phenomenon while it lasted. It was a 
great time for the railroads which run 
to the beach resorts, and added many 
thousands of dollars to their coffers. 
The railroads get it “gwine and com- 
in',“ as the saying is. Whether it is 
a Chautauqua convention, a dead 
whale, or anything else that arouses 
human interest, it is all fish to their 
nets. And, by the way, this exhibi- 
tion of one of nature’s wonders re- 
minded visitors strikingly of a dead 
whale—or ot several of them—during 
the last few days of the display. We 
do not charge that Messrs. Byrne,

is common in some parts of the world, 
but is not often seen around here. The 
ghostly light emanates from millions— 
or rather billions—of minute animal- 
culae, which give out the light when 
agitated by movements of the waves. 
Their existence is another striking evi- 
dence of the wonderful manner in 
which nature adapts itself to circum- 
stances. Away down in the depths of 
the ocean, miles below the surface—a 
depth of over five miles has been 
sounded off the coast of Japan—it . 
of course, absolutely dark, or rather it 
would be had Mother Nature not made 
provision for the myriads of living 
creatures which inhabit those immense 
depths. Most of these deep-sea ani- 
mals are provided with natural lamps 
in the shape of organs which emit 
prosphorescent gleams. ‘The animal- 
culae may be held to represent the tal- 
low candles of the ocean depths, while 
the big fish and sea monsters take the 
place of the arc lamps and search- 
lighis. It ig therefore quite _ possible 
that these remote depths of the ocean,

This publication 
abounds with references to important 
questions that were familiar to us un- 
til recently in Los Angeles, such as the 
proper method of judging Belgian 
hares, the cure of snuffies, and so forth. 
In the course of an article quoted from 
the Atianta Constitution, in which the 
writer seeks to show the permanence 
of this great industry, and the benefit 
which it will be to the New South, he 
says: 


“The fear is often e that the 
industry might be overdone. Facts 
disprove this. Los Angeles, where 


hundreds of people have been engaged 
im the breeding of the Belgians for the 
past three years, is today the best 
market in the United States, if not in 
he world, and it is only during the 
past six months that the meat can 
purchased for table. The reason for 
this is that where a person can raise 
an animal they can sell for breeding 
purposes for $10, they are not going to 
devote their time to raising stock that 
can only be sold for $1 on the market.” 

This is enough to make a Los An- 
geles Belgian hare laugh—if any of 
them could be found hereabouts. Some 
of the southern people apparently are 
expressing anxiety lest the epidemic 
should assume dangerous propoftions. 
We do not think they have any cause 
for fear. It is not anything like so 
dangerous as the bubonic plague, and 
then, judging from experience here and 
in other places where the epidemic has 
appeared, it soon runs its course, leav- 
ing the patient somewhat weak, but 
with an unimpaired constitution. 80 
far we have not heard of any fatal 
case that followed the visitation In Los 
Angeles. 

Meantime, we are threatened in this 
section with another outbreak of a 


somewhat similar description. It is 
reported that some local enthusiasts 
are contemplating the establishment of 


These frogs, it is said, 
attain a weight of four or five pounds 
each, and the hind legs resemble spring 
lamb, ome of them being ample for a 
meal.

OW WE GROW. 


Los Angeles is undoubtedly the 
best-advertised city of its size in the 
United States. Everything seems to con- 
spire to aid us in blowing our horn. 
Take, for instance, the report of the 
Federal census of last year, showing the 
population of the leading cities of the 
United States. The striking fast has 
been published far and wide that Los 
Angeles shows the largest percentage 
of increase for the decade of any im- 
portant city in the United States, hav- 
ing increased its population 103 per 
cent. in ten years and 350 per cent. 
in twenty years. 

Many comments upon this remarka- 
ble showing have appeared in the pub- 
lic press. Among others the Rutland, 
Vt.. Herald recently said: 

The first thought that is suggested 
in connection with the population, 102,- 
479, of Los Angeles, just announced, 
is that there must have been included 
a few thousand of the long-eared resi- 
dents of the Belgian-hare city. No 
other city or town, so far as is yet 
known, has increased in population 163 
per cent. in ten years, or 350 per cent. 
in twenty years. Los Angeles is now 
the last city in the 100,000 list, having 
only 76 fewer residents than Omaha. 
which fell from an announced, not ac- 
tual, population of 140,425 in 1890 to 102,. 
555 in 1900. It was known that Los An- 
geles had had a “boom” to which 
some Vermonters contributed to their 
profit and others to their loss, but tha 
the growth in actual residents w 
reach the figure announced was >t (& 
pected except in Angeles itself. 
There a statement that the city had 
200,000 residents would not have been 
taken with any outward show of sur- 
prise.

‘What is the matter with San Diego? 
The answer to this is easy. There is 
nothing the matter with San Diego— 
except the people. Nature has indeed 
been remarkably kind to that city, giv- 
ing it one of the finest natural harbors 
in the world, a climate that is unex- 
celled for equability on the face of the 
earth, and a great back country, 
abounding in horticultural and mineral 
possibilities. Even that section of the 
county which, until recently, was sup- 
posed to be absolutely worthless, is 
now being transformed by the magic 
touch of water, and may. possibly, | 
within a few years, show duplicates of 
Riverside, and Pomona, and Santa Ana, 
and other flourishing horticultural set- 
tlements of Southern California. Prob- 
ably, as The Times has previously ob- 
served, if Mother Nature Sad not been 
quite so liberal to San Diego, the 
people of that city would have done 
more for themselves. It is getierally a 
bad thing for a young man to inherit 
a big fortune, and to imbibe the idea 
that he does not have to work.

LAMONT FOR 
GOVERNOR. 


Democrats of New York 
Have an Eye on Him. 
He Hobnobs With Ali 
the Factions. 


Has Grown Very Wealthy 
Since Cleveland Took 
Him Up.

NEW YORK, July i18—Col. Dan 
Lamont is the man whom the Demo- 
crats of the State of New York have 
their eye on for Governor of New 
York next year. David Bennett Hill is 
backing Col. Lamont. Dick Croker is 
backing him. William C. Whitney is 
backing him, and so are all of the other 
big Democrats of the State and city. 
Meantime, Col. Lamont sits smilingly 
in his Wali-street office and makes 
money. He is one of the robber barons 
of Wall street—the associate of Mor- 
gan and Jim Keene—during business 
hours. At other times, when he is 
playing politics, he is a regular Demo- 
crat. Bryan is his friend, and James 
Hamilton Lewis believes firmly in the 
strict orthodoxy of his political beliefs. 

‘Col. Lamont is the only man who has 

succeeded in riding both factions of 
the Democratic party at once during 
the last five years. The former War 
Secretary for Grover Cleveland is still 
the political friend and associate of 
Grover Clevela and at the same 
time he is in good and regular stand- 
ing with the long-haired citizens who 
concocted the Chicago platform of 1896 
and the Kansas City platform of last 
‘year. No man can unhorse him; no 
matter where the party may go, Col. 
Lamont is with it, and he is also with 
the other fellows. 
Tae career of Col. Lamont is a re- 
markable one. While he was still a 
young lad he borrowed some money 
and ozened a tov shop on State street 
in Albany. It presently became quite a 
famous place by reason of the pecu- 
liarities of its proprietor. But the shop 
did not y, so after a while Lamont 
got a job in the State Capitol at Al- 
bany. This clerkship paid Him $1400 a 
year, and he thought this his fortune 
was surely made. Beyond his salary it 
gave him a chance to mix in the pol- 
itics of the State. He was too young to 
do much at the political game, but he 
did what he could up to 1882 when 
something happened to him. 

In that year the Democrats of New 
York nominated Grover Cleveland, 
then Mayor of Buffalo, for Governor 
of the State. As soon as Lamont heard 
about the nomination of Cleveland he 
went to Samuel J. Tilden, with whom 
he had become acquainted at Albany, 
and told him that he wanted a letter 
of introduction to Grover Cleveland. 
Tilden gave him the letter, and Lamont 
took the next train for Buffalo. He 
called upon Cleveland and told him 
that he had come to Buffalo for the 
purpose of asking for the place of pri- 
vate secretary to Mr. Cleveland. Be- 
yond the letter from Tilden, Lamont 
had absolutely no claims upon 
land, and no acquaintance with him. 
But the idea struck Cleveland's fancy 
and Lamont ame the private secre- 
tary to the candidate for Covernor. 
Cleveland was elected, and Lamont 
was made military secretary to the 


Governor, with the t'tle of colonel. 
That's where the itle came from. 
Lamont remained with Cleveland 


during his term as Governor of New 
‘York, and when he was elected Presi- 
dent came to Washington, and during 
the first Cleveland administration was 
private secretary to the President with 
a salary of $3200 a year. The of 
the office has since been raisei, but 
that was all that Lamont got, and he 
saved money out of it. He became ac- 
quainted with all of the leading men 
of the country, and when Cleveland was 
beaten for a second term, went to New 
York and got into Wall street, becom- 
— 1 a member of the banking firm of 
Whitney, Payne 4 Co., William G. 
Whitney being the head of the firm and 
Lamont the silent partner, whose spe- 
cial business was to look after the 
financial affairs of the junior member 
of the firm, Oliver C. Payne, whose 
millions the firm invested for him. 
Lamont was in Wall street four years 
before Cleveland was again in the 
White House. e left Washington 
with no money at the close of the first 
administration. He came back four 
years later at the opening of the sec- 
ond Cleveland term to take the War 
portfolio, and for rs he sat at the 
Cabinet table of sident Cleveland. 
He was worth more than $1,000,000 by 
that ti 2e, was on the board of direc- 
tors of more than one railroad and 
bank, and had become a power in 
finance as well as politics. 

At the close of Cleveland’s s2cond 
term Lamont again returned to the 
financial district of New York, and is 
today one of the richest men in Wall 
street. He made a vast amount of 
— in the upbuilding of the North- 
ern Pacific Railroad, which Morgan 
financed. He has made money in all 
of the big Morgan deals that have been
